and what elſe materially happened til 
the Siege and Surrender of Limerick. 
A Hiſtory ſo full of variety, that we 
cannot conceive but it will give ample 
fatifattion beyond what has been pub- 
lifhed of this kind : And ſo not doubt-

INTRODUCTION: 


| Hat Ireland has been very anti- 
ently inhabited, it appears not 


only by their own, but many 
other Hiſtorians, to whom a preater 
Credit 15 to be given ; and tho? (the Na- 
tives being lictle given to Navigation) its 
Fame has not much ſpread into the re- 
moter parts of the World ; yet tor its 
Situation and Fertility, if che provident 
Care and Frugality of the 1-iſþ would but 
have help'd the Soil in any reaſonable 
degree,it might be compared with moſt 
Iſlands, in producing things neceſlary 
notonly for the ſupplying its Inhabitants, 
but ſuch as could command the moſt va- 
luable Commodities of Europe ; yet the 
People of the Antient Stock not accu- 
ſtoming themſelves to Labour, but ra- 
ther to Spoil and War, deſirous to =_ 
nun 
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idly upon the Produdt of the Country, 
and Manufacture of the induſtrious Eng- 
ſh, by ſuch unlawful ways as opporcu- 
nity has put into their hands, have in a 
great meaſure neglected their own Patri- 
monies,and ſuffered them in many places 
to become of no conſiderable Value, as 


being eaten up by the ehcroachment of 


Boggs, and over-grown with ſuch Ex- 
crements of Nature as hinder Fertility ; 
and this mainly out of not altogether ſo 
much ſloth and negle&, as their irrecon- 
cilable hatred ro thoſe of the Britiſh Na- 
tion that inhabic amongſt them, that 
they ſhould get nothing by their Lands, 
tho' by their Friendly Inſtruqion and 
Conveiſation they might have been ex- 
ceedingly bettered in their Fortunes and 
Manners, and ſuch Manufactures of ſan- 
dry kinds improved, as might have re- 
dounded not only to their particular In- 
tereſts, but to the inhanſement of the 
Value of the Ifhind among the Neigh- 
bouring Nations; for it not only abounds 
in Iron, but other uſeful Minerals ; and 
many other things that might, it well 
improved, ſet the poorer fort on Work ;; 
and not only put an end to that Poverty 
that too much piaches the Narives, but 
likewiſe make theic Traffick av 04:1 con- 


ſiderabls. 
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ſiderable enough to be taken Notice of, 
and bring them a Trade that in a {hort 
time would much contribute to the en- 
creaſe of a greater Plenty, and prove a 
comfortable Maintenance to fome thou- 
lands, who for ſeveral Years paſt have 


. been deſticutc of ſuch a Lively-hood as 


might render them capable of ſubſiſting, 
and for want of which they have been 
forced to travel abroad and.ſerve other 
Nations, where they are for the moſt 
part treated little better than Slaves, as 
well in War asother Employments, ma- 
ny of them, if we impartially conſider 
theic Merits, as to Education, Natural 
Endowments , deſerving better uſage ; 
for it muſt be confeſſ2d by all unbiatled 
Perſons, that the 1rih Gentry are quali- 
fied ſufficiently ( at leaſt the greateſt 
Number of them) for great Underta- 
Kings, it they would according to what 
they underſtand, labour to improve their 
own advantage, by putting themſelves 
forward in thc World, to acquire thoſe 
Preterments and Undertakings they are 
capable of,and might be very ſerviceable 
to the Covernment, but that moſt of 
them being Roman Catholicks, and ſo ſu- 
perſtitiouſly zzalous in their way, that 
they 
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they are abſolutely ſwayed and guided 
inall their Undertakings by their Prieſts 
who labour all that in them lies to keep 
up their Idolatrous Traditions,and them. 
ſelves in eſteem to their great advantage 
in gathering the Wealth of the King- 
dom, and as they fee their opportunity, 
ſtir them up to a dil-eſteem of the Go 
verninent, Whicnh has been the occaſion 
of much Bloodf{hed, and brought Miſery 
and Deſolation upon the Land, that at 
ſundry times has made ic uneafte for 
many Years; and we are not inſenſible 
that in this laſt Revolt, which has been 
a ſmarting one to the Tri, the Prieſts 
hurried them , eſpecially che meaner 
ſort,into a fruitleſs Rebellion, by Threats 
of Excommunication, and all che Bug- 
bear Fulminations of the Romſh Church. 
Tho' at laſt it is hoped, ſecing the Stream 
of Blood! is now fo kindly ſtopped in the 
Kingdom, that che Narives will ſee their 
former Errors, and {tick $5 their Obe- 
dience,notwichitanding any Inſinuaticns 
or uncer-hand Dealings that may here- 
after be inculcated , or clandeſtinely 
carried on. 

Never had the Tiþþ Nation a better 
opportunity to lay hold on , for ſerling 
a 
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2 laſting Happineſs to Themſelves, and 
their Poſtericties, under the Auſpicious 
Reigns of a King and Queen, who make 
it their utmoſt Endeavours, and think 
it their greateſt Felicity, to do their Sub- 
jets good, ſparing no Charge, nor fhun- 
ning any Hazard or Danger that may 
conduce to the Settlement of a glorious 


| Peace, not only in their own Domini- 


ons, butin all Europe, and reſtore there- 
by, as far as lies in human poſlibility, 
the Golden Age, wherein all appeared ſe- 


| rene andcalm, whilſt univerſalJoy ſpread 
| her Downey Wings, to ſhelter the De- 


| lighted Nations from the Storms of Dil- 


| cotitent and Trouble. From all which 


we may conclude : That if Ireland ever 
was defirous to be in a proſperous ſtate, 
the time is come, that puts that Oppor- 


| tunity into the hands of her Inhabitants 


to become a happy People. When on 
the other hand, had things ſucceeded, as 
too many of them unadviſedly wiſhed 
ſome few Months ſince , they might 
inſtead of being at perfect liberty, been 
the Sons and Daughters of Slavery, and 
the molt ſevereſt of Bondages, under the 
French Tyranny ; which how eaſie that 
Yoke is to bear, the Subjedts of France 
have fatally experienced in the Reigns 
of 
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of many of their former Kings,but more 
eſpecially under Lews XIV. to avoid 
which, the more diſcerning part have 
undergone a voluntary Exile, and be. 
come a ſcattered People over the face 
of the Earth, finding betcer uſage in | 
barbarous Nations. 


This, I hope, may ſuffice to warn the 
I;þ, to conſider where their Intereſt 
lies, and to embrace Their Majeſties 
Prote&tion, as their true Alum.

H E Kingdom of Treland is of ne 
mean Exrtenr, bur rather very large 
and conliderable 3 it 1s an Iſland, 
it is bounded on the Eat with 

Enoand and Scotland, on the Hef with the 
main Occan, on the South with part of France 
and Normandy, and on the North with the Du- 
calid5nian Sea : It is as all other Iflands, ſur- 
rounded with Water, containing in Length 
400, and in Breadth 200 Miles, and is elpe- 
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cially parted or divided into four Provinces, 
Viz. I. Munſter, Which is again divided into 
zhe Counties of Limerick, Kerry, Waterford, 
Cork, Deſmon, and Holy Croſi in Tipperary. 2, 
The Province of Leinſter, divided into the 
_- Counties of the Eait and Weft Meaths, Kilken- 
219, Caterlough, King's County, Kildare, Wexford, 
Dublin, and Wicklow. 3. The Province of 
Connaught, divided into the Counties of Clare, 
Thumond, Majo, Slizo, Letarim, and Reſcomon. 
'.. The Province of U/ſter, divided into the 
'Counries of Tyrconnel, Tyrone, Cavan, Coleraine, 
Monaghan, Antrim, Down, Armah, and Lough ; 
and theſe are for the moſt part at this day, re- 
leniſhed with many conſiderable Citics and 
Tovns, of which I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak 
In the Series of this Hiſtory, as they ſhall fall 
- In their proper places. The Country 1s natu- 
wally very Fruitful, and feems by the Soil al- 
ways t9 have beeu fo, though the Natives 
Have not appear'd very Active in Improving 
Ir, as being naturally given up to Sloath, or to 
live by War and Rapine. As for the firſt 
Peopling it after Noah's Flood, it remains ve- 
Ty much, if not altogether in the Dark, the 
Narives having been impoſed on by Monks 
and Bards, a forr of Rimers and Fortune-Tel- 
ders, with Fables for Realiry, though it 1s con- 
#etnred by the Learned, thar this Iſland was 
P-opled upon rhe Contufion of Tongues at Ba | 
421, foon after thc Flood ; and the Ir; Hiſto- | 
_zians of the beſt account, rell us, That one Ba- 
/wvlenus, encouraged by the Example of Nim- 
ed in Syria, ſertled his Monarchy in the We- 
Perry Ffands, ard amongit others Peopled this 5 
onto ſrecehig AOLIY & _ 
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yet where he kept his head Refidence to men- 
tion is made, bur that his three Sons Ruling 
there, had War with Giants that grew up in 
the Land and rebelled againit them ; and rhart 
afterward divers Scythians roving to lſeck Ad- 
ventures, got footing there ; and fo they go on 
in the doubtful Paths of Uncertainty a great 
way farther : But rue ir 1s, that according ro 
our own Hittories, and thoſe of orher Nations, 
the Iriſh began very early to rove abroad, and 
in their Bcoars and fuch kind of Ships as they 
had, coming frequently aſhore in England and 
Scotland, and other Places, did great Miſchief 
by Burning and Plundering, bur were frequenr- 
ly mer withal, and a great many of them k1il- 
led : nor do we find chat the Ryy229s when 
they conquered Britain, extended their Arms - 
to Ireland. 

Ir is held they were Converted to rhe Chri- 
ſtian Religion by Sr. Fames the Apoſtle ; and 
1ome give large grounds for it: bur their Au- 
thors will have it done by one Paladinns, ſent 
'thirher ro that purpoſe by Pope Ce/s/t:ne, bur 
more eſpecially perfected by Sr. Pazrick, ro 
whom they aſcribe a rhoufand Incrediblliries: 
Bur, ro leave theſe Conjectures, thar are not 
greatly pertinent to our Marrer, we now come 
nearer to that for which we have more War- 
rant and Cerrainty. 

The firſt Acquainrance thar the En2/: had 
with the 17ſh, as to any thing thar is remark- 
able, was in the Reign of [ery the Second of 
Enzland, their chief Communication being with 
France, whither they ſent ſeveral Bands of Soul- 
dicrs to help them againſt the Eng/:iſh, who 
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were Wering there under their King for 
the Recovery of his Right in the Provinces 
that were his Grand-farher's , witch he ha- 
ving pretty well fertied, rurned his Ii houghts 
upon Ireland, where he heard they were at 
Variance among th.mlelyves, the whole Land 
being divided under many Perty Princes , 
when it luckily happned a buſinets fell our 
that gave him an eafie Inlet ro the Conquelt 
of it ; for in the Year 1167, the Eaſtern Parr 
of the Iiland along the Sea being poſleſficd by 
Dormat Mecc-mur, King of Leinſter. his Cruel- 
tics had highly incenled his Subjects againſt 
him, and what more raiſcd their Fury, was, 
the Injury he did to Morice King of Meath, by 
wheedling away his Queen, and living with 
her in Aculrery 3 fo rhat the inraged Husband 
fecking Reparation and Revenge, invaded his 
Countries, by the Atiltance of Roderick O Co 
or, King of Connarbt, at the Terror of whoſe 
Approach, D:rm:t being dereſted by, and for- 
faken of his Subjects, was forced to flie ro Eng- 
/and, and there implored Protection 3 which 
upon taking an Oath of Fidelity and Obedi- 
ence to the King, was freely given him; and 
}7eary, with a Sum of Money, procured leave 
2: Pope Adrian, an Engliſh-man, promoted to 
St. Peter's Chair, that ke might Conquer Tre- 
{and, promiting moreover, thoroughly to eſta- 
bliſh the Chrittjan Religion, and bring it ro an 
Acknowledgement of rhe See of Rowe ; but 
whilit he was preparing to paſs the Seas, new 
Troubles arole in his French Territories, that 
required his Preſence 3 yer by his Lerrers Pat- 
rens he gave Leaye, with Encouragement to 
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his Nobles, and ſuch others as were willing ro 
go for Ireland, 

Dormat impatient of his Exile, mainly up- 
on this Conceilion, folicitesd Richbird the King's 
Son, prom!ting nor only his Danghrer, a very 
beau:iitul young Lady in Marriage, but grear 
Poffe:lions in the Country, when he ſtiontd be 
reitored, and all his Lercitores after his Dearth. 
The young Prince being of a Warlkke Tem- 
per, and thiriting after Glory, refolred, though 
his Fathcr was ablent, to undertake this Expc- 
dition ; and early the next Spring ſailed froin 
Briſt:1 with divers Ships, on board whicl 
were thirty Knights, ſixty Elquires, and three 

ured Archers, the firlt Englif- men ever 
known ro Land in a Hoſtile manner in Ireland, 
and being met by Dormat with tuch Forces as 
he, going over a little beforc, had raiſed, they 
ſeized upon the Town of Yexferd, which was 
given to one Fitz Stevens, a H7/fh Gentleman, 
according to Agreement upon his raifing part 
of the Forces ; fo that News of this, and 0- 
ther Succefles fiying ro Ergland, many Adven- 
rurers came over ; and although the Perry 
Kings joyned their Forces, yer were they bear 
in divers bloudy Battles : and Dormar being 
reſtored, had Dublin ſubmirred ro him, infict- 
ing grievous Punithments upon inch of his Ca- 
piral Enemies as he found there. 

The Prince being now in TIre{arnd, greatly 
increaſing in Strength, that came over ro him, 
carried all before him ; which made King Ien- 
ry, who feared the Prince's Aſpiring upon ſuch 
gucceſles, and willing to have the Honour of 
Conquering fo large a Kingdom himſelf, ſenr

his Mandare to re-call the Engliſh ont of Tre- 
.Gand, ſo that bur a few being left wich the 
Prince in Dublin, and they reduced to a great 
{treight by the Iri/þ that had raken heart, they: 
nevertheleſs allied upon an Army of 30000 
with not aboye 1500 Men, and utterly roured' 
them, taking great Spoil ; and then coming 
ter England, he ſurrendered all the Cities and 
Forts he had taken into his Father's Hands, 
for Dormat by this time was dead ; and in the 
Year 1172, King Henry landed with a Royat 
Army, which. brought ſuch a Terrour upon 
Ircland, that Raderick, and moſt of. the Petty 
Princes that were Independant, or his Tribu- 
aaZies, came with their humble Supplicarions 
ro intreat him, That he would: rake the Go« 
vernment upon him, as their Supream Prince 
and Lord : fo that ar Chri/tmas he made them 
a Noble Feaſt in Dublin; and ſetled rhe King- 
dom in Civit and Ecclefiaſtical Marters, Re-. 
forming Abuſes and Barbarities: And ſoon af 
ter thoſe that held our in V/ſter were brougly: 
10 {ubmir, from which time we may Date the 
Congueſt of Irc/and by the Enzliſh , under 
which Soveraignty ir has ever fince remained 
as 2 conquered Kingdom, and now annzxed' 
10 the Crown : yer the Natives who are gene« 
rally hor ſpirired, uneaſie, and reſtleſs under 
Reftraint, have often {trugled ro break this 
Chain, though ro the Loſs' and Diſadvantage 
molly of themſclves. 


King Richard the. Firſt, by reaſorr of his 
Wars in the Holy Land, his Impriſonment up- 
en his Return, in ftria and the Empire, w_ 

ad 
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other Diſippointments he mer with at Home, 
had no War with the Iriſþ, nor happened 
there any thing extraordinary, but care and - 
induſtry ro ſertle the Government 3 whictz 
was done with ſuch renderneſs, that che Na- 
tives being more civilized, began ro rhink. 
themſelyes happy tin the change, and that they 
were redeemed from perpetual War, whict# 
when ſo many Princes governed as Ablolue 
in their Dominians, could not be avoided a=: 
mong lo rough and ſtubborn a People. Pur 
becauſe King Edward the Firſt had ſent for: 
Forces out of Ire/and, to help him again tha 
Scots, with whom he had mortal Wars, the. 
wilder ſort of the Iri/Þ in E{ward the Second's 
time invited them over , and many of the 
leading Men of the Narives revolred, ruining; -. 
the Country 3 bur npon the Engliſh joyning 
Battle with them they were routed, and a- 
bour 11000 flam, among whonr was a King: 
of Connaught, and one Ot/y a Lord of great 
PoſſefJions : bur ſoon afrer rhe Lord Rvger 
Aforiimer being ſenr over as Lord Juſtice of 
Ireland, he managed Matters ſo ill, rhat the 
Scots were again called in under Edward 
Bruce, Brother to the Scots King, who raking 
ſeveral places by the Revolt of the I»iſp frome 
the Engliſh Obedience, cauſed himlelf ro. be 
Crowned King of Ireland ; but in a great Bar- 
tle his Forces being routed, and he labouring: 
to reſtrain their flight, was killed by one More- 
paſi, whom he likewile requited with Death 
before his Fall, and the dead Bodies fell by 
that means on each other, which happened in 
the Year 1320. 
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. However they were rather difpcrſed than 
broken , doing conſiderable miſchief where 
they found an opportunity to fall upon the 
Engliſh, that had fetied themſelves in the 
Towns and Villages near the Sca, &c. 


In the Year 1329, during the Reign of 


King Edward the Third, the Iriſh in Leinſter: 


and Meath rebelled ; agaiait whom the Earl 
of Ormond drew out what Forces he could, 
bur being over-poured in number , was de- 
feared, and the Trijh inade pgrear Spoils of the 


K»2!;/b Pofſeflions, and amongftt other Barba- 


rities, burnt eighty of them in a Church where 
they had fled for Refuge ; bur ar laſt rhe 
Engliſh fortified themſelves in Fe xford, and 
upon their approach ro beſege ir, fallicd our 
upon them with ſuch Courage ; that Succeſs 
crawned it, and 4000 of the Ir:ſh were killed, 
moſt of zhem thar fled being . hotly purſued, 
were drowned in the River Slane 3 which with 
ſome other Encounters, where Victory decla- 
red on our fide, fo quelled them, that in this 
King's Reign they rebelled no more. p 


Anno 1398, in the Reign of King Richard 
the Second, the Triſh fell again into. Rebellion, 
and by Surprize fall upon the King's Licute- 
nant, and divers Perſons of Quality, whom 
they flew ; whichkmade the King with confi- 
derable Forces haſt rhither, and Landing, he 
put them in all parts to tlie Rout, killing a 
great many, and taking ſeveral of their Ring- 
Leaders ; and keeping his Courr of State ar 
Dub!in, to him reſortcd the Nobility, and _ 
(0 
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of the Iriſh, ſubmitting and paying him Ho- 
mage, promiting to keep the Country 1a quiet 
for the turure : bur Troubles ariting 1n Eng- 
land, the King haſtity lefr Ireland, and was 
no ſooner artived in Wales, bur finding him- 
{{lf deſerted, he berook him to a Cattke, where 
he was ſeized by Henry Duke of Lancaſter, to 
whom be r2tign'd his Crown, and was after- 
ward inhutanly murthered. Upon whoſe 
Death many Troubles and Contentions aroſe ; 
ſo that the-Enz(:ſho being embroyled at home, 
Ireland was little minded, the People there do- 
ig, in a manner, what, they pleated. Bur in 
the Reign of Henry the Fifth, we being lerled 
at home, more care was taken to prevent the 
Outrrages and Depradations of the Irifh ; in- 


ſomuch,' thar ſeveral who had been formerly 
Offenders were puniſhed, ' and others fled, a- 
mong{t whom weredivers of their Great One?, 
who notwithſtanding the care of the Earl of 
Ormond, then Licutenant of the Kingdom, to 
repreſs them. drew a great multitude of Peo- 
ple in'o Rebellion : bur the Earl gave Battle 
at Redmoor- Athy, where the Triſh under the 
Leading of O Mezr, {ood itoui.ly ro it, as Men 

in deſpair ; bor after a Bloody Fight, rhar co- 
cared all the Ditches of rhe Fens with Blocs, 
the Battle ſwerved, and the Ir;/h were defear- 
ed with grear ſlaughter. Which quelled them 
in fo terrible a manner, that for a long time 
afrer they ſeemed out of Love with War : So 
that nothing memorably occurs in Hiſtory, rill 
the Reign of 7enry th? Seventh , when the 
Earl of K/dare being Deputy , one Richay:; 
Symons a Prieit wheedled, him into a bolick, 
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that one Lambert, a Youth whom. he lad: 
.bronghr up as his Scholar, was really the Earf 


of Warwick, Son ra George Duke of Clarence,, 


Hrother ro King Edward rhe Fourth; that ha&t 
eſcaped our of rhe Tower, and was come thi-

In the Reign of Henry the Eighth, grear 
Commotions were ſtirred up, which were ar 
firſt fuddenly appeaſed, bur the Earl of K1- 
dare being Deputy, the People exhibired their 
Complaints againſt him ro the Court of Eng- 
land, as the cauſe of many Difturbances by 
his ſevere ufing them, and amonglt other Ar- - 
ticles they had this, viz. All Ireland » not able 
f0 Rule this Earl. Then, ſaid the King, this 
Earl is the fitteft Man to Rule all Ireland : and 
thereupon he continued him Deputy, it ap=- 

earing this harred againſt him proceeded only 
rom the ſtrict hand he had over them to keep | 
them from rebetling. And another was, That 
ke had cauſed. ts be burned the Cathedral Church 


. of Cafhal, The Arch-biſhop of rhar place be- 


ing his chief Accufer, and wher every onz 
would have denicd ir, he bluntly replied, By 
Chree#t, I would never have done it, had I not 
been told the Arch-hiſhip mas in it. Which - 
Plain. dealing made the King ſmite, and the - 
Arch-biſhop ſtorm and frer : however, the - 
Earl was ordered to rebuibt it ar his own . 
charge, and fo continued in his Depury-ſtip ; 
bur often fell. into diſpleaſure: by reafon of his 
plain downrighr dealing ; and Cardinat Fl- 
fey now rulirig all at Courr, for ſpeaking n10 
Plain- to him upon. his Examination ar the - 
Council-Board, whereFV/otfty far as Prefiderir, 
he ſent him-ro.vhte Ferrer, and ordered a Wars

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rant for his Execution without the King's 
Knowledge ; of which the King having No- 
tice by the Lieutenant, was mighualy incenſed 
art Zoiſey, and thar great Favourite ſoon after 
falling in:o diſgrace, the Earl was related 
and ſent to Ireland with one - Sir H/lliam 
Sheingcon, who was made Deputy : however 
the O Mozrs fell into Reb-llion, bur being op- 
poſed by Forces drawn our of Dublin, they 
were diſperſed, and many of them Killed, and 
for that time the Tempeſt blown over, howe- 
ver 1t laſted nor long for the Earl of Kzl/dare's 
Enemies, having again upen many grievous 
Complaints prevail'd to have him ſent for to 


England, he was commirred ro the Torver 


whereupon his Son, the Lord Themas, notwith- 


{ſtanding the Perſwaſions of rhe Chancellour to 


avert him from it, fell into Rebellion, and drew 
great Forces after ; yer driven ar laſt ro ex- 
rream Neceflities, he was perſwaded by the 


Lord Grey, then Deputy of the Kingdom, ro 


ſubmit himſelf ro King Henrys Mercy, with- 
our hope of Pardon ; bur ſome of his Follow- 
ers having killed Alen Arch-bithop of Dubl:n, 
he was upon his Arrival committed ro the 
Tower ; and King Henry being informed, that 
the Gera/dine Family had vowed never to have 
Peace with him, he ſent for the Earl's five 
Brothers in Cuſtody ; when one of rhem du- 
ring their crofling the Seas, demanded of 
the Maſter, what th? Name of the Ship was ? 
who replied, The Cow : Nay, then, ſaid he, 
looking on the re{t with a dejz&ed Counte- 
nance, ie are all loft Men ; for now a Prophecy 


comes into my Head, that ſays, Five m_ 
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of an Earl ſhould be carried into England in 
the Belly of a Cow, and neyer come back-a- 
gain : and I doubt not, but all things hitting ſa 
pat, we are they. And indeed ſo it happen'd ; 
for being acculed of the late Rebellion, though 
rwo of them were ignorant of it ; the Lord 
Thomas, Son to the Earl, was beheaded on 
Tower- -hill, and the five Brethren hanged drawn 
and quartered at Tyburn, and the Earl foon 
after died in the Tower of Grief, which de- + 
ſtroyed rhe Center of thar Noble Family ; for 
a!rhough one Brother efcaped, yer travelling 
rhrough many Countries, he at laſt came ro 
Naples, and there died Childleſls. Nor did 
the Lord Grey eſcape for being countermand- 
ed, and acculed of holding Correſpondency 
with this Family, though withour any notable 
Proof he was condemned for High- Treaſon, 
and beheaded on Torwer-Hall. 

The Kings of England, the better to vleafs 
the Natives of Ireland, baving been all this 
while only called Lords of Irelagd 3 the Par- 
liamenr fitting at Peſtminſter ugthe 
of Henry's Reign, inveſted wit! 
King of Ireland : whereupon th&Earl of Ty- 
rone, and divers others rebelled ; * bur in ſome 
bloody Encounters being deſeated, the Earl 
was at lat ſubdu'd, and brought Priſoner for 
England ; yer upon his humble Submifſion re- 
ſeafed and ſent over, upon promife of keeping 
the Country in quiet 3 which he pretty well 
obſerved during the ſhort Reigns - of King 
Edward the Sixth, and Queen Mary, only 
ſome petty Commytions happened that were 
ſoon quieted. ”y

In the Year 1566, being the Seventh Year: 


of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, one of the chief 


Lords. of Ireland, named” Donald Mac Carts. 


More, upon ſome little ſtirs that happeneJ, 
came over, and not only cleared himſelf ta 


the Queen, bur delivered up ro her all his. 
Ferritories, vowing perpetual Fealry ; but 
ſhe in gratitude reſtored them again, and. 


made him Earl of Glencare, giving him a con- 
fiderable Sum to bear his Expences 3. fo thar 
by his great Aurhoriry amongſt the Natives, 
it was-thought the Kingdom would be kepr 
niet ; bur it proved otherwiſe : for after 
ome private Conſpiracies, that never broke 


our, were defeated, rhe Earl of De/mond, the 


Eleventhy Earl of thar: Title., who had greaz- 
Territories, and abundance of Followers, broke . 
ito. open Rebellion, and did great damage. 


to the Engliſh, driving them. out of many pla- 
ces, killing divers. Gennſemen in Revenge, as 


he ſaid, of the Earl of K:ldare. and his: Fami- 


ly being put to Death ; and among{? others, 


one with wham he had contrated. a ſtrict. 
Friendſhip, and uſually called Father, who-- 
when he ſaw him with. his drawa Sword 
breaking into his Chamber, and relying upon - 
his former Friendſhip, cried out, FFhat 5. the + 


matter Deſmon, my Son-? ro whom. the blaos 
dy Earl ſternly replied; I am no longer thy Song 
nor thou my Father 3, but thou ſhalt: ſurely die :

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Theſe Ourrages alfarmed the Lord Deputy, 
who drawing our his-Forces; after diversSkir- 
mithes-par the Eart ro the Rout, who being: 
forfaken of his Followers, lurked' for ſome- 
rime in the Bogs and Mountains 5 bur mifera- 
bte wanst driving him thence among the Cor- 
rages, he was there found and ſlain by a 
private Souldier, when his Head being con- 
veyed to England, was ferupon London-Bridge 5 
and ſe fell this Eleventh Earl of Deſmond: 
Burt in his Grave the reſtleſs Spirits of the Ir://7 
were not buried, for caſting their Eyes on the 
Family of the Bonrks, they gave out they would: 
have an eminent Perſon of thar Family ro be 
their King, or Governour ; and many Tu- 
mults were raiſcd:: bur this prudent Queen, 
notwichlanding ſome imeſtine "Fraubles ar 
home, rook ſuch care, thar ſhe a long time by 
Policy and Force reduced the unruly Natives 
to their Obedience ; the former of which was. 
particularly effected by driving away their 
Cattle, and making, them ſubmir through. ex- 
rream neceſſity, after they had been gor roge- 
ther in the Woods, abour forry Days. The 
Second was. by tlie rimely: Notice the Deputy 
had of Two. thouſand Scotch Fliighlanders lands 
iog to joxn with'the IiſÞ, and. knowing. no-- 
thirg that tliey had laid'down their Arms ; as. 
to their greateſt number, they came on with 
ſuch as fell ia wicly them by the way, in hopes 
to joyn the reſt, breaking into the Ptovince of 
Cornaugltr, where indeed a great. many of the 
Country Peaſants rook Arms on their part 5. 
bur the Tord-Deputy. by ſpeedy Marches to- 
wards.them,, and' findibg ttiey were gor into 
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Bogs and Faſtneſles, after he had encamped 
within fight a-while, feigned a Retrear, and 
they, by realon of their over-numbring him, 
{uppoting he had fled, immediately followed ; 
but were no ſooner trained on the firm ground, 
e're the Evgliſh faced about, charged their 
Front and Flanks, piercing rhe Array of their 
Bartle, and pur them ro utter rout and confu- 
fion, ſo that nor aboye cightcen of them eſca- 
ped of upwards of Three thouſand, which 
cruſhed the Scots atrempring to help them in 
their Rebellion. 

Theſe bad Succefles ſhewing plainly, the 
Hand of Heaven againſt rhem, did not hovw- 
ever make them (ſenſible of their misfortune, 
in taking up Arms againtt a powerful Na- 
tion 3 for perceiving themſelves roo weak to 
ſtruggle in the Lyon's Paws, they began to 
tamper with other Nations, allcdging afrer 
the Reformation, Religion, as a ground to 
jn.iite their Rebellions, though they were c- 
ver ſtarting from their Alieg:1nce, when both 
Nations p: ofciſed that of che Roman Carholick 
Communion ; bur now raking this for a plau- 
ible prerext, the Earl of Tyrone began under- 
hand to deal with Philip the Second of Spain, 
for Succours of Men and Ammunirion, promi- 
ſirg ro hold the Kingdom ar his Devorton : 
bur this being about to be diſcovered by 
Hugh O Neel, Tyrone in a rage clapped a Cord 
abour his Neck, and ſirangled him with his 
own hands. Notwithſtanding this, it was 
known, and he ſummoned tro anſwer it in the 
Engliſh Court 3 and upon, ſome afſurance of 
Pardon he went, ſubmitting himſelf, and ma; 
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king ſuch plaulible Proreſtarions of Innocency, 
that times running high by reaſcn that the 
Spaniards were abuut to Invade England, he 
was pardoned, and ſent over again, bur af- 
terward proved Ingrateful, and a very dan- 
gcrous Enemy. 

Much abour this time one Mac Malcoon, a 
ſcading Man among the Ir://,, ftired up Com- 
motions abour paying Taxes, for which he was 
taken, tried, and executed, his Eitate being 
given partly to his Family, and partly to the 
Engliſh, that living upon 1t they might curb 
and oyer-awe the re't: Whereupon one Brian 
O Roch, who bad ſided with him, to prevent 
a preſent Puniſhment, fell into an open Rebel- 
lion ; bur upon the Rour that immediately 
was given him, he fled into Sco:/and for Pro- 
rectian, bur rhe Queen's Influence was fo grear 
upon that Kingdom, thar ſhe had him deliver- 
ed up; and being rried ar Weſtminſter, he was 
there found Guilty, and being carried ro Ty= 
burn, hz was there executed withour being con- 
cerned at Death, 

Theſe things having been buzed in the ears 
of the Multirude, ro have been done in an Ar- 
birrary Way, the Earl of Tyrone thought ir a 
fir time to lay ho!d of their Difcontents, and 
raiſed all the Forces he could, calling in the 
$pamard, and imploring rhe other Roman Ca- 
tholich Natioys to ailift him, as he prerended, 
to prevent Hereſies over-running that King- 
dom ; nor was the Pope, to whom he had ſent 
one Stewkiey, an Engliſh Renagado, as his A- 
gent, wanting to further his Defign, cauſing 
600 Harquibullers ro be levied in the Terri- 
rories 
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rories of the Church, for the Service of Ty- 
rone : Burt Stewhley, who commanded them, 
coming into the Port of Lxbon with them, at 
what time King Don Sebaſtian was going to 
Invade Africa, he retained them for his Ser- 
vice, when at the fatal Bartle of Alcazaz a- 
gainit the Moors, they were all cut to pieces: 
However, Tyrone being very much ftrengrth- 
ned, gave the Engliſh a great Overthrow, and 
put all Connawe ht, Uiſter and Munſter in Arms; 
and the War after that went on with doubt- 
ful Snccefs, ſamerimes one Party prevailed and 
fomerimes another. Here the famous Earl of 
Eſſex, the grear Favourite of Queen Elizabeth; 
commanded ; but whilſt he was Fighting in 
Ireland, he was undermined by his Foes ar the 
Engliſh Court, and being called Home, and 


ſome Mildemeanours in this War, and ether 


things charged againſt him, he was confined ta 


his Houſe, where falling into Diſcontent, he - 
after having impriſoned the Privy-Counſellors- 
that were ſent to him from the Queen, he- 


broke our into open Violence, for which he 
foſt his Head on Tomwer-h:/// The Fall of fo 
brave a Souldier proving afterward no ſmaH 
cauſe of Grief to the Queen ; and his Los 


was greatly regreted' by the People, whoſe 


Darling he was. 

The Lord Norrice being Deputy of Tre/and 
in the ſtead of the Earl of Eſſex, he followed 
his Buſineſs fo cloſe, thar giving Tyrone ſeveral 
Overthrows, and beating our the Spanraras 
that came to- his Aſfiſtance, he at laſt was leſt 
by his Followers, who curſing him for bring- 
ing them into ſuch Troubles, ſhifred. as they 
could ; 
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could ; ſo that afrer he had lurked up and 


down ſome Months, ſuffering extream Necef- 
firy, he came and ſurrendered himſelf ro the 
Lord-Depury, upon promiſe he ſhould be ſenr 
over to England, there to throw himſelf at the 
Queen's Feer for Mercy ; and according he 
was ſent over and committed to the Tower ; 
bur the Queen dying before he could be 
brought ro 'Iryal, King Fames the Sixth of 
Scotland, and Firit of Engtand, coming to the 
Crown, he was by an Act of Indemnity par- 
doned, and ſer ar Liberty, he and all his Ad- 
herents, promiſing exact Obedience for the 
furure ; and that wiſe King knowing huw to 
ſettle a troubleſome Nation, as having been 
brought up in one himſelf, he knew it was 
belt ro prevent and lay aſide Animofities, and 
therefore by his Proclamation of Pardon, he 
utterly extinguiſhed all Offences, not only a- 
gainſt the Crown, but between Subject and 
Subject, as to particular Treſpaſſes ; and the 
like to eyery one that at a fet day would ap- 
pear and claim the Benefit of his Pardon be- 
fore the Juſtice of Afſize, and Publick Juſtice 
for that purpoſe being ſerled in every County, 
tt abated much of the Tyranny their Perry 
Lords had over them, and made the Vulgar 
tort of them ſerfible of the Goodneſs of rhe 
Enz:iſh Laws, of which before they had pur- 
polely been kepr in Ignorance : Being now for 
the moſt part freed from their Servitude, and 
in the King's immediate Protection, fo that if 
their Lords had a mind to Rebel, they conld 
not compel their Tenants to Riſe as they had 
formerly done ; and Tre/and being now divi- 


ded 
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ded inro Shires, the Circuirs were erected in 
every Province ; and the Ernziiſh bad their 
Lands alotted, and more particular Colonies 
eſtabliſhed, ſo thar Trade began to itourith ; 
and ſeveral Corporations of the City of Lon- 
don having purchaled large Proportions of 
Land, buil: a firong Town for their Securi- 
ty, again: the: Incurſions of the Irz/72 thar 
mighr happen, very advantag<oully firuate on 
the Bank .of a River and Lough, wiich made 
a wonderiul Change, to all app-arance, in the 
face of Things 3 bur what can hinder a Peo- 
ple from being Miſegable that will make them- 
ſelves {o, as may not improperly fay, in {pighr 


of Providence : the chict of the Ir: were 


diſpleaſed at' theſe Procecdings, fnaing the 
Engliſh Improvement rendered tuch Plenty in 
the Kingdom, as made their Land of little 
Value ; and therefore many of them ſpight- 
fully tet them lye neglected ro be over-run 
with Thiſtles and Briars, curſing their Poſte- 
rity if ever they had any Communication with 
the Engz/:ſh, or ſo much as Ploughed or Sow- 
ed ; by which their irreconcilable Hatred to us 
may be meaſured. 

The ordinary fort of People notwithitand- 
ing their Lords Dilwaſions, finding thy had 
nor their formcr Power ro compel, perceiving 
Advantage to arile by this new Szrrlement, 1n- 
habired very friendly with the Enz/:ſÞ, and by 
their Examplcs began to improve themſelves 
in Induſtry, and ſeemed averſe to be ſtired up 
25 formerly upon every ſlight Occaſion to Re- 
bel, inſomuch rhat a long Peace enſued, and 


that brought with it extraordinary Plenty 3 but 
as 
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25s nothing is certain or permanent upon Earth, 
ſo in proceſs of Time this Golden Cord of U- 
nion between the rwo Nations was violently 
cur in {under. 


Troubles ariſing in the Year 1641, thro? 
a Miſlunderitanding , and fomented Hears 
blown by 1ecret Enemies, and War being in 
proſpect berween England and Scotland, leye- 
ral of the Native Ir;// Chicts, nor f:nding the 
People prone to hearken to them, incired the 
Popith Prietts, who by promiling thera Hea- 
ven for Obedience to their Commands, and 
Damnation on the contrary, with many o- 
ther ſirange Storics and things, puſhed rhem 
headlong on to one of the blackeſt Iniquities 
the Sun has for many Ages beheld, and was 
roo late diſcovered to be prevented, for it hap- 
pened, that on the 23d of Oober, the Iriſh, 
headed by a great many of their Nobility and 
Gentry, role generally in Arms, fcizing upon 
divers {trong Places, Arms, Ammunition, and 
all that came to hand, vowing the utter De- 
ſtruction of all the Eyg1:fh in Ireland, to Ex- 
rirpate them from the face of the 1r:ſh Farth, 
both Roor and Branch ; and this was dilco- 
vered but one Night betore_it was to be exc- 
cated ; by which Providence-however D1b/in 
and tome other Places, 'by the Imprifoning the 
Confpirators, and Fortitying them with good 
Garitons, were ſecured, and became a Re- 
fuge ro the Lives of many 3 fo that now oae 
might everv-where behold Houſes fiaming, the 
miſerable People five every-where for th.ir 
Lives, whillt the Bloud of many were ming- 


led 
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led with Flames, and the Earth made red by 
the Blood of thoſe thar were {laughtered in 
the Fields and Ways ; thouſands were drown- 
ed in Rivers and Lakes trill the Stream wag 
glutted with the dead Bodies, and they Bridg- 
ed oyer the Warers ; many were riped up a- 
live, and others tortured in a more cruel man- 
ner, ſome were turned our into Snows and 
Froſt and ſtaryed ro death ; the Prieſts and 
Fryars going along with the Murtherers, and 
beating them on 10 it with their Crucitixes, 
telling them, They were Hereticks, and no 
longer to be ſuffered alive on the Earth ; and 
that it was ſo far from a Sin ro kill them, that 
it was Meritortous, and even Damnarion it 
{elf ro {pare them ; giving the Sacrament 10 
the more ſcrupetous of Conſcience to confirm 
them in the Bloudy Enterprize 3 ſo that in a 
ſhorr ſpace, before any Succour could come 
from England, they deitroyed by ſundry bar- 
barous ways 200000 Men, Women, and Chil- 


dren, burnt moſt of their Houſes and Villa- 


ges, killing their Cattle, and ſuffering them 
to rot upen the Ground, rooting up likewile 


their newly ſprouted Corn, as malicioully bent | 


nor only to deſtroy the People, bur in Hatred 
and utter Dereſtation all that appertained ww 
then ;flattering themſelves by the Inducement 
of old lying Propheſies, ro ſhake.off rhe Engiifh 
Yoke, and chooſe them'a Kimg from among 
their Country-men, but Fate conſented not. | 
The King was art the beginning of rhis fa- 
tal Miſchief in Ireland, upon the Borders of 
- Scotland, labouring ro Compoſe the Ditteren- 
ces ; recommending whe Care of Irelind = - 
Parl- 


| 
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cluding a Peace in the King's Name, with the 
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Parliament then fitting at Weſtminſter, wha 
promiſed a ſpeedy Relief and Afiitance to 
the Proteſtants that were got together in Arms, 
and ſtood upon their Defence 3 Voting 50000 
Pound for ro raife Forces ; and the Earl of 
Ormond was made Lieutenant-General of the 
Royal Forces in that Kingdom ; to. joyn 
whom Sir Simon Harcourt was: ſent out of 
England with a Regiment. So that the poor 
Remnant of the Proteſtants getting together, 
made the Is Papift that were fo good ar 
baſe and unmanly Murthers, flie the Face of 
War. Bur Troubles growing faſt on in Eng- 
land, by the Milunderſtanding berween King 
Charles the Firſt and 'his Parliament, and 
ſprouring up into a miſerable Civil War, moſt 
of the gnilry Perſons at this time eſcaped un- 
puniſhed : Bur the ſmall Force of the Prote- 
{tants that were lefr, bzing once united, for- 
ced the Iriſh out of their ſtrong Hold, and 
reſtored the Face of Government ; yer abour 
eight Years after a bloody Scene was acted, 
for King Charles the Firit, looſing his King- 
doms with his Life, his Eldeft Charles, 
as his undoubred Right, taking upen him the 
Kingly Dignity, though in Exile, England be- 
ing caft, as they rermed ir, into a Modle of a 
Free Stare, or Republick, the Marqueſs of 
Ormond, Lord-Lieutenant of Ire/and, was com- 
mifſioned ro Labour the Securing that Coun- 
try to the behoof of his Maſter Kmyg Charles 
the Second ; and finding no-other Means 10 
do it in that Imergency, he cloſed his Inte- 
reſt with the Chief of the leading Ir:ff9, con-

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moſt conſiderable of them; upodh -Submidion 
arid Obedience' to his Majeſty; 'there being a 
Concellion of certait Artickes: oh: the parr of

the Irifh' fled; and lefr the Enghſh and: ſome 
few French to ſtand ro it, bur being over- 
powered - by the vigorous Atraques, they at 
length; after a ſharp and bloudy Diſpute, gave 
way, and were forced to raiſe the Siege, whilit 
the Beſfieged. became Maſters.of their Camp, 
and'an'extraordinary Rich Boory ; and more 
Forces attiving from 'Eyg/and;: Forrune went 
againſt them almoſt every-where: and now 
London-Derry being beſieged, that Siege was 
raiſed by Sir Charles Coot : but what yer was

He ftaid a while to viſit Dublin, and then 
marched with a compleat Army to befiege 
Drogheda, wherein was a ſtrong Gariſon of 
Exgliſh and Iriſh, it being upon the Rumour 
of his Approach re-inforced with 2500 Foor, 
and 3o0o Horle, and although it was ſtoutly 
defended, yet .it was carried by Force, and 
by the too crueF Qrder of the General, all 
were put to the Sword ,” noz:eſpecting Age 
nor Sex, except a very few who hid them- 
ſelves for many Days, till rhe Fury was over : 
And here ir is the more to be lamented, be- 
cauſe this Brunt fell moſtly upon many brave 
Engliſh Gentlemen, who were got into the 
Place ro Defend it for their King. Other 
Towns were likewiſe taken by Storm, and 
treated ar the like rate ; ſo that a bloudy Ven- 
geance ſeemed to fall heavy upon a great ma- 
ny that were Innocent for the Sins of the Guil- 
ty, who had o Jarely polured the Land with 
Innocent Blood, and now kept moſtly our of 
the way in the Mountains, Bogs, and Faſtneſ- 
ſes; however, being at laſt Iunred from place 
to place, a great number fell by the Sword, 
Famine, and Peſlilence, inſfomuchrhar the Land 
was greatly Depopulared, a rhird parr of the 
People being waited, and had fevere Task-

der their Burthens , till Charles the Second 


Came 
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came to lighten their Shoulders, and reſtore 
them again their Peace and Eaſe, by Acceſſion 
ro the Crown upon the Happy Reitauration ; 
ſo that the People wearied with their former 
Mileries, began to be our of love with War 
and Infurrections, and feemed mightily in- 
Clinable ro Peace : And indeed the King took 
care to place ſuch Miniſters of State amongſt 
them , eſpecially the Lords Lieutenants and 
-Lords Jultices, that they had no reaſonable 
cauſe to Complain of their Ulage, either in 
Aﬀairs Civil or Military 3 and indced the 
Tranquility the Kingdom enjoyed, made the 
People. in" -grext meaſure forger what they 
had ſuffered : They traded to France and 
Spain with the Product of their Native Soil ; 
the Rivers and Lakes likewiſe afording them 
plenty of Fiſh, which they tranſported for 
Wine and other Commodities ; nor did their 
Thoughts appear ro be elevated above what 
was reaſonable, till the Death of that King ; 
bur when King Fames the Second aſcended 
his Brother's Throne, and declared himſelf a 
Roman Catholick, then it was the Iriſh Papiſts 
began to prick up their Ears, and to expect 
Advantages beyond their Abilities, publickly 


declaring, 'The Day was their own, and that 


the Proreſtanr Religion muſt go down. Bur 


ir feems in this, as in their other Aims, they | 


took ſuch Meafures as made rhem ſhoot wide 
. of their Mark. 


The Earl of Tyrconnel, who had been rai- | 


ſed by King Famzs, when Duke of York, from 
a mcan to a confiderable Figure, was looked 
| | upon 
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upon as a fit Inftrument to carry on the De- 
6gn in that Kingdom ; and therefore upon the 
' re-calling of the Righr Honourable rhe Ear! 
of Clarendon, he was made Lord-Lieutenanr, 
and ſoon .gave the Iri/h great Hopes of Supe- 
riority over the Engliſh tn that Kingdom, by 
firſt Caſhicring the Proteſtant Souldiers and 
Officers thar were in Arms, and then the Of- 
ficers and Miniſters of Juſtice : And though 
there were Complaints made againſt him ar 
the Eng/:iſþ Courr, yet they were not regard- 
ed, bur he the rather encouraged in this Enter- 
prizes 3 inſomuch, that things run ſo high that 
many feared a fatal Event, and divers lefr 
thereupon the Kingdom ; ſome going for Hot- 
land, others for Scotland and England : and in 
ſuch a method Matters continued to be puſh- 
ed violently on, till News came of a purpo- 
ſed Invalion of the Kingdom of England by 
the Prince of Orange, now our Soveraign, then 
Tyrconnel beſtir'd himſcli ro fecure Ireland, Im- 
priſoning ſuch as he ſuſpected, and Difarming 
others; draining the Garilons of the moſt ex- 
pert Ir:/Þ Souldiers that were Papiits, and 
lending them over to the number of 3000, 
cr thereabour, ro the Affiltance of his Maſter ; 
bur they did him far more hurt than good by 
increaſing the Peoples Fears that were bur be- 
fore ſuggeſted : and indeed rhe whole Eng- 
Iifþ Nation Revolring in a manner from King 
Fames, and what was more remarkable, 2 
ereat part of the Army he had been ſo long 
Training up art a vait Expence. Upon the 
landing of the Prince with his Forces, the /- 
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riſh Forces that had been ſent over in expe- 
Ctarion of Mountains, tound that they were 
not only dwindled into lefs than Mole-hills, 
bur themſelves in a miſerable Condition, not 
only at the point of ſtarving when Disband- 
ed with the reſt of the Forces, by the Earl of 
Feverſham , but almoſt expoled ro the Fury 
and violent Reſentment of the People, who 
had conceived a Hatred againſt them 3; fo that 
at laſt, ſubmitting, they were taken care of, 
and moſt of rhem ſhiped for the Emperour's 
Service againſt the Turks. 

Tyrconnel was not 1dle in Ireland upon the 
News he had from Eng/and of King Fames 
his Flight ro France, but calling a Council 
moſtly of his Creatures, rold them, That now 
it was their time tv itand up for their Coun- 
try, and ſecure ir againſt all Oppoſers ; and 

that for his parr, if eyen his Matter ſhould 
command him to deliver up the Sword, he 
ſhould think ir, in ſuch a Juncture, his Dury to 
Refute ir : And immediarely not only ſpread 
the News throughout the Country, but caul- 
ed the Iriſþ every-where to take Arms, ſuch 
as they could get ; ſo that the Tumultuous 
Rable getting together, plundered the Prote- 
ſtant Houſes, drove away their Cattle, fired 
their Stacks of Corn and Hay, murthered 
ſome, and barbarouſly uſed others, inſomuch 


that the Terrour working in all, ſuch as could . 


fled for their Lives, leaving their Subſtance 
behind rhem, and happy they thought rhem- 
ſelves in that Condition, if they could pals the 
'Ocas, either to England or Scotland ; for al- 
FN though 
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though ſeveral of the Proteſtant Nobility and- 
Gentry made Head in the Norrh, yet rhe E- 
nemy having in their Poſſefſion all the firong 
Towns, they found themſelves roo weak ro 
make any extraordinary Reſiſtance againſt fo 
mighty a Torrent as came roaring on 3 howe- 
ver, they gave ſeveral of their Parties notable 
Orecthrows, fortifying London = Derry, Slego, 
and the Ile of Inn#skz/iinz, and ſuch other Pla- 
ces and DiEculriesof Accecfs as they found Op- 
portunity 3 for by this time Tircornet bad gr 
ven Orders for itopping the Ports, and made 
many large and plautible Offers to bring them 
oyer to his Party, bur they prevailed on a ye- 
ry few. 

The Prince and Princeis being proclaimed 
King and Queen of England, France, and Ire- 
land, on the 14th of February, 1688. upon the 
Humble Addreſs of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment , great care was taken for the ſpeedy 
ſuccouring the oppreſſed Proteſtants of Ire/and; 
and that the Papitts in Arms againſt them, 
might be left without Excuſe, a Proclamation 
was fent over offering, among other things, a 
Pardon and Indemnity for all that ſhould in 
Obedience to it lay down their Arms and re- 
tire to their reſpective Places of aboad, and 
there peaceably behave themſelves as Obedi- 
ent Subjects oughr to do, upon which Condi- 
tion they ſhould in full Freedom enjoy their 
Eſtates according ro Law, and that the Roman 
Catholicks upon {uch Conſideration ſhould 
have all the Favour that the Law allows for 
the private Exerciſe of _ Religion ; with 
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a further Promiſe, Thar a Parliament ſhould 
be ſpeedily called in that Kingdom : Bur up- 
on refufing ro comply with the Royal Man- 
date, to be etteemed as Rebels and Traytors 
tothe Crown of England, &c. their Lands and 
Pofſeſlions to be Forteired, and diſpoſed of by 
way of Diftriburion among thoſe that ſhould 
be Aiding and Afitting in the Reducing the 
Kingdom ro its Obedience. 

This Royal Conceſſion, though Tyrconnel la- 
boured what in him lay ro hinder its being 
diſperſed, wrought ſome good Effects, not- 
withſtanding that Earl, ro counterballance it, 
pur forth a Paper which he termed his Decla= 
ration, not only therein inſinuating what great 
Advantage theKingdom would reap by ſtand- 
ing out, bur that their Fears might be difipa» 


ted, he promiſed ſpeedy Aids and Succours 


from France, and that they ſhould not want 
for either Money or Proviſion 3 and moreo- 
ver, the better to encourage them, gave hopes 
of King Fames's ſpeedy lariding there with a 
numerous Army : And the better ro ſecure 
himſelf, and keep up the Courage of his Par- 
ry, he ſenr our Derachments to ſecure divers, 
Proteſtant Gentlemen in the Country , and 
make Gariſfons of their Houſes: bur the grear- 
cr part of them having timely notice, made 
their Eſcapes 3 by which the Proteſtants grew 
ſtronger in the North ; however their Goods 
and Poſſeflions were deſtroyed and harraſſed. 
The Prieſts being the greareſt Incendiaries to 
ſtir up thoſe that were actually in Arms to 
Spoil and Rapine, as being ſure of a Share, as 
like- 
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likewiſe ro Arm the madding Mulrtitude ; fſo- 
thar one mighr ſec Droves of the latter, ſome 
half naked, others tartered, and all'in miſera- 
ble Rags, armed with Pirchforks, Bills, Staves, 
and what other Mercilels Weapons they could 
get on the ſuddain, running like {ſo many Fu- 
ries, to ſpoil and plunder, and in their gree- 
dineſs of Prey, not many times dittinguithing 
Papiits from Proteſtants ; and it was ſtrong- 
ly reported, Thar there was a great D-bare 
-3n the Council, ro which ſome Popiſh Bithops 
were admitted, abour a General Maſlacree, 
as the beſt Expedient to clear the Country of 
Hereticks 3 bur Tyrconnel ( let it be to his 
praiie ) had rhe Genetofity to oppoſe and de- 
reſt ir, and put a ſtop in ſome mealure to the 
miſchievous progreſs of the Rabble, yer when 
ſome of the Chiets who had got Protections 
from him, made their Complaints, Thar they 
were notwithſtanding plundered:he only ſhook 
his Read, and rold them, Ir was necefliry 
thar made his Men to do it, and he could no 
ways help or reſtrain 1t. 

Theſe violent proceedings made thoſe that 
thoughr upon the Eari's Protection, they mighr 
have ſome contidence in their continuance as 
to ſafery, begin ro make away for the Sea 
Coaſt ; and althongh the Maſters: of Ships 
were commanded on pain of Death to tran- 
{port none, yer many eſcaped to England and 
Scotland, where they were well received, and 
Provifion made for them by way of Publick 
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About the latter end of March, the Abdica- 
red King landed in Ireland, with a great 
Train of Officers, but very few Forces, and 
was received at Dublin wah a mixrnre of 
Toy and Sorrow bringing with him as his Su- 
perviſor Monſieur D*Avaux, with ſome French 
Generals. The Recorder of D#b/in made a 
long Speech to him upon his Arrival, extol- 
ting him for Courage, Conduct, and all the 
Heroick Virtues imaginable, above the Skies 3 
and a general Joy ſpread in the Faces of the 
Roman Catholicks, thinkizg now the day 
was all their own, and not courting to carry 
every thing by force, or fubmition : and 
more Souldiers were Liſted and Regimented 
under the French Officers that came oyer, and 
care taken to lay up Stores : Money was eve- 
ry-where extorred, and the plundered Cattle, 
Corn, and Hay brovghr in, and fold ar incon- 
£derable Rares 3 inſomuch, that they ſoon 
gathered an Army of betwecn Forty and Fifty 
Thouſand Men. 

Whilft theſe things were doing at Land, the 
Engliſh Navy being our ar Sea with a ftrict 
charge ro hinder Correſpondence between 
France and Ireland, the Squadron under the 
Command of Admiral Herbert, had Notice 
by their Scour Ships, that part of the French 
Fleer was abroad, and ſtood away to the Ir: 
Coaſt ; whereupon he made all the Sail he 
could after them , and the next Day found 
they ſtood into Bantry Bay, a very ſpacious 
bearing in of the Sea, and though for fear 
of the Shallows, and other Difficulties that 
might 
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might offer, it proved a work of difficulty ro 
enter upon them, for they ſeemed no ways - 
willing ro come our ro an Engagement, not- 
withltanding they were much ſuperiour in 
number ; yer the Admiral drawing his Ships 
into a Line, and lying upon the ſtretch, bar- 
tered them extreamly from Ten in the Morn- 
ing, till Five in the Afternoon, ar whar time 
the French Admiral tacked from us, and ſtood 
farther into the Bay : We killed them a great 
many Men ; and ſome of our Men declared, 
they ſaw one of their Great Ships go to rhe 
botrom. On our {ide we loſt Caprain Aylmer 
of the Portland, with a Lieutenant, and abour 
Three handred Sea-men killed and wounded, 
and could our Fireſhips have entred upon 
them, molt of rheir Ships, which were Forty 
four in number,to about Twenty Eight of ours, 
might have been deſtroyed. 

Our Fleer after this Engagement came 
back ro Port{month, and there refitted, whe- 
ther the King of Eng/and went to take a view 
of them, and Dining aboard the Admiral, 
created him Earl of Torrington, &c. and di- 
ſtribured about Six rhoufand pound among the 
Seamen. 

And now the French having violated the 
Peace, and undeniably begun rhe War in in- 
vading Ireland, the King delayed not to de- 
nounce the War againſt rhem by a Declara- 
tion to that purport, bearing Date the Se- 
venth of M:y, 1689 ; and great Preparations 
were made for paſling over to Ireland, For- 
ces were Levied in all parts of England, and 
C5 Mo: 
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Money prepared for defraying the Charge: of 
the Expedition 5 which was the more ftacili- 
rated, upon the Eſtates of Scotland ſubmir- 
ting their Crown to King //71l;am and Queen 
Mary, and taking of them upon their being 
owned and invelted King and Queen of thar 
Kingdom, which they did by their Commil- 
fioners, who waited upon Their Majeſties ro 
that purpoſe, in the Banquetting-Houſle ar 
WWiite-Hall : And the Vilcount of Dundee, who 
had headed the Rebel Hzzhlanders, and others 
in that Kingdom, being killed in a fatal Bar- 
tle near Sr. Fohnſtown ; things began ro go 
berter, and the- Succeſs of the Scotch Afﬀairs 
gave way to a more ſpeedy proſecuting thoſe 
in Ire/and, where the Innskllimg-men being a- 
broad, pierced the Enemies Quarters, and 
got great Booties, defeating divers Parrties, 
and making themſelyes terrible to the Ene- 
my. 
Upon News brought that Maccarty was in 
thoſe parts with a itrong Party, plundering 
and ravaging the Country. Lieutenant-Col- 
lonel Berry, with three Companies of Foor, 
eight Troops of Horſe, and three of Dra- 
goens, marched rowards them 5 bur upon 
their approach, found they were made ſtron- 
ger than they were reported, by another Party 
that had joyned them, and were much ſupe- 
riour to him i12 number ; which obliged him 
before he found himſelf ſufficiently ſtrong to 
atracque them, to ſend ro Collonel H/colſcy at 
Innskulling, for a Re-inforcement 3 which he 
no ſooner obtained, bur he charged themwith 
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much bravery, killing a conſiderable Num- 
ber, raking ſome Pritoners, and purting the 
reſt ro flight 3 bur the Flyers in their way 
being greatly re-inforced, rallied, and came 
to a fecond Encounter, which for a time con- 
tinued bloody and doubtful, they by reaſon 
ef their advantageons Poſt, much gauling our 
Horle with their Cannon ; bur the Deflles, or 
dirty narrow Paſſes being reſolutely paſſed by 
our Foor and Dragoons, they made themſelves 
Maſters of the Cannon, which gave our Horſe 
the advantage to charge the Enemies Horle, 
who thereupon deſerted the Foot and fled , 
and. the Foor after them, a great many being 
killed, and ſome taken Priſoners, by which 
Defear the Country was freed from great In- 
cumbrances. "This part of rhe Enemies Ar- 
my that had a long time lain heavy upon ir, 
being by this means, and in this Bartle, fell 
of the Enemy by the Sword, and thoſe rhar 
were drowned in deſperately throwing them-- 
ſelves into the Lough ro eſcape the Purſuers, 
abour Three thoufand. 

There happened likewiſe divers other Ren- 
counters of lctſer note; wherein the Prote- 
ſtanrs for the greateſt part gaincd the advan- 
rage. 


Wh:1t theſe things were doing , the If 
Army, with King Fames at the head of x, 
marched rowards London-Derry , promiſing 
themſelves, the Terrour of their Arms would 
oblige it ro a Surrender upon the firſt ap- 
proach ; bur found they were extreamly mi- 
taken 
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ſtaken, for although Collonel Lundy the Go- 
vernour, and the rwo Regiments ſent from 
England, under the Collonels Cunningham and 
Rzchards, had withdrawn, and ſlighred it, as 
a place not tenable againſt an Army of Forty 
thouſand Men, with a Train of Artillery and 
divers Mortars; Providence lo ordered, it be- 
came the Bulwark of the ſinking Nation, and 
gave the Enemy their firſt confiderable check ; 
for divers Troops that were abroad, moſtly 
compoled of undiſciplined Soldiers throwing 
themſelves into it, they, together with thoſe 
that were found there were Regimented, e- 
ven the multirude ſeizing the Keys, and un- 
dertaking with great alacrity to defend it, ha- 
ving chole Mr. George Yalker , Minitter of 
an adjacent Village, their Goverrour, and 
Major Baker, his Co-adjutor, or Affiltant- 
Governour during the Siege. And now thoſe 
in Arms in the Town conliſted of 117 Com- 
panics, and every Company contained fixty 
Men, being in all 5020 Common Soldiers, 
and 341 Ofliicers. The nex: thing raken in 
hand, was to view the Stores, and ordcring 
their better Security from any Embezling, as 
reſolving to defend the place ro the laſt extre- 
mity, having already rejected the Offers the 
Enemy made them, in caſe they would readi- 
ly ſubmit, which confilted of much promiſed 
Favour and Protection ; bur the hard dealings 
others had met with, who had pur themſelves 
into their hands, made them deaf to all Pro- 
poſals, and their grear Guns being mounted 
on the Wall, they fired upon the Advance- 
Ee ; | Guard 
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Guard of the Enemy, who had been | 
ſed ro be received with open Arms, by [ 
ton, and others, who undertook ro bring 
the beſieged, which much conſternated King 
Fames, then within the reach of their Cannon, 
and obliged him ro remove to a place of more 
lafery. 

However, ſeeing fair Words and Promites 
could not gain ir, they reſolved ro reduce ir 
by force, beginning within a day or two after 
their appearance before it, ro break ground, 
and run their Trenches, drawing up a Demi- 
culverine, within a Furlong of the Town, 
with which they battered the Market-Houlſe, 
and did ſome damage to other Houſes ; bur 
the Cannon from the Town playing among 
them, did conſiderable Execution 3 and to 
hinder their nearer Approach, the Befieged fal- 
lied, and beat them out of their Trenches, 
killing abour Two hundred Men, amongſt 
whom was the French General Mamozy, and 
others of Note, with little loſs on our fide, 
and of Note, only Lieutenant Mac Phedry was 
killed. 

The Befiegers finding this way little availed 
them, drew four Demi-Culyerine intro an Or- 
chard adjoyning to the Town, and kepr con- 
tinual Firing ; which hurt many People in 
their Houſes, and made ſome Impreſſions in 
the Walls; nor wasthe damage left unrequt- 
red from the Cannon of the Town, which 
killed them a great many Men, and ſome 
conliderable Officers, and a ſuddea ſhor roak 
off two Fryars in their Habits, as they were 
exhort: 
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ing the Belieged to preſs on the 


End now to do their Work more effectu- 
ally, they placed rwo Morrar-pieces, and threw 
in divers Bombs, which did tome damage to 
the Houſes and People, whereupon the Be- 
fieged fallied, and killed ſeveral of the Enemy 
at Penburn-Hill, loſing only two of their own 
and eighreen wounded. The fame day a 
Shot from the Town, broke and diſmounted 
one of their Pieces on the Battery, and killed 
the Gunner, whereupon they drew a Trench 
a-crols Windmil-hill, from the Bog to the 
River, and there raiſed another Battery, li- 
ning the Hedge with Dragoons ; bur ar the 
fame rime the Befheged fallied in a confidera- 
ble number, and dividing one part, made 
them Maſters of the Trenches and advantage- 
ous Ground, killing about "Two hundred ; 
whilſt the other Parry beat the Dragoons: 
from the Hedges : which reiterated Lojlcs fo 
enraged rhe Enemy , that having Caprain 
Cunnintham, and Lieutenant Douglaſs upon 
ſome Sallies, they, afrer Quarter given, put 
them to the Sword, which icrved ro confirm 
the Befieged in the belief of the Mercy they 
were to expect, if they fell into their hands, 
and made them more ob{tinarte in a reſolute 
Defence : and alluring the Governour our, 
under pretence of Treaty, they fired a hun- 
dred Shot at him ; yet none of them had the 
power to hurt him, by reaſon upon their firlt 
preſenting, he ſhelrred him behind the Ru- 
in2s of an old Houſe, and retired into the . 
| Town

? | Town cautious how he truſted them any 
more. 

The Befiegers by this time grown weary 
of continual Dury, and the danger they were 
> | expoſed to, drew off their main Body, and 
| encamped on a Hill about rwo Miles from 
the Town, yer left it entirely befieged. 

On the Fourth of Fune, a Squadron of Vo- 
luntier Horſemen, who promiſed upon Oath 
to do grear things, ſupported by a Detache- 
ment of Foor, made an Artracque upon the 
Windmil-work, reſolving to force the Line, 
coming on with loud Shours and Huzza's ; 
bur were fruſtrated in their Enterprize, be- 
ing bear off with confiderabic lois, Four hun- 
dred of them were accounted ro be killed ; 
and to ſecure their Retrear , the Foot car- 
ried Faggots at their Backs, and thoſe thar 
had none, hoifed the dead Bodies, and car- 
—_ them away on their Backs to dead the 

hor. 

On the part of rhe Beficged rhe loſs was 
very incontiderable, only Capt. Butler prefling 
roo eagerly after the Enemy was taken Priſo- 
ner, and a few killed by a great Shot coming 
over the River, 


Theſe ſeveral Defeats and Dilappointments 
of taking a place they before had thought fo 
calie, that the French General upon the firſt 
view, ſwore he could beat down the Walls 
with Por-guns, ſo enraged the Enemy, that 
they were reſolved to make all the efforr 
unaginable, and the next Night played Bombs, 

SEO ſome 
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ſome of them 273 pounds, which broke up 
the Streets, bear down ſeveral Houles, and 
killed divers Perſons 3 which occationed ſome 
Conſternation, and the more, when their Stores 
of Proviſion began to fail, and Famine ro 
encreaſe, ſo that they needs muit have been 
diſheartned, had they not been encouraged by 
the diſcovery of thirty Sail of Ships 1n the 
Lough, which were ſent to their Succour 
from England, under the Command of Ma- 
jor-General XKzrk, with Proyifion, Men, and 
Ammunition 3 but the River being chained 
up with a floating Boom a-crols it, and Bar- 
teries of the Enemy on the Bank, he could nor 
only for ſeyeral days get up, bur had much 
ado to have Communication by Letter ; yer 
| the hope of Relief 1o near at hand, kepr up 
the Spirits of the befieged, and encouraged 
them to a vigorous defence, though many 
died daily for want. 

Monſieur de Roſen, the French Marſhal, by 
this time arrived in the Encmies Camp, and 
underſtanding the little progreſs they had 
made in carrying on the Siege, fell a (wearing, 
By the Belly of God, he would not on!'y demoliſh 
the Town, but bury the Beſizged in their on 
Rims. Bur upon the Atrracques he made, 
found no better Succeſs than the reit : and 
the Lord Clancarty, who they ſaid was deſtt- 
ned by an old Prophecy to take the Town, 
making an Attacque, and being beat off with 
great loſs. Lieutenant-General Hamilton, who 
had falſified his Truſt to King illiam, and 
reyoſted to the Enemy, upon his being ſent 

; from 
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from Enzland to pacifie Matters in the begin- 
ning, came to make large Offers, but was 
rejected by the Beſieged with Indignation 
nor was Roſen's Promites and Threats regard- 
cd : whereupon he pitched upon a French 
Politick, imagining that would infallibly do, 
viz. he cauſed all the miſerable Protettants 
ro be gathered our .of the Countries round a- 
bour, and driven halt naked ard ſtarved there 
to periſh, if rhe Befieged refuſed ro ſuccour 
them , whole Wants, though they pierced 
their Hearts, having very flender Proviſion in 
the Town, they could not relieve, and there- 
fore kept the Gates ſhur againſt them, yer fi- 
ring among the Enemies Party that drove 
them, four or five of them fell dead with the 
Shot : and now there being ſeveral Prifoners 
in the Town, who had ſeveral Relations of 
Note and Command in the Enemies Camp, 
the Governour, and the reſt, cauſed a Gal- 
lows ro be fer up in the ſfighr of the Enemy, 
threatning to hang the Priſoners thereon, if 
thoſe miterable People were not ſuffered to 
return to their Habitations, yer leave given 
them to write ro their Friends, ro know what 
they would do on their behalf : Roſen return- 
ed them no Anſwer ; but Hamilton returned 
them a flight one : however, this Stratagem 
prevailed, and rhe People were permitted to 
return : which proved advantageous to the 
Garriſon : for amongſt them Five or Six hun- 
dred poor Starvelings were ſhuffled out, and 

ſome able Bodies taken in. 
Another Stratagem they had ro ſhoot Let- 
rers

rets into the Town in the dead Shell of a 
Bomb, zz. nor filled with Pouder, as imagi- 
ning the Governour, and other Superiour Of- 
ficers kept their Propoſals from the Soldiers ; 
bur this enraged them the more, and it was 
made Death ſo much as ro-diſcourle of a ſar- 
render, About the Thirtieth of Fune, Major 
Baker died ; yer the Defence continued as vi- 
gorous as ever, and divers Salltes were made, 
though the Garriſon through Famine, Diſeaſes 
and Loſs was lefſened near one half, and the 
Famine increaſed lo faſt, that Horſe-feſh was 
fold for Eighteen-pence the Pound, and bur 
little of that to be had : A Quarter of a Dog, 
that fed upon the dead Iriſh, at Five Shilings 
and 6 d, his Head ar Halta-Crown, a Cart at 
4 s. 6 d, Rats, Mice, Tallow, Greves, and 
all noyſome things that could be polibly 
eaten, proportionably 3 ſo thar in rhe whole 
Town there was but Nine lean Horſes left, 
and a Pint of Meal, and a little 'Tallow to 
each Man, when Providence ſo ordered, 
whilſt they were at their Devotions, News 
came, thar Ships were making their way up 
the River ; which to their grear Joy and Com- 
fort proved true : for Major-General Krk 
having Notice that the Town could hold our 
no longer, ordered the Morunt-Foy and Phu- 
nix, and Mount-Foy guarded by the Dart- 
mouth, to force their way at any. hazard, 
which they did through the Showers of rhe 
Enemies Shot, and found the Boom broke ; 
one of them however {truck upon a ſhelve, 


yet the Stock of her Guns ſer her free again, 
an

and they came fafe to the Town, ringing 
Life ro a dying People : which the Enemy 
perceiving, thought ir to no purpoſe of ſtaying 
longer before it , leaſt they ſhould receive 
worſe diſgrace, but in ſome confuſion raiſed 
their Camp, firing Culmore, and divers other 
Places in their Retreat, breaking for haſt ſome 
of tlicir great Guns 3 and had a Party of the 
Imkil:ng-Men, and ſome of the Garifon up- 
on their Rear, who cur off, or took Priſoners 
the Straglers, with ſome Booty 3 the former 
having before defeated Lieutenanr- General 
Macarty, they likewiſe threw about rwelye 
Cart load of Arms into the River for want of 
Carriages to bear them off; and loſt before 


_ the Town in a Siege of one hundred and five 


Days, for 1o long it laſted, between 38 ana 
19000 Men,and among them 100 of their beſt 
Officers. | 

And now pardon me, Reader, for inſiſting 
ſo long upon this particular, which 1 could 
nor ſlightly paſs over, fince ( if we conſider 
the Weakneſs of the Place, few of the Men 
that defended trained up in War, the Scar- 
City it endured, and the time ir held our a- 
gainſt a powerful Army, backed by almoſt a 
whole Kingdom) it may very well compare 
with the moſt famous Seige that ever was 
mentioned in Hiſtory. 

Major-General X:7k ſoon after theſe Suc- 
cours got in, came to London-Derry, and was 
received with all the Demonſtrations of Joy 
a People in ſo ruinous a Condition, could be- 
{tow ; and having viewed the Walls and For- 

rifica- 
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tifications, bleſſed hinifelf ro think, that ſack 
{ighr Works could ever have been defended 
ſo long againſt ſuch an Army. 

Things in London-Derry being ſettled as well 
as the ſhortneſs of time would permit, it was 
agreed, That Mr. Waiker ſhould go for Eng- 
land, and preſent his Majeltv with an Addretls 
in his own, and the Names of rhe principal 
Perſons that had been in the Town during the 
Siege 3 where he was very gracioully recei- 
ved, and his Majeity, as a Mark of his Fa- 
vour, for the {ignal Services. he had done him, 
ordered him 5000 Pound, and a Promile cf 
his farther Regard, Whilſt this Siege laſted, 
the Im5lling-Men and others of the Prote- 
ftant Party abroad were not idle, but a De- 


tachmenr of 6co Men were ſent under the: 


Command of Collonel Stewarr, got into the 
Ifle of Inch ; and hearing the Ir; had Forti- 
fied themſelyes in Tully, he fent a commanded 
Party of fixty Muſqueriers, and bear them our; 
when more Forces coming to him, he and 0- 
ther Commanders raiſed ſome ſmall Forrifi- 
cations in the Iſland, and rhere ſuccoured a. 
great many Proteftants who fled from the E- 
nemy with their Cartle and Subſtance, and 
others that had been ſtriped of all, and came 
naked ; beating divers Parties of the Ir:/ that 
attempred to force him from his ſtrength; and 
the Duke of Berwick being ſent this way with 
1500 Horſe, attempred ro force Ralfamultn, 
where a ſmall Party of our Men quartered ; 
bur having timely notice , getting to their 
Arms, and Barrocading the Street, the Ene- 
my, 
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my, afcer a ſharp Diſpure, drew off with rhe 
Loſs of 240 Men ; and on our part only 
Lieutenant Coningham, and a few private Soul- 
diers, and a Licurenant wounded : However, 
very deſirous to bring theſe Parts into Subje- 
Ction, nothing - was omitted thar Threats or 


Alurements could effect ; but neither of them 


prevailed againlt the ſteadfaſt Loyalty of the 
Proteſtants ; they roo ſadly remembred how 
often they had broke their Words, and how 
little they eftecmed keeping it with thoſe they 
rermcd Hereticks ; one tatal Inſtance of which 
take for many : 

It happened that the Lord Ga/moy being a- 
broad with a Party, took Caprain Dzixie Pri- 
ſoner by ſurprize in his Father's Houſe, which 
Houle he ſer on fire, and with h'm brought 
away Cornet Char/ton : but hearing one Brian 
Mac Kinzhor Mac Gurrie, a Captain of the 
Iriſh Army, had been taken by our Men, and 
was Priſoner at Cran, he ſent to the Governor 
of the Caſtle, ro offer Captain Dzx:e in Ex- 
change, vowing upon his Honour, ſo ſoon as 
Gurrie came, Dixie ſhould be ſent them : This 
was well accepted, and Gurrie was ſent, bur 
Galmoy thereupon ordered the two Young 
Gentlemen to be tryed by a Council of War, 
for receiving a Commiſſion from England ; 
and beirg ſcnrenced, had orders to prepare to 
dye the next day, but in the mean time prear 
Endeavours were uſed, and Promiſes made 
them of Life and Prefermenr, if they would 
turn Papiſts, and adhere ro King James. Bur 
they generouſly rejected rhe Offer, and pre- 

terred 
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ferred their Religion before the ſaving their 
Lives : and although Mac Gurrie interceeded 
mainly pr them, and reproached the Lord 
Galmoy with the Stain of his Honour after his 
ſolemn Promiſe in Writing ; yer he would 
hear nothing on their behalt, bur cauſed them 
ro be hanged upon one Rufſe/'s Sign - Poſt, 
whilſt he made merry there ; and nor content 
with their Lives, he ordered their Heads to 
be cur off, and rofſed to the Souldiers to play 
at Foot-ball with, which when they had mit- 
uſed for a time, he cauſed to be ſer up on the 
Marker-Croſs at Belturbet. 

This made, I fay, the reſt more caurteous 
ro truſt their Mercy ; whereupon the French 
General Roſ7e, reſolute to Subdue them, came 
within the fhor of their Cannon to encourage 
the Souldiers that were gathering in thoſe 
parts againſt them , but a Short had ſpoiled 
his Undertaking, had it not fallen a little roo 
ſhorr, yer it beat up the Stones, which wound- 
ed him in the Leg, and his Horle in the Bo- 
dy, and killed rwo Troopers, inſomuch, that | 
frighted with this Difaſter, he gave over the | 
Attempr : But greater Actions than theſe at- | 
rended the Fate of Ire/and ; the Engliſh Army 
ſo long expected was embarqued, and came 
on with a fair Wind, being diſcovered ſome 
Leagues art Sea, by the longing People who 
watched for it on the Shore, and proclained its 


Arrival by their loud Shouts and Acclamations | 


of Joy : And on the 13th of AuguF#, 1689, 
Duke Schombergh, who commanded the For- 
ces, landed at Carickfurgus ; and after a ſhort | 
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Enquiry into the State of the Kingdom, he 
ſent rwo Regiments to Belfaf ; and having 
refreſhed himſelf, and thar part of the Army 
that landed with him, he directed his March 
to find out the Enemy, being every-where re- 
ceived by the Prortefiants with the greateſt 
Expreflions of Joy imaginable : Ar the Ter- 
rour of whoſe Approach the Caſtle and Town 
of Antrim was dilerted, and our Men took 
poſſelion of ir, leaving there a Gariſon of fif- 
try Souldiers, under the command of Caprain 
Ormsby 3 and many other Places and Paſſes 
were ſecured : Bur Carichfurgus refuling upon 
Summons to Surrender, a part of the Army 
ſer down before it ; and the next day the 
Cannon and Mortars were planted againſt it 
whilit the Trenches were opened, and no 
ſooner they heard the Engliſh ſpeak to them 
in a Diale&t of War, from the Mouths of their 
Cannon, bur they bear a Parley ; bur the main 
import of their Requett being ro ſend ro King 
Fames to have his Leave ro Surrender: it was 
rejected, and the Mortars and Catmon began 
to play againſt rhe Town very furiouſly, they 
an{wering us with their Cannon in like man- 
ner, eſpecially anoying our Men with two 
Peices advantageouſly planted in the Lord 
Dungale's Houte ; yer our Bombs did great 
Exccution, beating down and ferting many 
Houſes on fire : Several of our Ships that lay 
in a Line, played likewiſe their Cannon en 


_ the other ſide, and no lels indamaged the Be- 


heged ; whereupon they again defired a Par- 
ley, bur infilting ro March out with their 
Cloaths 
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'Cloaths and- Baggage, the Duke would nat 
agree to it, only allowing them ro be Priſo- 
-ners of War ; and again the Batteries were 
renewed ; they again hung out a White Flag 
to Parley, and upon ſubmitring to a Surren- 
der, were allowed to be conducted to the next 
Iriſh Gariſon 3 w hereupon Sir Henry Ingolsby 
marched in with his Regiment, and rook Poſl- 
{eflion of the Place. | 

By this time fifty Sail of Ships came up the 
Lough, on board which were a Regiment of 
Horle, and four of Foot, who joyning the Ar- 
my,the General marched towards Belfa#, and 
were two Miles beyond -Li/neygarny on the 2d 
of September, which-made the Enemy retreat 
with much Precipitaticn ; yet they took fo 
much rime as to ſer divers Places -on fire; 
whereat the General was ſo incenſed, that he 
ſent to rell the Commanders of thoſe Parties, 
That if they deſfiſted not from uſing ſuch 
French Tricks, they muſt expect no Quarter, 
if they fell into his hands 3 which made thum 
upon quiting Dundalk leave ir entire. 

The Duke finding the Plains of Dundaik 
commeodious to Encamp on, and the Winter 
Seaſon approaching, cauſed the Tents ro be 
pitched, whilſt the Enemy's Army between 40 
and 5o00co fortified and entrenched abour Ar- 
dee. 

Slego being ftill in the hands of the Engliſh,

{ent Priſoners ro England. Providence by this 
timely Diſcovery fruſtrating the defign they 
might have to Revolt, and endcavyour the turn- 
ing the Scale of Victory, it it came to a Bat- 
tle, 

The Plains of Dundalk, by reaſon of the 
Fogs and Wetnels of the place, incommoding 
the Camp with Sickneſs and Inconventency, a- 
bour the middle of November it broke up, and 
marched away to the Newry Paſs 3 and bear- 
ing out the Enemy, pollefled themſclves of 
the Town, and upon their attempring to re- 
cover it, were beaten with conſiderable loſs. - 
Brigadier Stewart falling upon them with 250 
Horſe and Foot {ſo reſolutely, that they fell 
into confuſion, thirty being killed on the place, 
and abour eighteen raken Priloners, and a- 
mong the number five Officers : And Collo- 
nel /ozclſey took Belturbet upon the firſt Sum- 
mons. 

Nor did only the Men, but the Women 
baffle rhe Courage of the Triſh : for a ſtrong 
Party of them attempting to make themlelves 


Matters of the Lady Newcomen's Houle, that 
He- 
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Heroick fortified it, and garriſoned with her 
Tenants, beating off the Enemy, and killing 
ſeyeral in the Attacks they made, though ſhe 
had no great Guns, and bur a few {mall Shor ; 
whereupon they found themſelves obliged ro 
bring ſome Cannon and a Mortar before it ; 


'which cauſed her tro ſurrender, in conſfidera- 


tion, Thar diſmifſing the Garriſon to march 
with their Baggage ro L:i/n:igarvy, ſhe and her 
Domeſticks might continue there in quier, 
Bur this was nor virtually obſerved ; for get- 
ting into her Houſe, they .,tgak .away many 
things of value, S— 


Whilſt theſe things happened at Land, ſome- 
thing remarkable, and nor amiſs to be reci- 
red, was done on the Water, in the Bay of 
Dublin, in ſpite of all the Power and Force 
of the Iriſ/2, that then poſleſſed that Great 
City. 


Sir Cl/ouſly Shovel being on that Coaſt, after 
cruifing thwart the Bay, he ſtood into it, and 
could then perceive a Ship a Mile within the 
Barr, whereupon reſolving to fetch her our, 
if poflible, he came to an Anchor, and went 
on Board the Monmouth Yatch, and ar a little 
more than half Flood, the Wind being Nor- 
therly, he with that Yatch, rwo Men of Wars 
Hoys, a Catch, and the Pinnace, got over the 
Barr 3 whereupon the Ship being aware of his 
coming, weighed Anchor, and moved up to 
Salmon-Pool, about a Mile nearer to Dublin, 
and there run a-ground, within ſhot of a 

| D 3: French 
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French Man of War of twelve Guns, and two 
or three Engliſh Ships that lay a-ground filled 
with Soldiers, who continually kepr tiring at 
our Veiſels; however, they followed the Ar- 
tack, and after ſome diſpute, Sir C/o/ly Sho- 
vel made a fign for the Fireſtip to enter and 
bear up 3; which when rhe Enemy perceived, 
they left their Ships, and gor away 1n their 
Boats 3 whereupon our Men went on Board 
her, and having ſomewhat lightned her, 
brought her off, in turning out the Wind, ve- 
ring out of the 8&Yone of Sir Cloyſly's Hoys run 
a-ground, and id nor be gor off before the 
Warer fell away from her, ſo thar the reſt 
were forced to lie by her, and ger out her An- 
chors, ready to heave off, when the Tyde 
ſhould return 3 and the Hoy being upon bare 
ground, thouſands of People came upon the 
Strand, among vwnich was King Fames with 
his Guards, as SpzCtators of what might hap- 
pen, and rwo Proteſtants that had eſcaped 
from Dublin, got to our armed Boats, and 
with much ſupplication intreated to be raken 
in. However, a French Trooper to ſhew his 
Pravado, came riding up within half Muſquer 
Short, and reviting our Men as well as he could 
gabble Enzlifh by the Epithets of Rebels, &©c. 
he had fo much Courage as to diſcharge his 
Piſtol at thar diitance 3 bur a Shor from the 
Boar rhat lay next the Shoar killed his Horſe, 
whereupon Monſieur pulling off his Boors, left 
them to our Men, betaking:him ro his heels as 
faſt as he could run, for fear an unwelcome 
Meſſenger ſhould overtake him, and make him 
pay 
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y dear for his Vain-glory. 

The Ship thus raken was the Pelican, the 
biggelt of the two Scotch Frigars taken by the 
French the precedent Summer, carrying a- 
bout twenty Guns. Lhree or four of thoſe 
that were aboard: her, were killed by the Fi-- 
ring of our Men, and found dead upon the 
Deck, beſides thoſe that were carried off, as 
well killed as wounded : and our Veſlels ha- 
ving done what they came for, returned in 
triumph with their Prize, in the fight of a 
nume1 ous People, who thought it for the moſt 
part ſafe:t ro keep art a diſtance. 

This Ship lay here to carry off ſome of the- 
Proteſtants Goods that had been ſeized in 
Dubin ; but the Freighters by this means were 
diſappointed of their expectations. 


Colloncl Wolſey being ſtill abroad with a 
Party to obſerve the Enemies Motions, ha- 
ving with him a Party of 700 Men, out of 
the Regiments of Kirk, Earl, Grover, and 
the Innzkilling Troops , he ordered hait of 
them ro make an Incurſion towards Finar, 
under the Command of Lieurenant-Collonel 
Creichtonne, he with the reſt marched ro K/z- 
ſlia, a ſtrong Caſtle berween Belturbet and 
Cavan, where he by fecrer marching came by 
break of day, and brought his Men within 
Mufquert Shot of the Fortreſs, under the ſhelrer 
of the Hedges and Ditches, and immediately 
fixed his Miners ro the Wall, where they ſoon 
fniſhed a Mine, and were ready to ſpring it 
by 'Ten the nexr Morning 5 whereupon the 
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Collonel ſent ro Summon rhe Garriſon, upon 
which they ſent out an Officer to treat, and 
about rwo hours after the Conditions were a- 
| greed on, | 

Which were, That the Garriſon ſhould . 
march out with their Arms and Baggage ; 
and accordingly the Cattle Gate was delivered 
about Noon, and the Garriſon commanded by 
one Captain Darchy, marched out within an 
hour after, confiiting of 160 Men derached 
our of ſeveral Regiments; and according to 
Articles agreed on, were guarded to Cavan: 
ſo that this ſtrong place was reduced with rhe 
Jofs of three Men on our fide, and four or five 
wounded ; it being of great Importance to 
Their Majefties Aﬀairs ; by reaſon ir opened 
a free paſſage into Connaught, and all thar part 
of Leinſter that lies on the Shannon ; and after 
having pur in a Garriſon of One hundred 
Men, he returned to Belturbet, and was there 
reinforced by a Battalion of Danes, to enter 
upon further Action, as he found ir advanta- 
peous to the Service. Infomuch, the Iriſh Par- 
ties were ſo frequently met withal, thar they 
came not abroad ſo often as they were wont ; | 
by which means our Men had the betrer lei- | 
{ure to get in Hay and Corn to the Magazines, 
which they frequently adventured for in the 
Enemies Quarters, and for the moſt part fuc- 
ceeded fo well, that they mainly encreaſed the 
Stores 3 ſo that with thar, and whar came 
from England, the Camp, and Out-Quarters 
were plentifully ſupplied ; and even the Pa- 


piſts choſe rather to bring in their Proyifions | 
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ro our Camp than the Enemies, for Selt-Inte- 
reſt, by reaſon of the diſproportion in the Mo- 
ney, as taking valuable Coyn in ours, and 
only Copper and mixed Merrtal art a vaſt dif- 
proportion 3 in the other promiled ro be chan- 
ged hereafrer into betrer Coyn, though they 
knew not when, nor cared to rely upon ſuch 
uncertainties. 

About this time the damp Fogs ariſing in the 
Country, a great many Officers and Soldiers 
died in either Camp ; bur the deſtruction 
light moſtly on the French, in compariſon of 
their number, who coming out of a warm 
dry Country, could not fo well endure the 
incommoding Vapours,and cold Damps, which 
the frequent Rains thatffall in Ireland, eſpeci- 
ally when the Seaſon is any thing confidera= 
bly advanced towards the Winter Quarrter, 

And now that the Bleſling of God might 
be upon Their Majeſty's Arms, and Judg- 
ments averted, the General cauſed his Pro- 
clamation to be publiſhed rhronghour rhe 
Camp, and in other places, ſtrictly prohibi- 
ting Swearing, Curling, and Prophaneneſs in 
the Officers and Soldiers on pain of Diſplea= 


ſure, and ſuch Puniſhnents as might be in- 


- flicted 3; which for a time ſtopped thoſe Vol- 


leys of Oaths and Curſes, that were wont to 
be heard on every trivial occaſion. 

The General went our with a Party to 
view the Enemies Poſts, and Situation of the 
Country, and upon his return to L#burn, 
where now his Head Quarters were, he re- 
ceived the welcome News, That Collonel 
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IWoofley marching from Belturbet with Seyen 
hundred Foor, and Three hundred Horle, 
notwithſtanding his being diſcovered by the 
Centinels, who gave the Alarm, and the bad- 
nels of the Weather, he gor thirher half an 
bour after break of day, and there, contrary 
to his expectation, found the Duke of Berwick 
arrived with Twenty five thouſand Men , 
which with the Garriion made up about Four 
thouſand, and theſe were drawn vp in good 
order near the Fort ; yet the Collonel rook 
Courage, reſolving zo charge them, ordering 
his Men as the ground gave opportunity, and 
ſoon rhey joyned in a fierce Encounter, the 
Inns killing-Men ſtanding to ir manfully ; fo 
that notwithſtanding the great odds, in two 
hours time they bear the Enemy out of the 
Field, with coniiderable ſlaughter ; in which 
Action the Duke of Berwick had his Horſe 
thot under him, and Collonel © Rely, Gover- 
nour of Cavan was killed, as allo rwo Licure- 
nant-Collonels, and divers other Officers of 
Note. 

The Enemy bearen our of the Field, our 
Men too eager of Plunder, entered the Town 
before they had gained an entire Victory 
which the Triſh perceiving, rallied, and thoſe 
in the Fort fallied upon them ; 1o thar in the 
{catrered diſorder they were in, they had been 
moſtly cur off, had not the Collonel with a 
Reſerve of Two hundred and fifry Foor, and 
Eighty Rorle hafted ro their reſcue, and gi- 
ven them leave ro get to their Arms, and al- 
though he bear the Salliers into the Fort, and 
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made the others retire ; yer the Town being 
a Magazine, and full of Plunder, he could 
nor ger his Men our, till he was forced to 
fice it about their Ears, whereby great Stores 
of Provigons were conſumed ; for mot of 
the Houſes were filled with Bread, Meal, 
Oars, and the like, being a Six Months Pro- 
viſion for the Garriſon : and by this Defear, 
and rhe Ruine of rhe Town, .the Duke of 
Berwick, was diſappointed of his Deſign, which 
by his Orders, was ro Poſt there with Ten 
Thouſand Men, to be compoſed of a De- 
rachment of all the Regiments, and ſo ro 
keep the Country in awe, and make Incurſi- 
ons as he perceived it adyantagious. 

In this Action, on our fide were only Twen- 
ty Men killed, of which number were Ca- 
ptain Armſtrong, Major Trahern , Captain 
Mayo, and Captain La Margere ; but the E- 
nemy loſt above Three hundred, and Two 
Hundred taken Priſoners; many thar fled - 
threw away their Arms and Baggage for 
halte. 


Upon this ſucceſs, Sir Fo/m Lanzer being art 
the Newry with a ſtrong Party, advanced rg 
Dundaih, and from thence ro Bedlow Caſtle, 
where was a Company of Foor, conſiſting of 
berween Thirty and Forty Men 3; bur the 
Dragoons ſoon ſtormed it, kulled divers of 
them, and fer the Cattle on Fire, and upon 
their return attacked Dundalk, wherein rhe 
Enemy had a Garriſon ; bur they kepr cloſe, 
and would not venture to ſally, and our Men 
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Dor Being ſtrong enough for a formal Siege, 
Plundered the Houſes thereabours, and march- 
£d away with a confiderable Booty. 


| About this time the Prince of W/irtemberg 
landed with the Daniſh Forces under his Com- 
mand, for Their Majeſties Service, and in a 
ſhorr rime joyned the Army. 

Coll. Callimot atrempring to ſurprize the 
ftrong Fort of Charlemont, bur being too ſoon 
diſcovered, he was obliged ro Retreat 3 which 
he did with the loſs bur of one Man. 

Spring coming on, Lews the Fourteenth 
was not altogether unmindful of his Promiſe, 
bur ſent Five thouſand French, with ſome 
Cloaths and Ammunition, in lieu of which 
Succours, as many Iriſh were ſent to France, 
under the leading of Lieutenant-General Macs 
carty, who having been taken Priſoner by the 
Inn killing-Men upon the great Overthrow, 
had by this rime made his eſcape ; for which 
Collonel Hamilton, Governour of Innxklling, 
where he had been detained Priſoner, was 
queſtioned ; bur upon Iryal producing a 
Letter from his Superiour Officer, for what he 
had done, the marter patled oyer. 

Collonel M/oofley about this time had the 
Caſtle of Ki/eſandra delivered to him upon 
Summons, the Garriſon being terrified into a 
compliance, upon Notice he was about to 
ſpring a Mine under it, the Garriſon confiſt- 
ing of 160 Men, were conducted ro Cavan 5 
and many other Caſtles and adyanrag<15 pla- 
ces were frighted at the approach of vir toc- 
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ces, or compelled to ſurrender : and great 
Plenty abound in the Eng! Camp, by rea- 
ſon thoſe thar brought ir received Silver Mo- 
ney : when on the other fide King Fames had 
cauſed Braſs Money to be coyned, and an 
order to pals it at certain Rates, though it 
was not a Twentieth part of the Value ; yer 
prohibired it in Payments in his Cultom-Houſe 
and Exchecquer : and having called a pre- 
tended Iriſþ Parliament , they annulled the 
Act of Serrlement, and all other Acts fayoura- 
ble to the Proteſtants, relating to Matters Ci- 
vil or Ecclefiaftical 3 fo thar Proteſtant Bi- 
ſhops and Miniſters were our, and Popiſh Bi- 
fhops and Prieſts adyanced to their Benefices, 
and great Oppreſlions ufed on all hands : bur 
whilit this was doing, Charlemont, a itrong 
Fortreſs of the Enemies, that had been all the 
Winter blocked up, finding-no Succours of 
Provition , though ſome of Men gor in over 
the Moraſs, which haſtened the conſumprion 
of their Proviſion, beat a Parley, and after 
ſome debate abour Articles, they were agreed 
upon, they being in their Order as follow- 
eth : 


That all the Garriſon, viz. the Governour, 
Officers, Soldiers, Gunners, and all other Inha- 
bitants, the Deſerters who run from our Camp, 
ſince the First of September precedent, only ex- 
cepted ; and all other Perſons in the ſaid Garri- 
fon, ſhall have their Lives fecured, and march 
out with their Arms, Bag and Baggage, Drums 
beatiy: Cola: "s fling, Match lighted, and Bute 
et 
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let in Moutn, each Officer and So'dier Twelve 
Charges of Pouder, with Match and Ball pro- 
portionable, and their Horſes without any mole- 
Pation in their Perfons and Goods now in their 
poſſeſſion, net belonging to the Stores upon any 
pretence whatſoever, that the ſaid Garriſon may 
march the neare way to Dundalk, and not be 
compelled to march above Ei2ht or Nine Miles a 
day. | 

That all ſick, and trounded Officers, and all 0- 
ther Perſons ghat are mot able to march at preſent, 
may remain within the ſaid Garriſon, till they 
are able to march, and then to have a Paſs to go 
zo the next Iriſh Garriſon. 

That non? of the Army under hy Grace the 
Duke of Schomberg's Command, ſhall enter the 
faid Fort, except ſuch as are appointed Ly him 


to take p: ſeſſion, till the Garriſon be marched. 


clear out of the Gates. 

That there ſhall be a ſufficient Convoy appoint- 
ed for the ſaid Garriſon, to condutt it to the place 
before-mentioned. 


That they ſhall deliver fully and wholly with-- 


out any Embezclment or Diminution, ail the 
Stores belonging to the ſaid Fort 3 and that an 
Officer ſhall be immediately admitted to take sn 
Account of them. 


That the Fort ſhall be put into the poſſeſſion 


of ſuch Forces as hx Grace ſhall think fit at 
Eight of the Clock on Wednelday the Fourteenth 
of May, 1690 ; and the Garriſon ſhaii march 
ont an hour before the outward Gate ſhall be deli- 
vereq to ſuch Forces as the General ſhall a ppoint 
I Vaſe a ſuppiy of one Month's Proviſicn for 
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860 men be not brought into the Gariſon for 
Relief between the ſigning of theſe Articles, and 
the time the place s Articled.to be delivered 
up. 
That the above-mentioned Articles ſhall be 
inviolably performed on both ſides,qvithout any E- 
quivocation, Mental Reſervation, or Fraud what- 
foever, according to the true Intent and Mean- 
ing thereof. 

Laſtly, That all Ats of Hoſtility ſhall ceaſe 
between the ſaid Gariſon and Army, ſo ſoon as 
Notice can be given on both ſides: ; 


Thns, afcer a long holding our, this ſtrong 
Place was forced into a compliance, notwith- 
ttanding the Enemy had put ſuch confidence 
in it, that many of thoſe abroad propoſed ir 
as a laſt Refuge , if things came to. greater 
Extremity, its Scituation and Strength. giving. 
them Incouragement to hope it was Impreg- 
nable : And indeed it had bafiled our Men 
in ſome Attempts they made on it, and held 
out ſo long, contrary ro expectation ; howe- 
yer at laſt, we find that was agreed to be ſur- 
rendred, and accordingly it was Surrendred, 
and the Governour Teague O Regan, and. the 
Gariſon , who: had near conſumed all their- 
Proviftion, marched out in number 800 ; they 
left 19 Pieces of braſs Cannon , 2 Morrars, 
and a conſiderable quantiry of Ammunition. 
And this place by Nature and Art being ex- 
ceeding ſtrong, greatly availed ro the keeping, 
all thar part of rhe Country in awe. And 
what more excecdingly heartned the Soldiers, 
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was the news that the King of England had 
left A/hitehal on the fourth of June, and was 
coming for Ireland with a conſiderable Army, 
great dums of Money, ftores of Ammunition, 
and all things neceflary for the vigorous car- 
rying on and expediting the War : Nor were 
they deceived in the Report ; for on the four- 
reenth of Fune he landed at Carickfergus, and 
went from thence ro Belfa#, where he was 
waited on by Duke Schomberg, and many of 
the grear Officers, and with him came not 
only ſome of the 1r;/- Nobility , bur a great 
many of that Country, who had fled for Erg- 
land to avoid the Danger that threatned from 
the Papiſts; and great was the Joy of the 
Proteſtants for his Arrival, and as much on 
the other hand the Terrour and Conſternation 
of the Papilts. 

His Majeſty, ſoon after his Landing, or- 
dered 200000 /. to be brought on ſhoar, and 
fifreen Tun of Half-pence and Farthings of 
the new Tin coin, and gave notice to all the 
Agents of Regiments to bring in their Ac- 
comprs within three Days, that they mtghr 
receive the Moneys due to the Soldiers ; and 
care thereupon was taken to clear their Quar- 
ters, and diſcharge the Country. 

The King thus Landed, to the great Joy 
of all the Proteſtants, every one laboured who 
ſhould be formoſt in ſhewing rheir humble 
Gratirude for his Expoſing his Royal Perſon 
ro ſo m2ny Dangers for their Safery , where-

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the Churches in the Province of V/zer preſent- 
ed their Addreſs, as did the Presbyrterians, and 
thole of their Per{wation in the North of the 
Kingdom: 

T he like from the Mayor, Aldermen, (5c. 
of Londan-Derry; and another from the So- 
veraign Burgefles and Inhabitants of Bel- 
faſt, which created a high Satisfaction and 
more general Rejoycing. And here it was 
that Mr. }7alker , that ſo bravely defended 
London-Derry, accompanied with divers of the 
Clergy, waired upon his Majelty, and Con- 
gratulared his happy Arrival in the Kingdom. 
And Parties were ſent out to oblerve the Mo- 
tions of the Enemy. 

The King, intent upon the great Afﬀair he 
came abour, ſtayed nor for many Ceremonies 
and Complements ; bur being well refreſhed, 
went to Hilsbourgh , and from thence to 
Newry, where a great part of the Army thar 
had been nnder the General lay, of which he 
rook a view, and ordered all things ro the 
beſt Advanage for carrying on the War, nor 
was the Meaſures raken flow in Executing, 


And.now whiltt this is doing , ler us turn a- 
little rowards Dublin , and ſee how Afﬀairs- 


ſtand in the Metropolis of the Kingdom. 


It was not to be doubted, but upon the 


King's Landing with an Additional Army, the 
Papiits would have been more concerned 
than they were 3 bur I know not upon what 
falſe Topick they grounded rheir Hopes, their 
Concern was not 1ſo great, as might haye been 
CX* 


Or- this Occaſion likewiſe the Clergy of | 
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expeRted from ſo eminent a Danger ; whe- 
| ther it was to abate the Courage of the Pro- 
reſtants, and ſtartle them into a Miitake of 
ſome private Detign they had againſt rhe 
King 3 or that they had iome »ld Prophecies, 
which they too much rclied/ upon for their 
Succeſs ; or that they truſted to the number 
of their Army, remains doubtful ; bur how- 
ever they kept up their Courage beyond Ex- 
pectation. The Proteſtants in Dublin gueſſed 
it proceeded from the ſalle news that 100000 
men were ready to riſe in Erz/and, and re- 
call King Fames, or declare for a Common- 
wealth 3 and that the French Fleet being very 
powerful at Sea, would not fail to intercepr 
the King of England's Return , and i they 
fancied they had him as ir were in a Trap. 
And indeed in this immergency, the Afﬀronts 
the Proteſtants every where received, without. 
any hope of Redreſs,made them not know what 
to think of their Condition ; nor was it long 
ere the Chief of them were impriſcned ; and 
the reſt were told, T hey would be glad e're 
long to go to Maſs in a ſhort time. And they 
| were pur into frequent frights of having their 
Houſes fired about their Ears, or at the leaſt 
to be plundered of all they had. And ir 
ſeems it was debated , Thar if it came to a 
Bartel, and the Ir//Þ were worſted, rhe City 
ſhould be ſer on fire, if not the Proteſtants: 
maſſacred: But it is ſaid, King Fames oppo- 
ſed it; and on the 16th of Fuly marched out 
of Dublin, to joyn with abour 5000 Foor ſent 
from France, and one Regiment of them be- 
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ing Dutch, and moſtly Proteſtants, great care 
was taken to keep them from {tarrling, and 
the whole Ir;/Þþ Army was compofed of abour 
40000 men, beſides 15000 that remained in 
Gariſons, and 6000 of the Miliria, under the 
Command of. Colonel Lutere/ and Mac Gilli- 
cuddy, who was ordered as his Afliſtant in the 
Government of the City. And hereupon-a 
haſty Order came our , that all who walked 
the Streets without Bayonets or Swords,ſhould 
be ſeized. And thereupon a great many Pro- 
teſtants, who conld not ger ſuch. Weapons, 
were taken up, and many of them Impriſon- 
ed. And another Order , That upon pain 
of Death, not aboye five Proteſtants, beſides 
the Family, ſhould nxeetrogether : So that the 
Churches, which had rill this time been kept 
open, were ſhur up, and Dr. King Dean of 
St. Patrick's Imprifoned : Yer ſuch. was the 
Zeal of the Protefttants in theſe dangerous 
times, that they gathered conſiderable Con- 
tributions for the maintenance of the diſpoſe 
ſet Clergy, and for ſuch as were Prifoners, 
till they were forced to deſiſt ; all the Goals, 
and many of the Churches, being crowded 
with Priloners, not only Citizens; bur ſuch as 
had been brought from Galloway, K:ilmainham, 
and other places ; many of them were ſtifled 
by crowding and wanting of air, and others 
almoſt famiſhed for want of Suſtenance, It 
would be roo redious to enumerare all the 
particular Sufferings of the Proteſtants, their 
frequent Alarms, Fears and many other Dt 


ſturbances, Therefore ler it (uffice, rhat |; 
though ; 
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though ſorrow laſted for a night, Joy came 


in the morning, as by the Sequel will be Evi- 
dent. 

The rwo Armies being now in the Field, 
the Ir:ſh however declined fighting all they 
could ; and ir was given our, Thar King 
Fames deſigned to lead them abour the Banks 
of the River Boyne to weary out the Engliſh, 
as thinking they could nor paſs that Stream, 
if defended on the further fide ; and after he 
had ſo done, to croſs the Country and go for 
Limerick. However, leaſt the Engliſh ſhould 
puſh on, and give him Barrel , he reſolved 10 
provide for the worſt , and therefore ordered 
Sir Patrick Trant , the firſt Commiſſioner of 
his Revenue, to have ſhipping ready at Water- 
ford to carry him off, if things came to Ex- 
tremity 3 for ar laſt he found, unleſs he aban- 
doned Dublin, which was propoſed to be de- 
fended, he could nor avoid fighting above ten 
days ; for the King of England, impatient of 
delay , poſſeſſed himſelf of almoſt all the 
Paſſes and Poſts that were . advantageous to 
bring the Enemy to a Battel 3 and many Skir- 
miſhes happened between Parties abroad, 
wherein our men gained the advantage. 

The Encmy by this time being Encamped 
near Dundalk, and flrongly guarding a Paſs, 
calld Four-mile-Bridge , which was very diffi- 
culr ro force, it was reſolved rhat our Army 
ſhould march ro Market-h:i/l, and thereto fall 
into. the great Road that leads from Armagh 
to Dundalk 3 whereupon Major Scravenmore 
was ſent out with a Detachment of 300 _ 

an 
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and 2o Dragoons, to view the Road and 
Paſſes, and tind a convenient place to En- 
camp in, and diſcover, if poſſible, the poſture 
of the Enemy ; which was ſo well performed, 
thar a ſmall Party of theirs, ſeeing this De- 
tachmenr berimes in the Morning marching 
towards Market-hill , ſuppoſed it to be the 
Vauntguard of the whole Army, and there- 
upon gave the Alarm to rheir Camp that our 
Army was almoſt upon them, which , with- 
out ſending to know the certainty, put them 
into ſuch a fear, that they fired their Camp, 
and marched away ; which being certified 
to the King, it appeared ſo ſtrange , that ir 
could not preſently gain Credit : But being 
In a ſhort, time confirmed from all hands, the 
order of the March was changed, and a Di- 
ſpatch ſent to the Forces at Armagh and Te 
nargee, that they - ſhould immediately march 
by the great Road rowards Dnndalk: But a 
Detachment of 200 Foor and 5o Dragoons 
poing from the Newry towards Dundalk, were 
incompaſſed by an Ambuſh of 500 of the E- 
nemies Horſe ; and though our Men fought 
deſperately, yet about 2o of rhem were kl- 
led and wounded, and rhe Enemy loſt as ma- 
ny, with the Officer that commanded them , 
whoſe Horſes our Men in their Retreat brought 
away with them. 

On the 31th of Fanethe King marched ear- 
ly in the Morning from his Camp at Ardee ro- 
wards Drogheda, and found the Iriſh Army 
Encamped along the Boyne above the Town; 


bur the Foot not coming up before it was late, 
a 
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and with them the Artillery ; nothing could 
be done that Night, bur vititing the Poſture 
of rhe Enemy, and the Fords of the River, 
which appeared very difficult ro paſs : How- 
ever, the King Encamped within ſhot of rhe 
Enemies Cannon, which had like to have 
proved very fatal to theſe Kingdoms,by ſending 
Death ſo near a precious Life that is fo dear to 
them ; for as his Majeſty was taking a view 
of their Poſture, a fix pound ſhot bruſhed his 
ſhoulder, and razed the skin , making a large 
though not a deep Wound ; yer he norhing 
daunted therear, only cauſcd it to be dreſſed, 
and mounting again, kepr on Horſeback for 
ſeveral hours after ; and toward the dusk of 
the Evening, he commanded Count Schom- 
berg, with the right Wing of the Horſe, two 
Regiments of Dragoons, and Trelawney's Bri- 
gade, to take five Field-pieces, and go early 
in the Morning to try the Fords ſome Miles 
above the Enemies Camp, and if he found an 
Opportunity to paſs over and Attaque them 
in the Flank, or oblige them ro Decamp. And 
almoſt beyond Expectarion, he paſſed with 


| good Succeſs, bearing off 8 Squadrons that 


food ready tro oppole him ; and having gain- 
ed firm ground on the other {:de the River, 
drew up his Men in Barralia, ſending to ac- 
quaint the King what he had done, and ro 
receive his further Orders : Burt the King no 
ſooner received tte News, and perceived the 
Enemy were drawing up ro Charge the right 
Wing, bur he cauſed an Attacque to be made 
In three places; the firſt before a ſmall Vit- 
lage 
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lage, at a very good Ford ; at the Second the 
Foot waded the middle ; and ar the Third the 
Horſe were forced ro ſwim. The Dutch Foot- 
Guards that firſt paſſed over, ſuſtained the 
fhock of the Enemies ſhet, whilſt they were 
in the Water, not firing rill they came u 

cloſe, and then pouring in their Bullets. Thoſs 
that were in the Village,and behind the Dirch- 
es gave way ; bur five of the Enemies Bat- 
ralions came up to charge them, before the 
Third Battalion of that Regiment had paſſed 
the River, yer ours maintained their ground, 
and made them retreat in diſorder, leaving 
one of their Colours, and many dead Men up- 
on the place 3 bur our Men preſling eagerly 
on, and advancing beyond the Village, were 
twice vigorouſly attacqued by the Enemies 
Horſe, bur received no great damage ; where- 
upon the Daniſh Forces adyanced to rhe Lefr, 
and the Brigadiers Mel/ionere and Hanmore 
came on the Right, one being atracqued by 
the Dragoons, and the other by the Horſe, 


bur neither did any great matter, by reaſon 


they had no Pikes: and now the thundering of 
the Guns, claſhing of Swords, and the Cries 
and Shouts made a confuſed noiſe 3 fo thar 
the Ir:ſh trembled at the Din of War. 

Duke Schomberg having paſſed rhe River 
with a few Forces, at what time abour thirty 
Officers, and others of the Enemies Life- 
Guard , had deſperately charged the King's 
Battalion, and were all killed excepr Five, 
and thoſe attempring to eſcape through the 


Village, unhappily mer with rhe Duke; who | 
in 


| 
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in-the Firings that were made, received a ſhor 
in the Neck, doubrful whether from the Ene- 
my, or accidentally from hisown Men, where- 
upon he fell from his Horſe, and died withour 
ſpeaking in Arms of a French Captain, who 
alighred ro relieve him, and as he had been 
trained up'in War almoſt from his Youth, fo 
now, he ended his days in the Bed of Honour. 
He received in this Action likewiſe two Cuts 
over the Forehead, bur nor very conſiderable. 
And-the famous Mr. Walker, who held out the 
Siege of London-Derry, pailing the River, re- 
ceived a ſhot in his Belly, of which he died 
ſoon after, much lamented of all that knew his 
Virtue and Courage. | 

The King all this while diſcharging the 
part of a great General, and a valiant Soldier, 
was every-where at hand to give Orders, and 
luccour thoſe that ftood in need, marching 
with Seventeen Battalions of Foor, and the 
Horſe he had abour him, ro inforce thoſe 
Troops that had engaged the Enemy, though 
they had not much advanced rowardsthe Right 
Wing ; which he did with Nine Squadrons of 
Horſe, and T welye Bartalions of Foor, and fo 
marched them againſt the Enemy 3 who upon 
their approach fled, without ſtaying to be 
charged, retiring in much diſorder ; bur our 
Horle preſſed on ro overtake them in ſuch 
haſte, that the Foot could not keep pace with 
them, they rook with them likewiſe Five ſmall 
Field-pieces, and our Dragoons ſupported by 
the Horſe, charged the Rear of the flying Ene- 
my, and killed a great many of them ES 
that 
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rhat for the more ſpeed they threw away 
their Arms, and what elſe was cumberſome; 
yet finding themſelves hard prefled by fo ſmall 
a-part of our Army, ſome of the French faced 
abour, and made as if rhey would ſtand the 
Charge ; bur the King appearing on the Hills 
with his Troops, they fled faſter than before, 
many of them ſcatrering and making their e- 
ſcapes through the Bogs and narrow Paſſes, 
our Foot purſued rhem bur ro Duleek, yer our 
Horle had the chaſe of them four Miles further, 
till Night came on, and then the King fent 
them Orders to return to rhe Foor, and ſent 
for Tents and Baggage from his Camp ar Drog- 
heda, that the weary Soldiers might repoſe 
themſelves that Night. 

The greareſt part of the Enemies Baggage 
fell into the hands of our Army, as their Cha- 
riots, Tents, Arms, Cannon, Ammunition, 
Proviſion, and fome Money 3 and what was 
more remarkable, a great many Arms were 
found laid down in Rank and File, thoſe thar 
owned them being run away , without ſo 
much as ſtaying ro recover them. Abour 
Three thouſand were ſlain, and divers Prito- 
ners of Note taken, among{t whom was Lieu- 
renant-General Hamilten, who deſerted the 
King, the Truſt he repoſed in him ; yer he | 
was uſed very kindly, notwithſtanding his for- | 
mer ingratitude 3 and upon this Defear the 
ftrong Town of Drozheda ſurrendred, as did 
many other places thereabour. | 

The late King Fames who had ſtood ata | 
diſtance to view the Fight, as ſoon as he py 
ceive 
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ceived his Army in Rour, fled with all ſpeed 
towards Dublin, with a very few Artendants, 
where he immediately called a Council, and 
acquainted the Magiſtrates of the Ciry with 
the misfortune that had befallen him,declaring 
never to traſt himſelf more at the Head of an 
Iriſh Army, who would not ſtand a fingle 
Charge, and then rold thoſe abour him, rhey 
muſt ſhift for themſelves as he intended ro do 
bur ſtrictly commanded the Papilts not ro fire 
the City, ſaying, Though he left ir, he did |» 
not quit his Claim to ir. 

The French Horſe under Monſienr Lau- \ 
zun, having ſtood the hotreſt of rhe Fight a= 
gainſt ours, were extreamly broken and ſhar- 
tered, of between Five and Six thouſand, 
there not remaining above Three thouſand 
five hundred. King Fames having ſlept very 
ill upon his Loſs, was the next Morning a- 
larmed with the News, that King IJP!l;am 
was on his way to Dub/in ; which put him in- 
to ſuch a fear, that accompanied with the 
Duke of Berwick, the Marquels of Powis, and 
ſome others, ſcarce giving himſelf rime for 
Refreſhment, he lefr rhe City, and hated ro 
Waterford, where a Ship lay ready to receive 
him, and neither flepr nor ear till he gor our 
to Sea, and ſtood away for France : where, it 
ſeems, he received no extraordinary welcome 
when the. great Loſs and Expence of Trea- 
ſures was known. 

The Proteſtants that were Priſoners in Dub-= 
lin, having News of what had happencd, got 
at liberry, and poſſeding tivinlives of the 
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Milicia Arms, ſecured the City, and the Bi- 


ſhops of Limerick and Meath being there, gor 


rogether the Gentry and chief Citizens, and 
formed a Commitree to regulate and ſettle 


the Afﬀairs, which in the hurry and confuſion © 


were put much our of frame and order, and 
purſuant thereto, they garriſoned the Caſtle, 
and ſecured the Stores for the King's ule, ſend- 
ing to acquaint the King with what had hap- 
pened, and to inrreat him ro haltten thither, 
and quiet the Tumulr and Diſorder fone un- 
ruly People had raiſed. The King upon this 
Notice immediately ſent thither a Troop of 
Dragoons, and the next day rhe Duke of Or- 
01d, and Monſieur Overkirh were fent with 
Nine Troops of Horſe, and joyfully received. 
Whereupon the Papiſts, eſpecially ſuch as had 
been over active in opprefling the Proteſtants, 
got away with fuch things as they could carry 
either by Land or Water, as fearing ro be cal- 
fed ro account for their Mifdoings : fo that 
they who had a little before ryrannized over 
the Proteſtants, found rhe Scene changed, and 
the Stream turned againſt them ; fome indeed 
the Rabble had ſeized, and prevented from 
Flight 3 bur ſuch was the Clemency of the 
King npon his coming to thar City, moſt of 
them were nor only ſer ar liberty, bur that 
the Kingdom. might be quiered, he publiſhed 
his Declaration in theſe words : 


William 
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William R. 

S it hath pleaſed Almighty GOD to 

bleſs Our Arms in this Kingdom 

with a late Victory over Onr Enemies at 
the Boyne, and with the Poſſeſſion of Our 
Capital City of Dublin, and with a Gene- 
ral Diſperſion of all that did oppoſe Us, We 
are now in ſo happy a proſpett of Our Af- 
fairs, and of extinguiſhing the Rebellion of 
this Kingdom, that We bold it reaſonable 
to think of Mercy, and to have Compaſſion 
upon thoſe 2vhom We judge to have been ſe- 
duced : wherefore e do hereby declare, We 
ſhall rake into Our Royal Proteftion, all La- 
bourers, Common Soldiers, Country Farmers, 
Ploug h-men, and Cottiers whatſoever : As 
alſo Citizens, Towns-men, Trades-men, and 
Artificers, who either remain at home, or 
having fled from their Dwellings, ſhall by 
the Firs} Day of Auguſt next, repair t0 
their uſual Places of Abode , ſurrendring 
what £4rms they have, to ſuch Fuſtices of 
#he Peace as are, or ſhall be appointed by 
Us to Recerve them, and Regiſter ſuch the 
ſaid Appearance of ſuch of the [aid Perſons 
as ſhall come and render themſelves to Our 
futhority : For our Rojal Intention 3, and 
We do hereby declare, that we will not only 
Pardon all thoſe poor ſeduced People, as to 
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their Lives and Liberties, as ſhall come in 
by the time aforeſaid, from all Violences 

they have done or committed by the Com- 
mand of their Leaders during the War ; 
but We do alſo promiſe to ſecure them in 
their Goods. their Stocks of Cattel, and all 
their Chattels perſonal whatſoever, Willing 
and Requiring them to come in 5 and where 

they were Tenants, there to preſerve the Har- 
 ve#t of Graſs and Corn for the Winter Sup- 
ply : But foraſmuch as many of them had 

@ Legal Right to the Tenancy of ſeveral 
Lands, ſome holden from Proteſtants, and 
ſome held from Popiſh Proprietors , who 

have been concerned in the Rebellion again#t 
Us, Our Will and Pleaſure #, That all thoſe 

Tenants that do hold jrom Our good Prote- 

| ſtant Subjes, do pay their Rents to their 

, reſteFFive Landlords ; and that the Tenants 

of all thoſe who have been concerned in the 
preſent Rebellion againff Us, do keep their 

Rents in their hands, until they have Notice 

from the Commiſſioners of Our Revenue, un- | 

' fo whom they are to account for the ſame : | 
4nd We do here ſtrictly forbid all Violence, 

Rapine, and Moleſtation to any who ſhall 

this come in, and remain obedient to Us : 

So for thoſe of this, or any other Rank oy 

Quality, who are already in our Quarters, or 


within our Power, and Obedient to Us, We 
do | 
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do hereby charge and require, that they be 
not diſquieted in any fort, without Our par- 
ticular Command, As for the deſperate 
Leaders of the preſent Rebellion, ho have 
violated thoſe Laws by which this Kingdom 
3s united, and inſeperably annexed to the 
Imperial Crown of England 3 who haws- 
called in the French ; who have Authori- 
fed all Violences and Depredations again#t 
the Proteſtants 3 and who rejefled the Gra- 
cions Pardon We offered them in Our Pro- 
clamation of the 215t of February, 1688. 
As Tie are new by God's great FaVour 113 
a Condition to make them ſenſible of their 
Errors, ſo are We reſolved to leave them to 
the Event of War, unleſs by great and ma- 
nifesF Demonſirations We (hall be convin- - 
ced they deſcrve Our Mercy, woich We ſhall 
never ref? to thoſe that are truly peni- 
tent, 


Given at Our Royal Camp at Fn- 
g/a's, near Duvlin, the Seventh 
of fruly, 1699, in the Second 

X ear of- Our Reign 
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Upon this ofter of Pardon, a great many 
of the meaner fort of the 1:7 laid down 
their Arms, and complicd with the Contents 
of the Declaration, lomc going home to their 
Habitations, and many of rhoic that were de- 
{tirute of any, took rhe Service; and things 
began ro carry a Face of Set:lemenr, won- 
alertully altcred from what before it was: 
50 thar the People, v.no a lictle before 
Were, aS it were, in Slavery, and in danger 
of their Lives, row ſound theniclves at Liber- 
ty, and utterly freed from thoſe Fears that had 
ſo long Aficted them. Ai.d ſoon after his 
Maje!.y came to thar Ciry, and heard a Ser- 
m0! at ot. Patrick's Church, preached by Dr. 
King, {uttering only his Guards , and ſome of 
his great Officers, ro enter the City with him, 
and went that day back ro his Cimp ro din- 
ner, when he bad given the Magittrares ſuch 
necefiary Orders as he thought conducing ro 
the happineſs of the place, and was Addreſſed 
by them, and by the Biſhops and Clergy, 
uw herein-they expreſſed their abundant Joy and 
Gratitude for his Majcſty's having been the 
Inſtrumenr, ' in the Hand of Heaven for their 
great Deliverance, &c. And the Town and 
Caſtle of Mexford being delerred by rhe Go- 
vernour, who fled among(t others to France, it 
declared for the King, and a Garilon was pur 
Into 1t. 

And now the main Sirength of the Ir: 
Army being broken by the lait Detcar , rhe 
Popiſh Pricfts every where madc 1t their butt- 
nels ro ftir up the Rabble and looſer fort of 

Peo- 
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People, who plundered and made great Spoil, 
eſpecially in the Countries where the King's 
Forces were not at hand ro quell them ; how= 
ever, the Militia frequently met with them , 
and many of their Ring-leaders being taken, 
were hanged up as Thieves and Robbers. And 
that the Counties might be the berrer ferrtled 
and guarded, his Majeſty made his Progrels 
into divers of them , and appointed Sheriffs 
and other Officers, as he paited , conferring 
upon Count Menard, the Duke of Schomyverg's 
Son, in reſpect of the grear Aﬀtection he bore 
his Father, the place of grear Matter of the 
Artillery, and ſoon reduced J/exford and ma- 
ny other places. Yer the Enemy held by Ga- 
rilons many Towns of Strength, as Cork, Ga!- 
loway, Athlone, Limerich , &c. near to rhe lait 
of which Tyrconnel and Laizun had Rallicd 
the broken Army, ſo that ro diſlodge them , 
the Siege of that place was reſolved on, though 
the Seaſon began ro advance apace towards 
the uſual coming on of bad Weather in thar 
Kingdom. 

The King having pretty well ſettled the 
Afairs of thoſe Counties where his Army had 
paſſed, and thoſe thar pur themſelves under 
his Protection, rook it into his Princely conti- 
deration , Thar his Subjects had, during this 
War, been very much impoſed upon, and a- 
buſed by Moneys coined in the Enemies Quar- 
ters, and by the Order of the late King, of 
no value, in competition of its Premium d1i- 
rected by the Exhibirors, for rhe Relief of 
ſuch Abuſe to the Subject, iſſued our His Pro-

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mation for the Suppreffing ir, or Reducing ir 
to its intrinfick Value, in the following Tenor, 
VIZ.

the Values mentioned, though extraordinarily 
luperiour to the value of the Meral, as appears 
by its being reduced ro its intrinſick Value 
yer little of this fell ro the ſhare of the Prote- 
ftants, who in their Extremities,thought them- 
ſelves well to eſcape with their Lives, having 
no conſiderable opportunities to handle Mo- 
ney, and therefore came off with as little loſs 
in the Reducement of ir. | 

On the 19th of Fuly the Royal Camp lying 
at Chappel-Izard, removed thence towards M/4- 
terford that itill held out, whenas the King 
ſent a Summons to rhe Town,requiring Licu- 
renant-Colonel Heveſcey, Governour of the 
Place, immediarcly to Surrender, and that if 
he obeyed the Royal Mandate, the Gariſon 
ſhould be permitred ro march out quietly, and 
the Citizens to Enjoy their Houſes, Goods and 
the Benefir of Trade ; but upon Refuſal ro 
Expect no Quarter. 200 Horle, under the 
Command of Col.Comboon and Col. Mattherrs, 
went with the Trumperer, who delivered his 
Meſſage : Bur the Governour making divers 
extravagant Demands, which would haye 
been anſwered with a ſudden Artaque, bur 
that his Majeſty had Compaſſion of about 
300 Proteſtant Families in the Town , that 
muſt have ſuffered in the common Calamity ; 
wherefore in ſingular Clemency, he commar.d- 


ed the ſame Capitulation to be ſent them _ 
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had been granted to Drogheda the day after 
the Bartel of the Boyne, with this Addition , 
That the Garriſon might depart each Man with 
hs own Arms, but not with Drums beating and 
Colours flying ; which, afrer ſome Debate,they 
thankfully accepred 3 and on the 25thof Fuly 
marched our, to the number of abour 1600 
Men , being conducted ro Malow, a ſmall 
Town, lying in the way to Limmerick ; bur 
ſome of their Officers itayed behind, and im- 
plored his Majeſty's Protection; when onthe 
lame day the King viewed the Walls of the 
Place, bur entered not into the Town, and 
ſo rerurned back ro the Camp, ſending a Sum- 
mons to Captain Michael Bourk, Governour 
of Duncannon Fort, offering the like Capiru- 
lation thar had been granted to Waterford, in 
cale he immediately Surrendred , bur upon 
Refulal ro expect no Mercy. When inſtead 
of a poſitive Anſwer, he only defired fix days 
to conſult Tyrconnel 3 which being refuſed, he 
declared he would take that time.

on the Cannon was commanded to be broughr 
and planted againſt the Place, in order to a 
Battery. Bur on the 26th in the Evening, 
Sir C/onfly Shovel appearing with 16 Frigats, 
mounted with Guns of conſiderable Force, 
within ſhor of the Fort , it brought ſuch a - 
Terror upon the Garriſon, that the Governour 
wrought to Major-General Kzrk, that he 
would accepr of the Terms offered ; whach

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that Surrendered up Carickfergus the precedent 
Year,.the certain Ruin he wauld bring upon. 
himſelf , if be thought of holding our; and. 
thereupon adviſing him to a Surrender: he af+ 
ter ſome further Debate, only defired him to. 
expect his Anſwer till Ten art night, at which 


| time he privately marched our with Three 


Companies. of Foot, giving the Caprain an 
unexpected poſſeflion of the Town, where he. 
found 14 Guns mounted, and 2, without Car- 
riages, 350 Barrels of Oats, 215 ſtone of 
Wooll, and ſeveral other. forts of Proviſions , 
bur neither Powder nor Ball. 

The King being thus. far on his March, a 
Deſerrer came our of Limmerick to our Camp, 
and gave Information, That the French had 
marched out of the. Town. with 8 Field- 
pieces, and rook their way towards Galloway, 
there, if urgency required it, to be ready for 
Imbarcation- ro France 3 and not only thoſe. 
in the Town were unſettled and diſcontenrted, 
and that others, diſpleaſed ar Tyrconnel's pro- 
ceeding, were retired to the Mountains of Ker-- 
ry ; and ſuch Fear the approach. of our Army: 
brought upon the Enemy, made them break . 
down the Bridges to retard their March. How- 
cyer, that hindered bur litle, for where they, 
found them in that Condition, rhey forded the 
Rivers:;, and that the People might be till 
aſſured, of his Majeſties Clemency rowards 
them, another Declaration was publithed ;and 
alſo that a Blefling might attend his Arms, a 
Faſt was proclaimed to be obſerved through 
all the Provinces of. the Kingdom under their 

Majeſties: 
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Majeſties Obedience, on the 15th of Auguſt, 
and to be obſerved conſtantly , during the 
War, on Friday in every Week ; which was 
Religioully kept, as well out of a due ſenſe 
of God's Mercies and Favours already ex- 
rended towards rhe late languiſhing Kingdom, 
in a wonderful Deliverance, as what they fur- 
ther expected. 

The Approach of our Forces was no ſooner 
known to Tyrconnel and Lauzun, but they re- 
rired further into the Country, leaving Mon- 
fieur Bozſleau Governour in the Town, with 
a very good Garriſon, and ſtore of Proviſion, 
the French retiring under the Walls of Gallo- 
way ; bur the Inhabitants nor liking ſuch un- 
friendly Gueſt, who ſought their Maſtcr's In- 
-rereſt more than the welfare of Tre/and, ſhut 
their Gates, and denied them Entrance, How- 
ever, at laſt being received into the Town ar 
the Initance of Tyrconnel and others,they ſhew- 
ed their Reſentments by dealing very ſevere- 


ly with the Inhabitants ; and we had an ac-' 


count that they hanged up rwo of thoſe thar 
were mot active in oppoſing their Admit- 
rance. 

The Army approaching Limmerich, found 
the Enemy {trongly poſted abour a Mile from 
the Town, and that they had lined rhe Hedg- 
es, from whence they fired upon our Men, but 
were ſoon diflodged , and obliged ro ay ro 
their Main-guard ; and the Enolifh paſled the 
River Shannen without any conſiderable Re- 
fiftance , the Enemy that guarded rhe further 
fhoar flying at their approach , and for __ 
Iett 
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| left behind them ſeveral Tents, and other Ma- 


rerials, and Encamping within the reach- of 


| their great Guns, they raiſed Works to ſecure 


them trom the ſhot , though ſome were killed 
by random. Bullets. The Army was no ſoon- 
er Encamped, and Entrenchers made ſome 
Advance ; but the King ſent ro Summon the 
Governour to Surrender , withal, offering him 
very good Conditions, bur he utterly refuſed 
it; returning anſwer, That he was reſolved to 
defend the place to the laſt Extremity. Upon 
which the I renches were opened,and the grear 
Guns being on their way ro the Camp , Colo- 
nel Sarsficid, with a itrong Party, raking a 
great Compals, ſer upon thoſe that had them 
in Charge, and over-powering the Convoy , 
killed divers of the Waggoners, not ſparing 
their Wives, with their Children in their Arms, 
burning ſome of the Waggons and Carriages 
of the Cannon, Nailing up part of the grear 
Guns, and breaking others : But upon the 
approach of Caprain Coningham with a Par- 
ty of the Inn#hz/ling-men, they made a haſty 
Retreat ; yet the Captain fell in with their 
Rear, killed fome, rook others Priſoners, and 
recovered a confiderable Booty. So that thele, 
and other great Guns, being brought to the 
Camp, Clonmel, a (mail Fort neays Limmerick 
Surrendered upon Dilcretion , and the Garri- 
ſon made Priſoners of War. And now the 
Batteries being raiſed , the Cannons ſpoke 
Engliſh Language in Thunder againſt the 
Town, and the Trenches were Advanced 
within 500 Paces of the Wall, and rwo Re- 
doubts 
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doubts. taken, the. which, and other Succeſles 
of the like nature, made them Adyance tor 
wards another Redoubr. Whenas Colonel 
Douglas mounting the Guard , and the Sign 
appointed given by firing 8 Guns for Attack- 
ing it, thoſe that were Detached for the Ser- 
vice being 150, beſides Officers, fell on with 
extraordinary Brayery, and Entering the Fort, 
drove our-the Enemy, killing about 40, poſ< 
ſefſed themſelves of ir, though the Enemy from 
the Town made a vigorous Sally with Horſe 
and Foor ; and the new Batteries being level 
led againſt the high Towers, ſoon laid them 
in Rubbiſh; alſo the Bombs and Carkaſles 
thrown in ſet.a great many Houſes on fire : 
So that under the favour of theſe Conſternari- 


ons. the Enemy were pur unto, our Men 
made their Adyances within Thirty: Paces of 
the Ditch, and the Cannon flill playing, nor 


only widened the Breach, but. bear down parr 
of the Counterſcarp and: Paliſado's ; ſo thar 
an Atraque was made on the Counterſcarp,be- 
gun by a detached Party of Granadiers, ſ&- 
conded by other Detachments, who ſoon gain- 


ed it; as alſo a Fort the Enemy had under. 
the Wall ; bur.inſtead - of- lodging themſelves 


as they were commanded, thinking Forrune 
was alrogether now on their ſide, they puſhed 
on to enter the Breach in purſuic of the Ir; 
that ran thither , bur the Cannon being turn- 
ed upon them, charged with Carrtridge-ſtor , 
the greater. part of thoſe that were Adyanced 
were cut off, and ſome blown up by the 


ſpringing of a Mine in the Duch ; ſo that by ; 
com: .- 
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computation 100 Men were killed and wound- 
ed , yet they came not off withour leaving the 
Marks of their Valour upon the Enemy. Bur 
by this time, the Army having the Elements 
to conrend with, as well as the Enemy, by 
reaſon of the ſtormy Winds and inceſſant 


| Rains, which nor only made the River over- 


flow, bur filled the Trenches knee-deep with 
Water, and would in a ſhort time, in all 
probability, have cut off the Communication, 
and hindered the Forrage from coming in, 
his Majeſty, upon mature deliberation, thought 
ft ro raiſe the Siege, and refer it tro a more 
ſeaſonable opportunity. So that on the 3oth 
of Auguſt the heavy Cannon and Baggage 
were {ent away, and the next day the Army 
decamped and marched off in good Order, 
firong Detachments being ſent rowards Cork 
and Kinſale: And the King having appointed 
the Lord Viſcount Sidney and Sir Thomas Cor 
ninzsby Governours of the Kingdom, and fer- 
ted rhe other Afﬀairs, as advantageouſly as 
might be, failed for England, and landed at 
Briſtol, where, as in other places, he was re- 
ceived with a general Toy. 

Upon the King's departure, the Ir;/h Gar- 
riſons thought themſelves ſafe for the Winter 
at leaſt, bur tound in a ſhort time they were 
deceived, for other meaſures were raken. The 
Ergliſh iieet had orders to ſtand away ito the 
Coaſt of TIre'and, and ſoon arrived in Cork 
Harbour ; and upon notice of their Arrival , 
the Land-Forces drew down to joyn them up- 
on their Landing. 

Upon 
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Upon which the Duke of Berwick, who 
ſtiled himſelf Lord General of Trelaxd, 
drew off , Lauzim and Tyrconne! being al- 
ready gone to France. Lieutenam-General 
Douglas tollowed after the Duke with a 
ſtrong Party, ro fall upon his Rear, bur he 
Encamped lo advantagioutly behind the Bogs, 
that it was not thought feſible ro atrempr the 
forcing his Camp. 


A Battery of 8 Guns was railcd to hinder 


the Landing of our Men , bur two or three 
armed Boats forcing aſhoar thole thar were ro 
manage and guard the Guns fled, and our men 
diſmounted them, throwing the Carriages in- 
t9 the Sea ; fo that on the 24th of September, 
5 or 6000 Seamen, Gunners, and Carpenters 
were detached to be employed in raiſing the 
Batreries and mounting the Cannon againſt 
the Town of Cork, and divers Boats of arm- 
ed Men were ſent ro afſiſt the taking it by 


water 3 ſo that upon the approach of the 


Army, the Enemy fer fire to the Suburbs, and 
the Earl of Marlborough , who commanded 
the King's Forces in chief, having taken a 
view of its Scituation, and finding rhe Enemy 
had quitted a Poſt called Cats-Fort, ſent a De- 
rachment to rake poſſeflion of it , and then. 


advanced his Camp within Muſquer ſhot of 


the South-fide of che Town, which occaſioned 
the Enemy to ſer fire ro the Suburbs, for fear 
our Soldiers ſhould Lodge themſelves in it ; 
yer oar Men advanced to the Ruins, and play- 
ed upon the Old Fort from rwo Bartreries they 
had raiſed, and the next day made a Breach 

| in 
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in the Wall ſo wide, that the Beſieged fearing, 
our Men would Enter by Storm, and dreading . 
the Conſequences of Delay , they bear a Par- 
ly, and ſent out an Officer ro Capirulate, and 
Hoſtages were Exchanged ; but the Befheged 
ſtanding high upon Terms, four Regiments 
under the Command of Brigadier Church! , 
were ordered to get into the Iſland near the 
Wall, where the Breach was made , which 


| they performed by fording it to the middle, 


the Granadiers, commanded by rhe Lord Cal- 
chefter, leading the Van, being expoled to all 
the Fire of the Enemy : Amongtt thoſe thar 
atrempred this, were a great many noble Vo- 
luntiers, as the Duke of Grafton, the Lord O 
Brian, Colonel Granvil, Captain Leignton , 
Captain Cornwgl; Captain Nevel , Captain 
Fairborn, and/others; bur it proved fatal ro 
the Duke, for, by a ſhor he received , he ſoon 
afrer died , and his Body being carried for 
Enzland, was there honourably Interred. 

The Befieged finding that our Men would 
now Enter, as not being above 20 paces from 
the Breach, beat another Parly, bur could 
have no other Conditions than ro be Priſoners 
of War ; to which, with ſome difficulty, they 
agreed , and the Capirulation was figned , 
which in the Articles was to this purpoſe 3

That upon the Gariſons being received as Pri- 


' ſerers of War, no prejudice ſhould be done to 
| the Officer s, Soldiers, or Inhabitants, but that the 
General ſhould make it hy Endeavour to obtain 


his 
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his Majeſties Mercy and Favour towards them, 

That the Old Fort ſhould be delivered up with- 
in an hour, and the two Gates the like, by 8 in 
the Morning the next day. 

That all the Arms of the Gariſon and Inhabi- 
rants ſhould be put into ſecure places, and the 
Proteſtant Priſoners immediately releaſed. 

That a due account ſhould be given of the 
Magazines, as well of Proviſion as Ammuni- 
ti0n. 


And the ſame Night 200 men took poſle{- 
fon of the Oid Fort, and the nzxr Morning 
of the Town ; the Gariſon, berwecen 4 and 
5000 being made Priſoners of War ; and of 
note amongſt them were the Earls of Clancar- 
ly and Tyrone, Colonel M.coillicot the Gover 
nour, and divers others. 

This place thus taken and pur into truity 
hands, the Army immediately marched ro- 
wards K7nfale, and rook their Poits about rhe 
New Fort, whilſt Major General Tereau was 
Commanded with 800 men to make an Ar- 
raque upon the Old Fort 3 whereupon paſiing 
the River in Boats, he on the 3d of O&vber, 
gave an Afaulr, and Entered it by Storm, 
making at the ſame time, to divert the Ene- 
my, a falſe Artaque ; and our Men at one and 
the ſame time giving the Bafſtions,ſome Barrels 
of Powder took fire, and deſtroyed about 50 
of the Enemy, and in the hear of Fury many 
were killed. Thoſe rhat Eſcaped , ſome fled 
unto the Old Caſtle in the midſt of the Fort, 
and ſome endeayouring the New Forr, ——_ 

eip 
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help of a Boar, the Tide being againſt them, 
they were moſtly killed by rhe ſhor of our 
Men from the ſhoar, the Governour and ſeye- 
ral Officers were killed in defending the Ram- 
parts, and found dead in the places where 
they fell, and the Soldiers got conſiderable 
Plunder. | 

The Old Fort thus Entirely won, the Gene- 
ral fent a Summons to the New Fort to de- 
mand its immediate Surrender ; but the Go- 
yernour ſent back word, That it would be time 
enough to talk, of that a Month after. Burt the 
General, not to be dallied, cauſed the heavy 
Cannon to be mounted, and rtwo Atracques 
were ordered to be made by the Engliſh on 
the right , and the Danes on the lefr ; and the 
more to amuſe the Enemy , a falſe Arraque 
was made, and on the 15th of Ofober the 
Cannon played all the Morning, and theGal- 
leries were preparing to lay over the Ditch 
when about One of the Clock rhe Enemy 
beat a Parly, propoſing. thar Hoftages mighr 
be Exchanged in order to a,Treary ; which 
done, Articles were agreed on, and figned a- 
bour Midnight; and purſuant thereto the 
middle Baſtion was tro be delivered up the 


| next Morning , and about 1200 men, of 


which the Garifon confifted, were ro march 
out the day after. And the principal of the 
Priſoners raken here, and ar Cork, were ſhip- 
ped for England ; bur ſome of them mer with 
a ſad Dilaiter on the Coaſt; for being put on 
Board the Breda, by what means is uncertain, 


her Powder taking fire, ſhe blew.up,and moſt 
of 
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of thole who were on Board were deſtroyed ; 
the reſt of the Fleet returned in Safe- 


ty. | | 

The Iriſh thar yer kept the Field, were nor 
above 1oooo, yet they promiſed themſelyes 
great Recruits againſt the Spring. 

In the mean while the Proteſtants concei- 
ved great Joy art this Succeſs, and in a grate- 
ful acknowledgment ro His Majeſty, who 
had been ſo ſignally inftrumental in the Hand 
of Heaven for their Deliverance, his Birth- 
Pay being the Fourth of November, Old Stile, 
was obſerved in the reduced Places in an ex- 
traordinary manner, bur eſpecially at Dublin, 
where the Militia conſiſting of 2500 Foot, and 
two Troops of Horfe, and as many of Dra- 
200ns, were drawn out, and gave ſeyeral Vol- 
ties 5 and in the Evening there was very fine 
Fireworks before the Lords Juſtices Houſe on 
Colledge-Green, and by their order Claret was 
diſtribured ro the People, who drank Their 
Majeſties Healths with all the Expreſſions of 
Duty and Loyalty 3 and moſt of the Nobilt- 
ty and Gentry in and abour the City, were

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invited by the Lords Julticcs ro a ſplendid | 
Enterrainment and Banquer, rhe Day conclu- | 


ding with Ringing of Bells, and the Night 
with Bonefires and Illuminations, as allo o- 
ther Publick Demonſtrations of Joy and Ir: 
umph. 

The Fifth of November, being the Anniver- 
fary of the Popiſh Pouder-Plor, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices attended by the Nobility, Judges, and 
other Perſons of Quality in the 'Town, _ 

the 
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the King and Herauld ar Arms, and the En- 
figns of Honour carried before them, went 
to Sr. Patrick's Church, and afrer their Rerurn, 
the Lords Juſtices gave the Nobility and Gen- 
try another {plendid Entertainment, Their Ma- 
jeties Titles being ar the ſecond Courle pro- 
claimed in Latin, French, and Engliſh, by the 
King at Arms, the grear Guns in the Caltle 
continually rhundring the general Joy in their 
roaring Language. And that the Common 
People might not be wanting in ſharing of their 
Bounty, a whole Oxe, and a Hogſhead of 
frong Beer was dealt out amongſt them, and 
at Night the general Joy was concluded with 
Bonefires, and other Demonſtrations of Pub- 
lick Satisfaction. 

The Soldiers being now moſtly in their 
Winter-Quarters, that they might have good 
uſage, and the Inhabitants of thoſe Towns 
where they were quartered at the ſame time 
receive no damage, the Lords Juſtices thoughr 


| it neceffary to give their Orders concerning 


| thoſe Marters, and accordingly ifſued our their 
| Proclamation for regulating the Quarters of 
{ the Army, and aſcertaining the Rates ro be 
| allowed for the Soldiers Diet, the Prizes of 
Proviſions, and the manner how the Inhabi- 
tants that truſted them ſhould be paid for what 
they delivered our ro them. 

The Rapparies having already been fairly 
warned to defiſt from their Ravages, and 
Burnings in the Countries under Obedience 3 
they notwithſtanding enterprizing the like, 
Captain Archer upon Notice that a Party of 

| them 
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them were abroad, marched againſt them with 
about twenty of the Militia 5 bur upon his 
approach finding them much ſtronger than he 
had been informed after a hor diſpute he found 
himſelf obliged tro retire with the loſs of four 
of his Men ; however, not giving it over, he 
immediately raiſed more of the Militia, and 
the next morning by break of day fell upon 
them a ſecond rime with better ſucceſs for ha- 
ving put them to rout, he killed abour twelve 
of them, and rook rwenty Priſoners, enriching 
his Men with ſuch Booty as thoſe People had 
ſcraped rogether, in thoſe Countries where 
they had been for a conſiderable time doing 
much miſchief. 

And now the Lords Juſtices and Council 
having reaſon ro ſuſpect, rhar ſeveral dange- 
rous Perſons coming to the City of Dublin, as 
Spies from the Enemies Quarters, and upon 
other wicked Deſigns, were ſheltered in thar 
Ciry by Papiſts, Natives, who kept Taverns, 
and other Publick Houſes, and there frequent- 
ly met to continue as much as in them lay, the 
Subverſion of Their Majeſties Government, 
and the Ruin of their good Subjects of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, thought fit ro put out 


their Proclamation, to prohibit and forbid all | 


Papiſts, Natives of the Kingdom, to ſell any 
Wine, Beer, Ale, or other Liquors by Retail, 
after rhe 25th of December, 1690, upon pain 
of being proceeded againſt as Retailers of 
Wine and other Liquors without Licenſe.

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By this time one Mac Finnan having got 
rogether abour Four hundred Men, being a 
mixture of the Iriſh Army and Rapparees, 
marched rowards Caſte-rown, to ſurprize thir= 
ty Dragoons, commanded by a Lieurenant de- 
rached rhither from their Quarters at Inskeen, 
and alrhough rhey had all the advantage they 
could with, yer the Lieutenant and his Men 
behaved themſelves fo bravely, that they kil- 
led ren of their Enemics, bur having fpent 
their Ammunition, and five of their own Par- 
ty being killed, they found themſelves con- 
ſtrained ro ſurrender, and had Quarter given 
rhem, yet the Lieutenant, his Serjeant, and fe- 
veral of his Men were pur to the Sword in 
cool blood : however the Alarm reaching In:- 
sheen, Major Culleford, who commanded their 
Advanced with another derached Parry, and 
falling upon them 'in the hcight of their ſuc- 
ceſs, pur rhem ro the rour, killing abour 12 
on the place, took 5 Prifoners, withour the 
loſs of a Man on our fide. 

Nor were th? Commanders His Majeſty 
had intrafted Iefs warchful on all parts ; for 
Major-General Tertau marching from Cork rg 
Killcreagh, and on his way being joyned by 
others, ſo rhat he made up a Body of 2206 
Men, he entred the County of Kerry, where 
the Enemies Troops retired before him, and 
coming to aForrification at Scrovo/ard, he ar- 
tacked it, and in two hours rook it with little 
difficulty ; when advancing along the edge of 
the Mountams, and ſuſtaining the Rapparees 
fire, without receiving any conſiderable das 
, mage, 
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mage, they diſcovered towards Brenſter Field, 
ſome of the Enemies Scouts, whereupon 70 
of our Dragoons and Horle having the Van- 
guard, came up with a Vaity of i6o of the 
Enemies Horle, who not ctuuring the Fire of 
our Men, upon the firit Charge retreated, and 
falling by degrees into confution, at laſt came 
co plain running, though there were feveral 
Triſþ Nobility, and ſome conſiderable Officers 
among{t them ; yer ſuch as our Men had nor 
yet attacked, pur, by this time, the Country 
round about in a flame, and our Forces nor 
being far from. Killaryy, hailed thither with 
all the ſpeed they could ro fave thar place ; 
and notwithſtanding the Enemy upon their 
approach left ir, yet about twenty Cabbins 
were burnt by. rwo Troopers that iiayed be- 
hind for that purpoſe, who as a Reward of 
their Undertaking, were killed by our Men, 
and Brewſter's Forge ſaved. and pur divers of 
the Enemies Partics, then abroad, to the rour, 
Clearing the Country in a manner on thar fide, 
whnlit the Ir;ſþ only bore up the little Courage 
they had lefr, relying much upon the further 
Aid they expected from Frazce. 

However, thongh the Seaſon was far ad- 
vanced, our Men gave it nor-over as yet, but 
for the better ſecuring Winter Quarters, and 
preventing the Country from Plunder, they 
took in ſeveral Caltles, as rhe Caftles of Ba- 
ham and Rea, into. which Baidorich, Mic Don- 
nel had pur a Garriſon of 100 Men, confining 
by this means the Tr:/Þ that were in Arms to 


the Province of U//ter ; whereupon the pos 
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of our Army went into Winter Quarters, lea- 
ving ſome fiying Parties abroad to keep under 
the Rapparecs, who thought it now their time 
to rob and fteal; and indeed rhey not on!y 
burnt the Lord Orrerys Houle at Chariculle, 
bur commirted many other OQurrages, though 
divers of them came ſhort home ; for this 
kind of Black-Guard nor bcing looked upon 
ro be Soldiers, plundering ſometimes as well 
the Papiits as the Proteltants, were frequenr- 
ly cut off in their Atremprs ; and now when 
Force began to fail, the Enemy had recourle 
to Straragems 3 bur in this rhey failed, by a 
timely dilcovcry, by Letters that were dropt 
by ſome Perſons as they weie flying to the 
Woods or Mountains 3 one of them writren 
by one Mr. Hogen, who had been a Collonel 
in the I-;/Þþ Army, acquainting him, Thar the 
Protgllans were ſecure and ſupine in their 
Quarters ; and that her Friends had larely 
done ſeveral ſtrange Feats in the places thar 
were under the Engliſh Obcdience, and eſpe- 
cially in the County of #47:ck'ow, and rhat rhe 
French in the Kingdom were very induſtrious 
to take all advantages, thar Tyrconnel would 
ſuon return with Forces from France ; that 
the Soldiers 1n Dublin were poor and Mica 
ble, and wor!: - Ute } any ring for Bread ; 5 io 
that if $:r5/7e/4 had a mind ro come over the 
Shannon 'a ith his Forces, not only tne Army, 
bur the M:litia would be drawn our of thc 
City. and then every Papiſt firing his own 
Houſe or Lodging, whil't rhe Conſternation 
laſted, they might deitroy the Protelants an! 
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ſecure the City, and that which had hitherto 
hindered them from putting the Project in Exe- 
cution, was the Records of the Kingdom be- 
ing there, which muft needs periſh in the 
flames 3 bur however, they had ar laſt remo- 
ved that Scruple, and were reſolved ro go on 
with ir,C9c. 

This Woman was taken and brought be- 
fore the Privy Council, where ſhe was fo far 
from denying it, that ſhe with confidence at- 
firmed ſhe writ it 5 and though ſhe could nor 
be blamed for doing what ſhe had done, upon 
which ſhe was committed ro Priſon. The 
Lords Juſtices upon this Diſcovery pur out a 
ſevere Proclamation againſt rhe Papiſts, to diſ- 
able them from putting ſuch wicked Deſigns in 
practice,by baniſhing ſome for ſeveral milesand 
taking ſtrict Recognizance of the reſt ; which, 
according to its rrue Tenor, for the farisfacti- 
on of the Curious in ſo weighty a matter con- 
cerning the Safety of the whole Kingdom, 
will not be amiſs to be mlerted,

| oo having been obſerved that druers Pa- 
piſts, and others, diſaffected to the Go- 
vernment , [ome of whom are lately come 
out of the Enemies Quarters, do daily re- 
fort unto the City of Dublin, and into the 
Liberties of $t.Sepulcher, Thomas Court, 
and Donore, and do preſume not only in 
the Day, but in the Night time, to meet 
m Numbers, to the Intent, as we hawe + 
great Reaſon to apprehend them, to cenſrlr 
how to raiſe Diſturbances, to the prejudice 
of their Majeſties Government , aud to 
continue the Rebellion of thu Kingdom , 
as alſo to deſtroy the City of Dublin by fire, 
which ſome of them, as we ave credibly ins 
formed, have threatned and defygned : Fer 
Remedy therefore of the Miſchief that may 
happen upon ſuch Reſorts and Meeting, we 
do hereby [irictly Charge and Rcauire all 
Perſons whatſoever of the Popiſh Religion, 
who have not been noted Hoy/c-heepers with- 
in the City or Liberties aforeſaid, for the 
ſpace of three Months laſt paſt, that with- 
in 48 Hours after the Publication of this 
our Proclamation , they depcrt out of the 
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faid City and Liberties, and repair to their

find in order to the more effeflnal Executi- 
on of this our Proclamation , we hereby re- 
quire the Lerd Mayor of the City of Lub- 
iin, and Sexeſchals of the [aid Liberties, 
ro cauſe diligent ſearch to be made inmed;- 
ately after the time hereby limited for the 
departure of ſuch Perſons, as aforeſaid, in: 
to all Houſes and Places throughout the 
City and Liberties , and a true Account to 
be taken of the Names and Qualities 
of ſuch as ſhall be found therem not quali-

of the ſaid Liberties, to the end it may be 
known in what Fouſe, he,- ſhe or they take 
wp hzs, her, or their Lodging, or'if aboue 
the number of frue Papiſts , or diſaffefted 
Perſons, as oforeſaid , whetover Houſe-keep- 
ers or any others, ſhall meet within any 
Houſe within the faid City or Liberties, on 
gry pretence whatſoever ,. either by Day or 
Night, or ſball be out of his, ber, or their 
Lodzings after Nine of the Clock at Night; 
in either of theſe Caſes , if any Perſon ſhall 
be ſo hardy, as not to give dae obedience to 
our Direthwn aforeſaid, they ſhall be proſe- 
cuted as Contenmers of their Majeſties Roy- 
al Authority : And becauſe Rewards , as 
well as Puniſhments are meceſſary, condu- 
cing to the Diſcovery of ſuch as ſhall of- 
fend in the Particulars aforeſaid , we do 
bereby publiſh and declare, That as we will 
ſeverely puniſh ſuch Offenders as aforeſaid , 
the Receivers and Harbourers of them, con- 
trary to this our Proclamation , ſo we will 
give a Reward of Twenty ſhillings to each 
Perſon who ſhall give Information againſt 
any ſuch Offenders, in any of the ſaid 
Particulirs, to be immediately paid out of 
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#heir Adajeſties Treaſury upon proof of ſach 
Offence or Offences, made before the Lord 
H4ayor of the ſaid City, &C. 


This, and the diligent fearch made after 
fuſpected Perſons, ſtartled the Caballars and 
Conſpirators in ſuch a manner, that they ei- 
ther diſperſed or concealed themlelves. So 
the pernicious Deſign of laying the Merrapo- 
lis of Ireland in Aſhes, and mixing thoſe Athes 
with the Blood of its Inhabirants, was fry- 
ftrared. And indeed this appeared not to be 
grounded ypon light Suſpition, bur upon ſub- 
itanrial Reaſon ; for the Enemies Troops a- 
broad- were abour that time moving nearer 
towards Dublin, then any other Occaſion bur 
{uch Intelligence or Correſpondence could rea» 
fonably require , but upon this diſcovery reti- 
red, KA yp City Guards were augmented , 
and all manner of Caution and Circumſpeti- 
on uſed that might prevent, in any probabili- 
ty, the threatned Oe. 

Driring thefe Tranſactions, thofe Froops 
we had abroad were not idle, bur often 
marching many Miles imo the Enemies Quarx- 


ters, not only bear them from their Poſts, and ' 


killing a great many of them ; bur gaye the 
Villagers opportunity to reit in quiet under 
their Majefties Protection , and freeing them 
from thoſe Ravagements wherewith before 
they were diſtreſſed ; fo thar many, who be- 
fore ſtood our for fear of being plundered or 
deſtroyed, came in, and joyfully laid hold of 
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the gracious Pardon offered them ; ſo thar the 
face of things ſeemed to put on a Calm, con- 
ſidering the Tempeſt that a litrle- before had 
in a manner disjointed and- pur them our of 
Frame. 

The Enemies Regular Troops milling of 
the Advantages they expected, now gave way. 
to the Ourrages of the Rapperees more than 
ever, having before a little refrained their 

Infolencies, that the Advantage of Plunder 
might accrue to themlelyes-; ſo that they com- 
mitted many barbarous Murthers in Villages - 
and Loan-houſes, where their Force prevailed, 
being mainly incited thereto by the revenge- 
ful Prieſts, who ſhared with then in their 
Boory, which made our Troops, though rhe 
Seaſon was very incommodious for march= 
ing, by reaſon of the Rains and quaggineſs of 
the Ground, and increach upon them , and - 
frequently -ſurprize them in their Randezyous, 
beating them our of their Cabins, and- firing 
them oyer their Ears. 

And now his Majeſty providing: for the Ci- 
vil Af/airs, the Privy Council were, the Lord 
Primate of Ireland, the Lbrd Chance'lour , 
High Treaſurer, and Archbiſhop' of Dublin - 
for the rime being,” the Duke of O-1104d, Earls - 
of: Mrzacth, Drogheda, Lonz: ford , Ranclagh, 
Granard, and Viſcount Liburx , the Biſhop of ' 
Meath, the Vice-Treaſurer , the Chancellor of- 
the Exchequer, the Chief Juilives of rhe Kings 
Bench, Common Pleas: Chief Baron of the Ex- 
coequzr, Matter of the Rol's, Principal Secre- 
tary. of State, and Maſter of rhe Ordnance 
F* 5 for 
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for the time being , . Robert Fitz-Gerrard , Sir 
Henry, and William Hill, Elquires.

Biſhop of Limerick, tro be Biſhop of E'!thin , 
Dr. V:gors Dean of Armazh, to be Biſhop of 
Ferus, Dr. H/ilſon Dean of Rapino, ro be Br 
ſhop of Limerick , Dr. Fitz-Gerrald Dean of 
Cloim, to be Biſhop of Cloufort | Dr. Loyd 
Dean ef Achonry, ro be Biſhop of Kz//ala. 


So thar now the Face of things began to 
took pleaſant 5 however, though ir was in the 
dead of Winter , our Troops abroad found 
ſome Action ; for one of our advanced Par- 
ries, ſerting upon the Enemy near Ca/tle-Tomn, 
they killed 22 of them, and rook 5 Prifcncrs, 
and Colonel Foulks gave a conſiderable Detear 
$0 about 15co Rapparccs and trained Soldi- 
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ers, killing many of them, and raking ſome 
Pritoners near the Bogg of Allen. - | 

Whilit-theſe Succetles were cagried on with 
a high hand ,. Colonel Breyer poſſeſſed himſelf 
of the Forts and Town of Lansborough, and 
defeared about 3000 of the En:my. Soon 
after Major-General Tettean, heightned wittr 
| his frequent Succeſs, and rhe beating ſome 
{mall Parties of the Enemy, he marched his 
Forces towards the {irong Town of. Rofwhictt 
had in it a Garriſon of 600 Men, under the 
Command of Colonel Maccarty, the Lord's 
Courſey and Slane, and others of Nore were 
allo in the place, upon the approach of our 
Men , but not thinking themlelves ſecure ec- 
nough, they poſted away for Limerick, and 
thereupon our Approaches being made, 50 
Danes, and 50 of the Detachment our of 
Kinfale, were ordered to ftorm a Fort cut out 
of a Rock, which rhey did with ſo: great a 
Reſolution, that they froze rhe Enemies Cou- 
rage, and {oon made themſelves Maſters of ir, 
pu:ting molt rhey found therein to rhe Sword, 
and many cf thole thar endeavoured to {wim 
from thence to another Rock , were killed in 
the Warer; and marching thence to Tralee, 
General She/don abandoned it with ſuch ſpeed, 
that they had not time to fer it on fire, and © 
it fell entire intro our hands; and we having 
a ſmall Fort ar Fermoy-Bridge in the County 
of Cork, the Enemy advanced with abour 
2000 Horſe and Foor, under the Command 
of one Carrel, who: upon his Approach lens 
to have 1t Surrendered, Declaring that he _

renable. Bur upon his approach. found ſuch 
3 warm. Reception, thar after divers firings, 
he being. kill d. upon.the place , his Men took.

their way tawards. Ba{lymore, apd diſlodged:

ſgon after this Lieurenanc Taylor defeated 409- 
of the Iriſbnear Endeny. 

Lieutenant-General Ginkle.., upon, notice: 
thar-a great Body of. the Enemy was gather- 
ing, and ſome of them, advancing- towards 
Athlone, be ani Sir Fohn Lanier drew - oux 4, 
Party, to oppole them ; who, upon their ap-: 
Bropclr retired in.great conful; :an, - bur being. 
purſued, by. our Horſe and Foot; they. were 
bear. from the Retrenchments they had+made, 
as their laſt Refuge ; and the Chace being. 
continued, about 200 of them- were killed 
azd wounded, and ſeveral raken, Priſoners, 


and our Men got-a great Ronty: of Herles ; for- 


the wg in thc;r flghe, being hard rrefſed 
ths Be ear, quizred them, and got'into the 
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Colonel Hamilton. being abroad , meeting 
with a Party of the Enemy as they were Ra- 
vaging the Country, near a place called Baus 
trey , (et. upon them, and: at the firſt Charge 
pur, them into. Diſorder, and ſoon after. to 
| open Flight , kyling abour 70 of them, and 
| taking ſome Priſaners with Booty , &c:. And 
Captain Derby defeared another Party of 
them at Bsrre. And.now the Rapparees be- 
ing more terrible to the. Country People than 
the Enemies Regular Forces, a. Party. was 
ſent our to ſuppreſs. tkem ; fo that being fre- 
quently mer withal:, a great many. of them 
were. killed, and ſome rhar: were raken Pri- 
ſoners were Executed ; and lighting on a 
Party of abour 400 Ir:/þb, though he had then 
1oo Foor, and 34 Heorle, having leſſened. his. 
Number by. Detachments , ſent-ro find our 
the Rapparees; he however drew. up, and. 
Charged them with ſuch Bravery, thar du- 
ring the Action ſome more of ' his Men co-- 
wing in, he pur them utterly. to ihe Roury 
kilted and took: Priſoners moſt of their Offi- 
cers, and recovered a great Booty. And in- 
deed- rhe. Winter , nor. fit» for. rhe morion. of- 
great Bodies, was ſpent in the piquering of 
Parties, and {ting tbe Civil, as welt as Mi-- 
Ittary- Aﬀairs of the Kingdom, and. fo contt- 
nacd ti!l his Majeſty went to. Head the Con= 
terace Army 10 Flanders. 


Sarsfiz!d having a great Command- among: 
the Iri/Þ, many of the Enemies chief Officers 
being. gone. for. Fre, under precence. of.” 
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bringing freſh:Recruirs early in the Spring, he 
drew together part of the ſhatrered Army, and 
ſome of the Militia, at Knockany, with a de- 
fign to attack ſome of our Troops thar: were 
advantageoully polted.; 'but:was fo warmly 
received, that he found his Atremprs very dil- 
advantageous to himtelf, and thereupon pick- 
ing the molt ſerviceable Men our of the Militia 
Troops, ſent them ro joyn the Forces he had 
ordered to- encamp in the Province of 'Con- 
naught, and pur ſome of his Troops into Gar- 
rifon. and Winer-Quarrters. 

Norice being given to Lieutenant Spencer, 
that a hundred Men of rhe 'Enemies Troops 
were advanced within a Mile of Copperquin in 
the County ot Warerford with a detign to 
ſ\urprize and carry off the Recruit Horles ſent 
from . Euz/and, tor Brigadier's Regiment, he 
immediately marched with: a Cornet and 12 
Troopers, molt of his Men being gone a For- 
raging, and finding th: Enemy in ſome dif- 
order, charged them with his tmall Parcy, and 
prefſed them to hard, that they rctired into a 
Wood within a Mile of the place, and there- 
upon eighreen more of his Men coming up, 
part of them diſmounted, entering the Wood, 
whilſt the reſt on Horſeback ſecured rhe paſs, 
the diſpute laſted withour tiring on both fides 
for ſeveral hours, in which they killed forty 
of the Enzimy, and rook the Caprain thar com- 
manded rhem, wrh ſeven Soldiers Priſoners, 
alſo rheir Arms and Accoutrements, only one 
of the Lieurenanr's Party beipg killed, and 
- two or three wounded, 
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Lieutenant Purce] being abroad with a Par- 
ty, fell in with the Rapparces, and in ſeveral 
Encounters with them killed abour a hundred, 
but attempting to burn their Cabbins .in' the 
County of Longford, was way-laid by Sir Da- 
niel O Neal's Regiment of Dragoons, part on 
Horſe-back, and part on Foor ; bur Thirty 
five of the Royal Regiment of Dragoons, 
broke their whole Body upon a furious Charge, 
killing ten of them, and raking four Priſoners, 
with a, Lieutenant, and purlued the reſt to 
Newcaſtle, a Garrilon they held: in thoſe parts, 
yer in the haity flight many of them quirred 
their Horſes, and rook ro. the Bogs, where 
ſome were loſt ; rhele Succeſſes were followed 
with others no leſs advantageous to us, and 
unfortunate ro the Enemy : tor Collonel Lz:- 
linzſtone being going from Roſcreagh, joyned 
by another from a Neighbouring Garriſon, 
marched ro Nonagh, where he found-the Ene- 
my ſtrongly poſted 3 yer charging them with 
great relolution, he diſpoſſeit them of .thoſe 
Pots, and bear them into the Catile, burning 
the Town where they had laid up great ſtore 
of Provifion, and brought off a Booty of 
Three hundred Head of Cattle, with the loſs 
of rwo Soldiers, and a Trooper's Horſe, the 
manner of the Attack being thus : 


The Collonel detached eighteen Horſe, and 
as many Foor, and having them on Garrans, 
or Iriſh Horſe, made all the haſt he could ro 
lecure the Bridge of Nenagh, abour half a Mile 


ircm the Town, whereupon the whole Garri- 
{on 
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fdn.came outro make oppoſition ; but he main- 
tained the Paſs tilt his Foot came up, and 
then leaving them ar the Bridge, he advanced 
wkh his Horſe towards the Enemy, who made 
many firings, bur ſo ſoon as our Men came 


near, began to retreat;and by degrees diforder- 


ing themſelves, fell ro-running, but being hot- 
Iy purſued, about ewenty of then were kil- 
ted, and a Cerner taken Priſoner, after which 
he ſent a Detachment to ſecure the Paſs on the 
ether ſide of- the Town towards Lomerich, 
whilſt rhe reſt of his Men entred with the fly- 
ing Enemy 5 however many of them gor into 


the Caſtle, bur our Men burnt the Town, and 


got conſiderable plunder. 


And. now open Force failing-the Enemy, 


they betook them: ro cruel Stratagems ; for a 
part: of Collonel Foulk's Regiment being in 
their Quarters, near Yauzhab, abour Eight of 
them were ſer upon in a private Houle, and 
murthered: by ſurprize in a moſt deſpiteful 
manner, the like treatment being ſuppoſed ta 


be intended to all the reft;, had nor this rimely- 


alarm'd them to ftand to their Arms, an: de- 
fend themſelves upon ſu{picion of which Mur- 
thers divers were takenup and ftritly-cxamtr 
ned ar Dublin, among:t which one of them 
bring found guilry; and cxecured- in the Ca- 
ftle-yard, owning at his Execution, he buried 
the murthered Corple, bur by no-means could 
be induced ro difcover his Accomplices ; and 
ſeveral other were thereupon miiling in orHer 
po ſuppoſed tro b2 made away by them 


7-the ſame- means 3; iafomuch, that the Lords , 
Juſtices: * 
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ſuſtices found themlelves conſtrained to pub- 
ii the following Proclamarion to rerritie and 
deter the protected Iriſþ from ſuch unmanly 
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The Proclamation of the Lords 
Juſtices, @Xc. 


Hereas nuatwithſtanding the great 
Clemency extended by Their Maje- 

fties to the Popiſ Iriſh Inhabitants of this 
Kingdom 5 whereby, upon their ſubmiſſions 
they hawe had equal Protetion with their 
Britifh aud Proteſtant Swhjetts ; yet fuck © 
the iuvcterate and implacable Adatice of. 
mavy of the Popyſh Iriſlr, that upom all acoa- 
ſrons they not only relieve Their Mayeſt ies 
Enemies, but joju with them in the cont- 
mitting and concealing many horrid Mur- 
thers, one of which of Eight Soldiers of 
Their Majeſties Army inhumanly ſtrangled 
at one tie, and in one place, has by God's 
Providence been lately diſcovered near this 


| City, to have been committed by the Inha- 


bitants of the place where the ſaid Soldiers 
were quartered, for which ſome of the Cri- 
| minals 
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minals have recerved juſt and deſerved pu. 
niſhment, and the Lords Fuſtices being ful. 
ly ſatisfied, that ſuch Offences cannot be 
committed within the open and well-planted 
Counties of this Kingdom, without the con- 
trivance and help, or at leaſt the conni- 
wvance of the protetted Inhabitants ; and 
having received full Information, that there 
as a Confederacy among many of the ſaid 
prote&ed Iriſh, to give all Aid and Relief 
in their power to Their Majeſties Enemies 
upon all occaſions, and to take all opportu- 
nittes to deftroy the Officers and Soldiers of 
Their. Majeſties Army, and other Their 
good Subjefts, their Lordjlups bemng reſolved 
to prevent as much as in them lies ſuch

And ſoon after another Proclamation was 
publiſhed on the occalion of thele Murthers, 
tetcing fouh, 


Hat whereas &y Examination of di- 

f © wers perſons tit does appear, thet &. 
Romiſh Prieſt calling bimſclf, Father Chri 
ſtopher Brown , 50 has lived many 
Menths in ſeveral places within His Ma- 
teſties Frriſdiion and, Power, without be- 
ing moleſted on account of has Orders or 
Religion, has been, if nat the firſt Contri- 
vo and principal Diretfor and Corunſc!lor, 
Jet a main Abettor and. Encourager of the 
late barbarons Murthers of Their Majeſt ies 
Soldiers near this City ; and whereas ſeve- 
ral others have been found to have been guilty 
of the {aid Murthers who are fled from 
Fuſtice, ther Lordjbips lo promiſe a Re- 
ward of Foe Pounds, to. ſuch Perſons, not 
guilty of the ſame, as ſhall apprehend and 
ſecure the ſaid Chriſtopher Brown, and 


Ten 
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Ten Pounds for every of the other Perſons, 
and a Pardon to ſuch, though privy to the 
faid Murthers, as ſhall apprehend any of the 
ſaid Offenders. 


This proceeding ſtopped the iſfue of Blood 


that way, and rendred the Soldiers more ſe- 


cure in their Quarters, and other places where 


they came, the Irsſo for fear of being taken 
Notice of, giving them every-where in the 
places ſubject ro Their Majeſties better U- 
ſage. 


About rhe latter end of April, Lieutenant- 
General Gink/e came from Kilkenny to Dublin, 
and many of the General Officers, ro conſult 
with the Lords Juſtices about rhe Afﬀairs of the 
Campaign, and concert Matters advantagious 
ro Their Majefties Service ; and the Monmouth 
Yarch arrived with Money to that purpoſe, as 
likewife ſeveral Ships with Recrnits of Horſe 
and Feor. So that the Train of Artillery be- 
ing by this time drawn out, the Soldiers be- 
gan to draw from their Winter-Quarters near- 
er Dubhin, and Waggons and Carriages were 
provided on all hands, and Parties were ſent 
out to- remove the Enemies Poſts, that the 
Spring being come, the Forrage might not be 
waſtfully deſtroyed. 

Some of Captain Green's Militia Dragoons, 
marching into rhe Enemies Quarters, killed 
divers of the Rapparees, and ſer fire to the 
place that harboured them : and cn 

et 
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Maſter Chalagan with a Party, beat the Ene- 
mies Party abroad, took divers Priſoners, and 
ſme of Note, with a conſiderable Booty ; and 
by lying in the Mariſh Fields, a great many 
of theEnemies beſt Horſe died, and their Pro- 
viion grew very ſcamy, which occaſioned 
many to deſerr, ſome going to their Habita- 
tions, and others coming over ro us, where 


| fach as were able were received, 


About the middle of April, 1691, one Ca- 
pain Firz-Gerald, of the Enemies Party mar- 
ched our with about 700 Men, of the ſtand- 
ing Troops, ro atrack a ſtrong Stone Houſe, 
called Croghan,near _—_—— — ir 
was guarded only by a Corporal and Eight or 
Nine Soldiers, made a reſolute defence, kil- 
ling about twelve of the Enemy ; and had 
done them greater damage, had nat their Pou- 
der failed, at what time they were conſtrained 
to capitulate, and give up the place. Howe- 
yer we were not long behind-hand with them, 
for on the Fourth of the nexr Month, a fmall 
Parry of our Troops was marched by Major 
Wood, from Mountmelieh, to Caſtle-Cuff with 
Three hundred Foor, being Derachments of 


Collonel Lloyd's, and the Lord c_ Hams - 
tn's Regiments, and Fifry Horſe of Collgnel; 


Bierlys, and dividing his Foot into ſeveral 
Parties,in order toſurprize the Rapparees in the - 
Bogs and Woods, and with his Horſe kept a- 
long the skirrs of the Bogs, to hinder their 
getting off, by which means abour ſeventy of 
them were killed, and -a Booty —_— 5 
whi 
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which he ſent away,and a Guard of 3o Mey, 
and in the mean while, with 3o Foot arid 34 
Horle, beyond -the Toger of Mallyhone, when 
abour io in the Morning he diſcovered two 
Bodies of Men of the Enemies Army, each 
abour 400 , marching filently berwecn the 
Woods and the Mountains, but when they 
found our men had eſpied them, they bear up 
their Drums. | 

Upon this the Major drew up his Horſe 
and Foot in a ploughed Field, and bid: them 
Detiance 3 1o that rhe Enemies Granadiers, 
thinking that our Men, diſcouraged ar their 
number,would have run,came over the Hedge, 
bur finding they ftood firm to expect them, 
they ſtood, not advancing any turther : In 
the mean while, a Detachment of the Enemy 
charged thole Men on the fide of the Wood 
that were ſent away with the Booty ; where- 
upon the Major wheeled: off by the Skirts of 
the Wood, tro ſuccour them, who defended 
themſelves by firing very briskly . on the Ene- 
my, being commanded by Lieutenant E!!s, 
and having got the Horſe and Foot over the 
Bog, 8o more of -his Men came to him, and 
thereupon he ordered the Fqor ro march 11 
two Divitions on each fide the River,he march 
ing berween rhem with the Horſe , when be- 
ing Advanced: ſomewhat near the Enemy, and 
thinking the Horſe might do-molſt Service, 1n 
raking a Compaſs about, and falling on the 
Rear,” wheeled about with an Intention to 
Sarround them, which: they. .perceiving, and

at the' ſame time being prefited very hardly by: 


the | 
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the Foot, began to make an orderly Rerrear 
which rhe Major perceiving , broke 1n upon, 
their Flank with rhe Horle , which pur them- 
to rout and dilorder, and ſoon after ro open 
Flighr, whilit our Horſe and Foot purſued 
them thiough the Weous, ard down to the 
Bogs, killing about 150, and among them 
Caprain Charies, and rwo Lieutenants, taking 
Priioners Major Fohn Fitz-Pairick, who com- 
manded them., and 5 Caprains, 9 Licure- 
nants, and 2 Enfigns, belonging ro the ſeve- 
ral Regimcnts of Colonel Butler , Colonel 
Robert Grace, Coionel Luttre!s Dragoons, Co- 
lonel Moor, and ' Sir Maurice Euſtace, and a- 
bour 150 private Soldiers, among which 
were 6 Scrjeants, 17 Corporals, an Adju- 
tant-Major, a Chyrurgeon, 3 Drums, and a- 
bout 150 Muſquers : Which Victory 1s to be 
accounted the more brave and great, becauſe 
the Courage and Reſolution of our Men-car- 
ried it againſt ſuch odds ; we having only a 
Corporal killed, and Adjutant Robinſon, with 

two foot Soldiers and a Trooper wounded. 
Nor was this a!l the Succeſs abour rhis 
time, for 110 Foot, conumanped by Captain 
Clayton , being lent for from Cork to relieve. 
the Garrilon of Balymazgooly ; they were in 
their March obſeryed -by a conſiderable Body 
of the -Enemies Horſe, bur they durſt nor At- 
taque them; yet thoſe .thar were relieved , 
marched out about 12 in the Evening , com- 
manded by Captain Thorncreft and Lieutenant 
Hays; and abour break of Day they. were dil- 
covered by about 3oc of the Enemies Horſe 
; I and 
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and Dragoons , who ir was thoughr lay in 
wait for them; as allo a conſiderable nun 
ber of Rapparees : and our Men being all 
Foot, thought not the open Fields ſecure a- 
gainſt the Horſe , bur for their better De& 
fence, drew into an old Pound , having a 
Walt about it Breaſt-high ; when by this time 
the Enemies Advance Farty coming up offer- 
ed them Quarter , bur they anſwered only 
by the firing of their M:{quers 3 however, all 
the Enemies Troops being come up, they made 
many Arracques upon our Men, to force them 
from their. Strengrh, yer they ſuſtained their 
firings with little hurt 3 bur in returning it, 
Killed a great many of the Enemy, who were 
commanded by Brigadier Carrol and Sir F4mes 
Cotton, which fo diſcouraged them, that after 
they had offered our Men Quarter upon Sur- 
rendering,and ir was refuſed, that they march- 
ed off, carrying away the wounded and moſt 
noted of thoſe that were killed ; yer they left 
behind them 3 Captains and 1o Troopers 
ſlain, and Major Slingsby deſperately wound- 
ed, which they thought were roo near our 
ſhot ro be carried off ; and in all they had be- 
tween 4o and 50 killed and wounded, and 
of ours to were killed, and 5 wounded, and 
Major Slingsby was carried Priſoner ro Cork, 
And much abour this rime one Falter Brown, 
who had been High-Conſtable of the Barro 
ny of Delwin, being raken as a Spy, was Ex- 
ecuted, and Captain Pallafor , being abroad 
with a Party of our Men, conſiſting of about 


40 Firetocks of the Army, and 2o of the Mi- 
lira 
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litia, was by the ſubcil Infinuation and Trea= 
chery of one Terence Magral, drawn into an 
Ambuſh of two of the Enemies Regiments. of 
Foot, and ſome Troops of Horſe, which in 
rhat Exigency made him betake to the Ruins 
of an old Caſtle , where he cauſed his men 


to fortifie and defend themſelyes, which they 


did, continually firing upon the Enemy , till 
all their Powder was ſpenr, and then prayed 
for Quarter ; and having it granted them, 
they were carried Priſoners ro Nenagh 3 yet 
the Militia and others under the Command 
of Coll. Piper, had good ſucceſs in clearing 
the Country in diſperſing the Rapparees, and 
diſpoſſefling rhe Enemies Regular Troops of 
ſuch advantageous Poſts, from whence they 
might annoy By-Inroads, the Countries under 
Their Majeſties Obedience, fo that they be- 
gan to ſhrink rogether into a narrower Cir- 
cumference. 

Now great Stores coming daily from Eng- 
land, and a Recruit for our Army every day 
expected. Thetime for Action drawing nears 
the Lords Juſtices ( thar nothing might be 
wanting that was conducing to Their Maje- 
ſties Service) cauſed their Proclamation ro be 
publiſhed for rhe Armies berter accommoda- 
tion, the Subſtance being 1n rhe following 
manner, 17. 
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v Hereas the Army 5 mow to draw 

mio the Freld, where it will be ne- 
cefſary that Proviſions be brornght in from 
time to time for its ſupply 5 and that in 
order thereunto , all due Encouragement be 
given to Sutlers, and other Perſons that ſhall 
repair thither for that purpoſe, they do ſ{rift- 
ly Charge and Command all Officers Civil 
and Military , and Soldiers of their Ma- 
Jeſties Army, not to diſturb or moleſt any 
Sutler, or other Perſon that ſhall hauwe a 
Warrant from the Collunel of any Regiment, 
or leave from the Lords Fuſtices, or the 
Commander in chief of Their Majeſties For- 
ces, 10 follow the Camp for this Service, 
that they do not preſume ts take any thing 

rom them, or ule any Violeace towards 
them, upon pain of being proceeded againſt 
with the utmoſt Severities : ind all Colle- 
nels, and other Officers in chief, are to take 
care, that the Officers and Soldiers do pay 
for all ſuch things as they ſhail be farniſhed 
n's:h by the Sutler, according to the Rates 
that ſhall from time to time be ſatled ; and 
that the Forces may be more plentifully ſup- 
plied, and thoſe unneceſſary Perſons prevent- 
ed from following the Camp, who are only 
an Incumberance to it ; and it being found 
by experience, that the Country has {uffered 
6% 
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extreamly by them, they have not only rob- 
bed and plundered it themſelves, but have 
inticed the Soldiers to do the ſame ; for the 
preventing of it for the future, and that 
the Quarters may be the better ſecured, whillt 
the Army as im the Field, from Rapparees, 
and other diſaffetted People, the Lords Fu- 
ſtices do hereby order and dire all Their 
Mayeſties Proteſtant Subjefts, as well as 
Papiſts, to ſtay at, or repair to their reſbe- 
trove Habitations, for the preſervation and 
improvement of the ſame, and that no Per- 
fon or Perſons whatſoever, except ſuch as 
come thither with Proviſions for the uſe of 
the Army, or 107 ſome lmvful occaſion Ape 
proved of by the Commmmders in chief, do 
follow the Camp upon pain of death 
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And that the People whom this War had 
ſcattered into divers places, leaving many 
deſtirure of Habitations, might again be ſer- 
led, another Proclamation was iflued out to. 
this effect : 


ber all the Inhabitants of the Counties 

of Waterford and Tipperary, do 
retire within Three Days to their reſpective 
Houſes or Habitations, or .to ſome adjacent 
Garriſon, if they could 'not go home with 
ſecurity. 

And thoſe belonging to the Counties of 
Cork, Limerick, and Kerry, are forth- 
with to repair either to their own Houſes or 
Habitations, if they have any, or elſe to 
ſome of the Garriſons there, to be employed 
as occaſion ſhall require it, or to be employed 
in the Militia for the defence of the Country 
2when the Army 1s in the Field, according 
_ Fo ſuch further Orders as ſhall be given them 

for the Publick Service. 
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And Lientenant-General G:nkle, Comman- 
der in chief of Their Majeſties Forces in Ire- 
land, not to be behind or wanting in any 
thing, exhibited an Order to this effect, viz. 


Hat all Officers and Soldiers, and 6- 
. ther Perſons whatſoever, ere ſtrict- 
ly charged, not to preſs any Horſe, Carts, 
or Carriages, without Licenſe firſt had from 
the Lords Fuſtices, or him{elf in'writing. 
And whereas that the Alilitia being to be 
in Arms fer the Defente of the Country; 
whilſt the Army remained in the Field; ns 
Perſon ſhould preſs any Florſe aFually hifted 
in the ſaid Militia, under any pretence 
whatſoever. 


G- 3 About 
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Abour this time ſome other Tranſport-fſhips 
arrived from England, and brought a grear 
quantity of all (forts of Military Provition, and 
abour Twenty-thouſand Arms, allo Ordinance 
and S:ores ; whilſt rhe Encmies great expe- 
arion of the like ſupply from France failed 
them in a great meaſure, that King ſeeming 
now to grow weary of a War that proved lo 
expenſive to him withour profit, and expect- 
Ing to be ſharply preſſed this Summer in Flan- 
ders, by the Confederate Army, under the 
Command of the King of England, cnt in- 
deed fome Officers, and a few Cloaths, and 
fuch-like matrers, bur ſeemed frugal in hu- 
sbanding his Troops for a Shelter from a Storm 
he expected nearer home ; which did nor a 
little diſcourage the Ir:/Þ, and made them a- 
Pain to deſcrt in numbers : and their falling» 
off had been greater, had nor rheir Priefts 
raken them to rask, and inſinuared how me- 
rirorious it was to fight with, and deftroy 
Here: icks, 


While theſe things paſſed, Captain M7h:te of 
the Lord George Hamilton's Regiment, de- 
tached a hundred Men under the Command 
of Captain Fohnſton, who marched to Bela- 
mona in King's County , and {ſurprized by 
break of day, rwo Troops of Dragoons of 
Brigadier Clifford's, and* Three Froops of 
Horſe of the Lord Merrionys Regiment, kil- 
ling L'cutenant Archibald, Quarter-Maſtcr 
Barnwel!, and fifreen Dragouns, rovk two 
Enfens, and Nine other Priſoners, 

The 
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The Goyernour of Clozyme! marching from 
that place with a Detachment of Horle, and 
two Troops of the Militia Dragoons came by 
Night into the Enemies Quarrers, towards 
Michae[s-Town ; bur not finding them there, 
the Rapparecs upon his Return fired our of 
the Wood, which he immediately cauſing to 
be ſurrounded , ſo ferrered them abour, thar 
thirty of them, together with Caſneen their 
Ring-Leader or Captain, were killed. And 
Two hundred and fifry Foor, and Twenty 
Horſe commanded by Lieutenant-Collonel 
Hodſon, marching fron Mountmelick, he po- 
ſted them ar Kz/kapog by break of day, where 
the Foot entred the Woods and Bogs, and 
the Horſe ſecuring the skirrs, they hunted our 
and kilted abour eighteen of the Enemy thar 
lay lurking there ro ſurprize ſuch as paſſed 
that way 3 and indecd theſe fort of Enemies 
were more dangerous and cruel where they 
maſtered, than the Regular Troops, but fo 
cowardly withal , that they would nor {tand 
a Charge, if they perceived the Match was 
bur any thing near equal ; an Inſtance of 
which may be obſerved in this, vzz. 


A Party of Collonel Brewer's Men being 
upon their March towards Xinnezad, a great 
Body of Rapparees lay in Ambuſh, yer durſt 
not come our, for fear of being worited, rho 
our Men were much inferiour to them in 
number, bur let them paſs ; when ſo ir hap- 
pened, though very unfortunately, that a Ser- 


jant and four Soldiers of this Party lagged be- 
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hind a conſiderable way ; upon theſe the Rap- 
parees ſeized, and though on their knees they 
begged for Quarter , yet they murthered 
them, and not lartisfied with their Deaths, they 
bored our their Eyes, and mangled their dead 
Bodies ; bur the next day three of the Mur- 
therers were raken and brought ro Mull;ngar, 
where one of them accuſed the other two of 
the Fact ; rhey were upon ſuch conviction 
immediately hanged up : and Captain Poyn's 
{-% after falling upon the whole Knot of 
them with a Party of 110 Men of the Garri- 
fon of Mullingar, pur to the rout, and dilper- 
td throughout rhe Country, killing between 
Forty and Fifty of them ; and now fince we 
have had occaſion to ſpeak ſo much of theſe 
Rapparees in the Series of this Hiſtory, ſome 
way be inquiſitive tro know, what manner of 
People they are, to which I anſwer : 


They area fort of Vagabonds and Thieyes, 
nor caring to work, or take any Employment 
upon them 3 a mixture of Ir:/þ with other 
Nations, who herding together, take all op- 
portuniries, where they are ſtrongeſt, to plun- 
der, burn, and murther, their hands being a- 
gain{t all, and the hands of all againſt them, 
ro deſtroy as Beaſts of Prey. They re;>yce at 
Wars and Troubles, becauſe then they have 
tiberty, they think, ro do what they pleaſe. 
Their Dwellings for the moſt part are Cabins, - 
or moveable Houſes and their skulking Places 
Bogs, Woods, and Mountains, They are not 
held as Soldiers, nor included in the —_— 
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of War, bur lie at the mercy of thoſe thar 
rake them, withour their being obliged to give 
them any Quarter, tho they crave it. Their 
Apparel, unleſs they rigg. themſelves by Plun- 


der, is ſo miſerable, that they go in a manner 
naked. 


Yet thefe hopeful Sticks, the Comman- 
ders of the Iriſþ Army encourage, and pur 
Weapons into many of their hands, to har- 
rals and deftrey the Countries under T:tcir - 
Majeſties Obedience. 

Yer they have been ſo often met with upon 
their Incurfions , that about Four -Thouſand - 
of them have come ſhort home fince this 
War begun, 

And furthermore, to encourage the People 
to be vigilant, and to diſcourage \uch Rake- 
ſhames, the Lords Juſtices, and Council of 
Ireland, put forth a Proclamatien, in theſe 
words, Or to this effect : 
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Hut to prevent the Robberies, wild 
Burning of Buildings,Corn and Hay, 
Murthers and Ir. arrefion, with which the 
parts of the Kingdom under Their Maje- 
fties Obedience was threatned by the Rebels 
ad their Adherents, during the tine Their 
Majeſties Army ſhould be upon their March 
to the Frontiers, or in the Quarters then 
poſſeſſed by the "Rebe els, they have thought 
ir neceſſary, aud do th:reby publiſh and de- 
clare, That the Popiſn Ic Inhabitants of 
the reſpetive Baronies under Their Maje- 
tes Obedience, where any Rebels common- 
ty called Rapparees, _ commit any ſuch 
Robberies, Burnings, or Murthers ; or 
where any ſ[auch Inſurr > iow ſhall happen, if 
they do not immediately give Notice of | juch 
Rapparees and Inſurreftions _ m_ fo 
rhe Tuſtice of Peace, or chief Officer of the 
Militia next to their Hebivations, are 26 
faſt him in the taking and deſt'r oying then, 
and in the ſuppreſſion of TIn/urret toms ; thi 
then they, where ſuch Fact ſhall be com- 
mitted, neole/ins their Duties, ſhall be 
deenicd Confederates with the ſaid Revel;s 
and Enemies of Their Majeſfies Geer 
ment : 4ud by Order to be viven by the 
Lords Fuſtices, as occaſion ſnall require, 
ſhall be proceeded againſt wiih the utmoſt 
le wVerit Jy

ſeverity of Military Execution. And the 
do further Order, That no protecFed Iriſh 
Papiſt ſhall be abroad out of hs or their 
Dwelling-place of Abode, after the hours 
of Nine at Night , or before the hours of 
Four in the Morning, under the Pain and 
Penalty of being put out of Their Majeſties 
Saver 54 : p 4 if _ the Thirtierl of 
May, 1691, any Arms or Ammunition 
ſhall be found upon the perſons, or in the 
poſſeſſion of any ſuch Iriſh Papiſts, he or 
they ſhall be looked upon as Rebels, and pu- 
mſhed accordingly, and as they intend ſe- 
werely to puniſh all ſuch as ſhall” offend 'in 
the particulars above-mentioned ; fo they 
do aſſure all thoſe Iriſh Papiſts who live 
under Their Majeſties Protetion, that they 
behaving themſelves as becomes good Sub- 
Jefts, ſhall have the. benefit thereof. 
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Theſe Proceedings made many of the Pa- 


piſs ſtir to prevent the miſchief, who before: 
ttood laughing in thei ſleeves at the Damages. 


their Proreſtant Neighbours ſuſtained, though 
1Q.curry fayour in a diſſembling manner, they 
often ſhewed them. a fair Countenance, and 


feemed ro pity their Loſſes. And Major O-. 


' Neal, and ſome others came over from the E- 
nemy, and took the advantage of Their Ma- 
xlties Protection. 

Bur whiltt theſe things were tranſacting, 
one Mark Bagget apparelling himſelf in Wo- 
mens Cloaths, made ir his bulineſs ro ſpy into 
aur Quarters, and the manner of our Aﬀairs ; 
but. his too much inquifitiveneſs diſcovering 
him, he was ſeized, and being ſentenced by 
a Court Marſhal, he was. executed at- Dublin 
gn the 2oth of May. 


The Seaſon thus far in a forwardaeſs, gave. 


a favourable Invitation to the Army, for their- 


taking the Ficld, when a Party of the Ir:ſþ 
Army conſifting of One hundred and Fitty 
Men, thinking to be early ar it, and do ſome 
notable Exploit to be talked on, came to Ca- 
fF(e-Lions, and tock thence a few of the poor 
Peoples Cows ; but Collonel Donep with a= 
hout twenty- D.mes, and a like number of the 


Auitia Dragoons purſued, overtaking then 


at Ballyder:awn, wherea Licutenanc with eight 
Danes, and fix Dragoans, bea off fixty of 
them who had lined the Hcdge:,, in which A- 
Qtion the Lientenanr was killed ; bur the 


&olore coming up with his Party, and being 
Te=- 
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re-inforced with fifty freſh Men, he ſtill pur- 
ſued them , killing abour fifty of them, of 
which rwo were Commiſſion Officers, rook 
forty Horſes, and his Men got indifferent ſtore 
of Plunder. | 

This was followed: with other Succeſſes of: 
the like nature. nor could any great Actions 
be expected, by reaſon the Armies were not 
as yet in the Field, ours ſtaying for the arri- 
yal of more Ships from England ; and the 
Triſh apon the like account from France. 


And about the latter end of May, Eight 
Ships with 500 Carriage-Horſes, and other 
Neceflaries for the Army came ro Dublin, and 
Lieurenam-General Scravenmore, Major-Ge- 
neral Mackay, and Major-General Ruvigny 
came likewiſe on Shoar. And now the Train, 
of Artillery conſiſted of Thirty Nine Pieces of - 
Cannon, Twelve Field-pijeces, and Six Mor-- 
rars. 

And in. the mean while the French General 
St. Ruth proceeded ro mode] the Iri/h Army, 
and give Commiſſions in his Mafter's Name, 
ordering things with an Abſolute Power, 
where their Troops drew together at Loghera - 
in Connaught. 

And in the beginning of Fre all things on 
our part was in a manner in a readineſs, the 
Soldiers by this time - being well recruited of 
the hardſhips, four.d many of ' them in their 
Winer Quarters ; and being ofren out in Par- 
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The Army indeed lay {till longer than the 
Iriſh expected, which made them promile 
themielves more ſucc?is than they were like 
ro meet withal : for the General intending ro 
make a vigorou: War, and, puth on for ſpeedy 
Viitory , and the reducing all places that 
yer held our; an had refuſed ro ſubmit to 
Their Majciiies Obedience, took care ſo effe- 
ctually to provide for all things neccflary for 
enterprizing ſo great an Undertaking, that 
nothing might be wanting to retard in the 
leaſt rhe progres of Their Majeities Arms 3 
and becauſe the Stores laid up the Ycar before 
as to Forrage, and other things of that na- . 
ture, whereby the Army might {abit in its 
Match, it was prudently taken into Conſide- 
ration, that Nature ſhould have time to do 
her part, in: furniſhing the Earth with fuch 
a ſufficiency as might ſupply whar was want» 
ing, if any delays by crols Accidents ſhould 
happen, thar ſo every thing that could be ex- 
pected might contribute to the ſudden and ct- 
fectual reducing the Kingdom, and putting an 
end to fo chargeable a War ; whereby the 
Forces upon fo happy a Concluſion, as mult 
neceflarily reſtore Peace in theſe parts, might 
be ar leifure to oppole the grand Diſturber of 
Europe in a more ſenfible manner ; fecing it 
was concluded his main Policy in afſiiting the 
Iriſh, was. only to divert thoſe Troops he other- 
wile could not without reaſon expect, would 
make him an unwelcome Viſit upon his own 
Fron- 
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| Frontiers, and joyntly labour ro plant the 


Rightfut Monarch. in: the. Fiela of Golden 
Lillies.. 


Theſe Conſiderations, I ſay, being-of weight, 
prefaged the unparalelled Succels in a great 
mealure, that attended and crowned them ro 
our wiſhes. 


The Iriſh, and the French in Confederacy 
with them, held ſeveral ſtrong Towns ; ſuch 
as were not thought eafily ro be reduced ; 
as Ballymore, the two Towns of Athlone, Gals 
loway, and Limerick, beſides a numerous Ar- 
my. that had already taken the Field ; and 
promiſed ro themſelves great Matters from 
tbeir Valour and Conduct, as now 1uppoling 
themſelves betrer diſciplined tham the Year 
before ; far they had amongſt them a great 
many French Officers, who laboured to exer- 
cile and train them up in the Arts and Me- 
thods uſed in the French Army. And indeed, 
bad they had to do with any other Nation but 
the Englii/p, they might have come off. better 
than they did in the oppoſitions they made 
but the ancient Brit:zſh Valour revived in fo 
ſhort a War, took again its inſuperahle vi- 
gour, reſolving to overcome all Difficulrics, 
and (tick at no Danger, bur furiouſly preſs on 
wherc the leaſt ghmmering of Victory pre- 
ſenred, and ſo like a rapid Torrent forcing the 
oppoting Dams, carry all lefore ir, and 
Crown their Monarchs with {; routing Laurels 
and Triuwphs, 

Bur 
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But not longer to detain rhe Reader from 
matter of Fact, which is mainly the intended 


Scope of this Hiſtory : The Supplies expected 


from England being ſeaſonably arrived; and 
every thing that was thonghr: neceſſary in a 
readineſs, there wanted bur Orders to march ; 
which were nor delayed ; for now as isaid; 
the Army being ready to take the Field, our 
Forces were commanded to decamp, and ac- 
cordingly decamped from Mullingar ; and the 
fame day the Army was joyned by Lieutenant- 
General Douglas, with the Northern; Troops, 
and on the Seventh of Fune came before Bu- 
Iymore, ſeizing upon all the Enemies Our-poſts; 
which they quirted upon the approach of our 
Men ; bur being taken, the Serjeant was 
hanged for firing after the Communication 
was then cut: off between him: and the 
Town, | 


In, the Afternoon a Battery of* Four Field- 
pieces was bent againft the Fort, and Five 
Batreries were raited 'the Night following, 
from whence our Cannon rent the Walls and 
Curtains, and. the General ſent to the Gover- 
nour to let him know, That if he and the Gar- 
Tijon monld ſurender within Two Hours, he 


would fave their Lives,and make them Prifoners 


of War ; . if not, they muſt exte4 no Quarter. 


To 
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| \ To which the Governour made no direct 


Anſwer ; bur replied, He hoped to pet better 
Terms. 


Our Cannon having made two great Brea- 
ches, and four Boats brought from Mull;ngar, 
pur into the Water , the fear of a prelent 
Storm made the Befieged hang our a White 
Flag, and Collonel Bourk, with ſeveral Offi- 
cers, came and ſubmitted to the General ar 
diſcretion 3 ſo that Collonel Earl with Four 
hundred Men marched in and. rook poſſeſſion 
of the place ; in which t here was a Garrifdn 
of Seven hundred and eighty Soldiers, befides 
Two hundred fiſry nine Rapparees well arm- 
- and abour a thouſand Women and Chul- 

ren, 


In this Action we had Eight Men killed, 
_ the Enemy abour One hundred and 
fry. 


This important place thus reduced, and 
the Prince of I/irtemberg having joyned the 
Army with about Twelve thouſand Horſe and 
Foor, the March was directed towards Ath- 
lone. 


On the Nineteenth our Men came before 
the place, where they had pur up the French 
Colours in four parts of the Town, ro make 
us believe, there were a great many French 
un 
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ingarriſoned in it : bur this hindred not ; for 
by Ten in the Morning, a Battery of Fen 
Eighteen Pounders was finithed ; and playing 
upon the Great Baſtion, in a ſhort time the 
Face-nank, and Curtain were laid in Rub- 
bifh, ard the General ordered the Aſſault to 
be made in this order : 


Firft there advanced Three hundred de- 
tached Grenadiers. 

Then Fifty Pioneers with mare Fag- 
gors. 

Then Two hundred Feufileers; ſupported 
by two Regiments of Foor. 

After them Two hundred Pioneers, with 
more Faggots. 

Then Twenty Men with Axes to cut the 
Barrocades, if any oppoſed. 


So that abour Six in the Evening, on the 
Twentieth of Fe, the Signal was giyen t0 
fall on, which was the Diſcharge of all the 
Cannon in Battery. 


Ar firt the Enemy ſeemed reſolved to de- 
fend the Breach ;3 bur upon rhe firlt flighr of 
the Engliſo Grenadoes, they ſcattered and fled 
in much confuſion over the Bridge to the Iriſh 
Town, on Connanpht-fide,. ſome leaping into 
the Shannon-for haſt, and there periſhed in the 
Waters.

Our Men immediately entred the Engliſh | +: 


TFown ; bur lying ſomewhar open to the Enc- 


mics | 
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| mies ſhot on the other ſide the River, ſome 
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few were killed, and others wounded ; bur 
\ the Engineers ſoon raiſed Blinds to ſhelter 
them. 


On our part of Note, Licutenant-Collonel 


Gear , and Lieurenanr-Cotionel K#rk of V:l- 


| fiers's Regiment were killed, one emtring the 


Breach, and the orher furveying the Town 


| from a Hill. 


The Siege was carried on againſt the other 
Town wyh great reſolution 3 ſo that having 
battered it, till rhe Walls and Caſtle were 
partly beat down, and perceiving it faultable, 
order was then given for the florming of - the 
place. 


On the Twenty Eighth of Fune, about Se- 
ven in the Morning, much in the ſame order 
as the former Artack was made ; yet the De- 
tachments were greater , as being a ſtronger 
place : bur before our Men coutd be ina rea- 
dineſs, a knall part of the Encmy came and 
ſer kre to a.cloſe Gallery laid over the Arch of 
a Stone Bridge, they had broken down, bur 
were many of them killed in the Attempr 3 yet 


' it deferred the Attack till the Thir tieth. 


However the Cannon and Polls ceaſed 
not ta play, ard. do terrible Execution, .fet- 
ting the Houſes on fire, and beating down all 
before them. 
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About Six in the Afternoon, the Signal was 
»iven to fall on by ringing the Church-Bet! ; 
whereupon they entred the Ford below the 
Bridge, and preſſed with fuch vigour upon 
the Enemy, that they forced them ro quit the 
Trenches, and within the ſpace of half an 
hour, made themſelves Maſters of all their 
Ourworks, and the Ruins of the Caſtle where 
they had fortified themſelves with Sconces ; 
and Major-General Maxwell with I'wo hun- 
dred Soldiers, and divers Officers of Note 
were made Priſoners. 


Yer in the Soldiers overrunning the Town 
in- rhe firſt fury, a- great many were killed ; 
inſforuch , Two thouſand are computed to 
be ſlain from the beginning of the Siege, till 
the Engliſh were: entire Maſters of the 
Town, 


The place was taken in.the' fight of the 
Triſh Army;who, when too late, were {ending 
a Detachment to rheirRelief;there were found 
only Six Pieces' of Braſs Cannon,. and Two 
Mortars, bur little ſtore of Proviſion and Am- 
munition. 


The principal Officers . kill'd of the Iriſh, 
were Brigadier Mackelicuddy. 

The Collonels Mac Mahgn, O Neal, O Gard, 
and' Grace, 


The 
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The Lieutenant-Collonels, Mac Geng, and 
Barnwell, allo Major Murray. 


The Enemy had all the adyantage ima- 
ginable to relieve this important place , as 
lying with their whole Army on the other 
ſide, bur a little diſtance from ir, where we 
had no Forces ; or if any, none capable of op- 
poſing . them at that time 5 yer 1a infatuated 
they were, that relying on its ſtrength, they 
ſtill had a confidence, that the Town beyond 
the River would baffle the Engizsſh Courage, 
notwithſtanding they ſaw rhe other Town was 
taken with a very little reſiſtance. 


Monfieur Se. Ruth, and other of Their 
chief Commanders, were reported ro be of- 
ten in it, viewing its Works and Fortifica- 
tions, and aſlured themſelves it would at 
leaſt be a great part of the Summers Work 
to reduce it, if they were not in the end obli- 
ged ro draw off from before it 3 and the ra- 
ther, becauſe ſome part of our Army had becn 
before it, and gone off without any conlidera- 
ble ſuccefs, or doing any great martters againſt 
the place, 


Bur their Imaginations anſwered not, as it 
has appeared ; their Expectations, and thoſe 
Supplies, as is ſaid, thar they ſent, came 1o 
unleaſonably late, that all the advantage they 
had, was to pur a ſtop to our Mens purſuing 


too far, ſuch as got outot the Town, and _ 
or 


142 The YViſfozy and TUars 
for ſhelter towards their Army. This ſenſible 
Blow greatly damped the Courage-and Reſo- 
lution of the Enemy, who before had promi- 
ſed to do great things, and made them be- 
think themſelves of taking new meaſures ; in- 
ſomuch, that ſome took the opportunity as 
they found occafion ro delert. 


The French ſeemed diſcontented with the 
weak Reſiſtance of the Ir;ſ; and every thing 
appeared more and more dreadful ro this nu- 
merous Army. 


When ſeveral Conſultations were held what 
was beſt ro be done, whether to remove or 
expect the EngliſÞ in that Camp ; for they 
could not propoſe any thing leſs ro themlelves, 
than that after this Succeſs our Forces would 
give them a nearer Viſit, and atrempr the 
diſlodging them from a place fo near a Town 
newly taken, and now yery weak in itlelt 
by Batrery. And though they ralked high, 
yet in all their Debares, it did nor, it ſecms, 
appear they had any great mind to come to 
a Fight ; but rather to delay our Ariny, till 
the Seaſon ſhould advance to pur a ſtop to any 
conſiderable opportunity, or till they night 
find ſome great [advantage to further their 
purpole. 


Whilſt the Encmies Conſiderations run t0 
this purpoſe, our Men were gathering the 
Plunder of rhe Place ; which was not fo con-

As foon as the Walls of Athlone were a lit- 
tle repaired, the General left a Garriſon 
there, under the Command of Collonel Loyd, 
and drew out to obſerve the Enemies mo-

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The Enemy, to amuze us, gave our, they 
were reſolved to come to a Battle ; when for 


the ſupply of our Army, divers Veſſels with | 


Ammunition, and other Stores, arrived from 
England, bringing over likewiſe the Earl of

It was now reſolved to diſlodge the Ene- 
my, or oblige them to fight. 


Their Majeſties Forces on the Tenth of 
Fuly, paſſed the River, the Foor over a Bridge 
of Boats below the Town ; and the Horle 0- 
ver a Stone Bridge that had been repaircd for 
their more advantagious paſſage, and marched 
to Ballinſloe, a place on the River Sac. 


The Enemy lying three Miles diſtant, very 
advantagiouſly encamped at a place called 
Agbrim, a (mall Town, ſtretching their Lett 
towards Kz/conne/-Abbcy, and their Right up» 
on the Hills of Kz!/comodon, having two very 
difficulr Bogs before them, through which the 
Roads go to Galloway : and on the Lefr was 
the Ruines of an old Caſtle, where an In- 
trenchment. was made and lincd with Muſque- 
riers 3 and on rhe Right likewiſe were ſeve- 
ral Retrenchments for the Securiry of the 
Camp.

Foot advanced on the Right, over the dkirts 
of rhe.Bog, and a ſmall Rivuler thar diſchar- 
ged itſelf into the Suc, where .in a Corn Field 
others of. the Enemics Bartralions. and Squa- 
drons {tood firm ro the Charge ; yet they not- -

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:vanced to ſupport them ; and then charging 
up the Hills where the Enemies Squadrons

In che mean time our Left had opportunity 


-ro bear the H:ſþ from their Ground ; and at 


.the ſame time the Right prefling upon them, 
ditordered them to that degree, that a general 
*Rour of their Horſe enſued ; and their Foot 
thereupon being hotly charged, fell into diſor- 
der ; and though they had made a refolute 
"Reſiftance, they were obliged ro quit the 
'Field; and were purſued by our Army four 
'Miles ;' bur then Night coming on, and the 
difficulry of the ways hindred the further pur- 
tux, it being Six in the Evening when the 
Armies engaged, and near Nine before they 
broke and fled, 


The Enemies Army was ſuperiour to ours, 
conlifting of Twenty thouſand Foor, and Eighr 
Thouſand Horſe, and had by their Encamp- 
-menr all the adyantage ; yer our Men gained 
an entire Victory, Seven thouſand of the E- 
rewy 'being killed upon the place. 


Among the- ſlain, of Note were the Lord

lonel Gorirdon ; a great many Caprains, Lieu- 

tenants, : Enſigns, Corners, £&c. and more par- 
ricmlarly Monfieur Se.

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many Cruelties he uſed rowards the Prote- 
{tants in France. 


Many of Note were wounded, of which 
many morrally,. and ſoon after died of their 
Wounds. 


About a hundred Officers, and Five hun- 
dred: Soldiers were made Priſoners ; and alf. 
the : Enemies Proviftion, Tents, Baggage and 
' Cannon fell inro the hand of our Men, with 2 
great many Colours and Standards, and moſt 
of-the Arms of the Foor, which to help thcir 
{peed in flight, they threw away; 


This great and entire Victory was obtained 
with the loſs of Six hundred Men on our fide ; 
and of Note, Major-General Holſtab/e, Cot 
lonel Mongats, Collonel Charles Herbert, Ma- 
jor-General Petie, Major Daveniſ}, Major 
Colt, Major Cornwal, Major Fox, with divers 
Subalternare Ocers. 


The wounded of Note, were the Prince of 
Heſſe Darmſtadt, the Lord Cutts, the Lord 
George Flamilton, Collonel Earl, Lieutenant- 
Collonel Burdwel/ , with ſeveral Subalter- 
nates, 


The Enemy in this Flight, and Toral Rout, 
{catered their Arms and Baggage all the way 
they fled, thinking as it may be by that means 
to ſtay the purſuit : bur it availed them lirtle ; 

H 2 for 
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for ſuch Trifles were not regarded, in compa- 
riſon of the Great Work that was in hand, 
to ſubdue and bring the Kingdom under Their 
Majeſties Obedience, by an entire Canquelſt : 
inſomuch, that urged by rhe Sword behind, 
and not finding way to eſcape through the 
preſs and throng that was before them; a great 
many caſt themſelyes into the Bogs, and Wa- 
ter plaſhes ; and of theſe not very many eſca- 


ped. 


Others that wete more nimble of Foot, and 
had got the ſtatt of rhe' preſs, ſcampered. by 
known ways, and never left running when 
the purſuit was given over, till rhey por to the 
Woods or Mountains, or into ſuch Bogs where 
= thought it was impoſiible ro follow 
them. 


"The French who were not ſo nimble as the 
Iriſh; or if they had, yet bur very little ac- 
' quainted with the Country, came moſtly by 
the worſt on it, where they were broken and 
ſcattered, throwing away their Arms, and 
crying for Quarter, which in the heat of the 
Soldiers fury could nor be always obtain- 


Some of the Enemies Horſe, indeed, retreat- 
ed pretty indifferently , keeping together as 
well as the Confuſion would permit ; but 
thought ir nor ſafe to ſtay in the Countries 
thercabour, for fear of being attacked by m

of our Derachments the next day ; bur bein 
got ar a great diſtance, and thoſe thar ws 
ſcatrered coming to their Rendezyous, rhey 
made a {mall Body under the Command of 
Collonel Sheldon, and ſome other Officers ; 
bur the Foor was' fo entirely diſperſed, thar 
we heard lirtle of them afterward, unleſs ſuch 
as got into the places rhar yet held out, and 
even there many of rhe Fugitives were refu- 
ſed, the Garriſons being already filled up and 
fttraitned for Provicon, ſo thar for a time ly- 
ing under the Walls, and hankering abour 
withour any thing wherewith materially ro 
ſubfilt, many disbanded of themſelves, and o- 
thers by the leave of their Officers, as finding 
this great Blow had broken their Hopes and 
Intereſts in the Kingdom fo far, that they e- 
ven deſpaired of piecing it together again by 
force 3 and withal knowing no doubr, thar 
this would be fuch unwelcome News ro 
France, that alchough the late King reſided in 
thar Court to fſolicire on their behalfs, rhey 
could expect bur lirtle Succours, ſeeing alf 
thar had been already ſenr, had rurned to fo 
little account ; and that the Enghſh heightned 
by this Succeſs, knew well enough how ro 
take the advantage, and puſh on tro the Walls 
of Limerick 3 wherein, as their laſt Refuge, 
they had placed ſome hopes. 


Whilft theſe things were employing the E- 
nemies ſerious Conſideration, care was taken 
of our wounded Men : and ſuch Priſoners as 
Dt | H 3 had 
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had been ſecured, who received very good 
Uſage, and what clſe was requiſite, till they 
ſhould be diſpoſed of as Priſoners of War. 


The Victory thus entirely gained, the Ar- 
my encamped beyond the place of Battle, and 
Brigadicr Eppinger going our with a ftrong 
Party, poffeſled himſelf of Portumney, where- 
upon the Fort and Caſtile cf Bavaher iurren- 
dred, and many of the ſcattered Forces fled 
w Galloway and Limerick: 


As for the greateſt part of the Standards 
and Cofours taken in this Zattle, they were 
ſent ro England, and there expoſed to the 
publick view of rhe People, as eminent Tro- 
phits of ſo fGgnal a Victory. 


The Engliſh Army upon the former Sucs 
ceſies, relolure to-puth on for the eatire regus 
cing the Kingdom to T heir Majelties Obedy- 
ence, after ſome Refreſhment, marched tos 
wards Galloway. 


Being before the place, the General ſent a 
Trumpet to the Lord Dilly, Governour of 
the Town, to offer hin advantagious Terms, 
1n caſe he ſurrendred before the Cannon were 
planted againſt the Walls. | 


Burt he returned for Anſwer, That Monſieur 
Tſſome the French Lieutenant General who 
- cquamanded, was. of the ſame Opinion with 
him- 
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himſelf, and rhe reſt of the Officers ; and thar 
they were reſolved to defend the place to the 
laſt. 


Upon which the Approaches were made, 
and on the Twentieth of Fu!y by break of 
day, a Fort or Ravelin on the Hill was at- 
racked, and our Grenadiets that were ordered” 
for thar purpoſe, marched with grear ſilence * 
inſomuech, that they were nor: diſcovered, tilt 
they were art the foor of the Glacis, where. 
they delivered their Grenad.y's, and wear on- 
to the Palliſado's, entring the Forr, 


. The Enemy perceiving all was Tot, cry:d 
for Quarter, leaving our Men Maſters of it ; 
ſo that chey ſtrongly rerrenched rth-m(elves : 
bur hearine that Baldorich O Donnel was on - 
his March te throw himſelf into G/loway, the. 
Water was bridged over with th2 Tin Boats, 
over which paſſed Six Regim-<ars of our Foot, 
and four Squadrons of Horſe ro oppoſe his 
Artempt : fo that finding he could not effect 
his Deſign, he retreated into rhe Connty of 
M1ys, burning and plundering in his way. 


The taking this Fort fo alarmed the Tovrn, 
thar the Governour defired a Parley, - and: 
leave to ſend ſome Perſons to the General to- 
treat abour Articles of Surrender 3 ſo that 
three of their Lieutenant-Collonels came our, 
and as many of ours entred the Town, by 
way of Hoſtage ; and after ſomedebate ir was 
z2preed, H 4 That 
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"F" Hat the Town ſhould be delivered to 

ſuch Officers as the General ſhould ap- 
pornt ; and in the mean time, Five Hoſt a- 
ges ſhould be ſent for the due performance of 
the Agreement on the Articles 5 and all the 
Outworks of the Town put into the Gene- 
ral's hands, the Enemy forbearing to fortifie 
any thing in the mean time ; and to with- 
draw all their Cannon from the Walls ; but 
that our Men might be permitted to work 
and pot themſelves as they ſaw convenient, 
provided they came not within Three Yards 
of the Wall, or placed any Cannon on the 
Batteries that ſhould be made : And that 
the Garriſon and Townſmen ſhould have the 
benefit cf the Lords Fuſtices Proclamation 
of Indemnity, which gives them their E- 
ſtates and Liberties. And further, that thoſe 
2»ho were defirons to depart, might be con- 
Aufted to Limerick , with their Arms, 
Drums beating, &C. and Six Pieces of Can- 
201 ; 'and have liberty to ſend to Tyrcon- 
nel, and acquaint him with what they had 
done, and itruite him to do the ſame at Li- 
metick,

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And purſuant thereto, they ſent the Lord 
Clanrickard, with Four Officers of Note - as 
Hoſtages, and allowed rwo Perſons ſent from 
the General to'enter the Town; and take an 
Account of the Stores, &c. —= 


The Treaty upon theſe Confiderations co- 
ming to a final Conclufion,: the Garriſon mar- 
ched our on the 26th of Fuly, D* Uſſone the 
French Licurenant-General having leave ro be 
on his way ro Limerick, three hours before the 
reſt | marched our. R = 


On the 28th of Fly, Matrers being ſertled, 
and the place Garritoned, the Army marched 


away, towards Limerick, the only ſtrong place 
rhe Iriſh held | io the Kingdom. | 


Whillt thefe things paſſed, Sir Teague O Re- 
zan delivered up, S!ezo'to Gollonel Micieburn, 
and divers other places of jo conſiderable de- 
fence were {urrendred by others.

. wards Limerick, the Enemy, who were en- 
camped near it, no ſooner perceived the ad- 
vanced Parties, but their Foor entred the 
Town, and their Horſe drew off further. into

And now Tyrconnel finding the Thread he 
had ſpun grown too fine, and ready to break 
in ſunder, .,vexing at the croſneſs.of Afairs, 
felt fick ' and died, as tis reported, of Grief,

Lady Dillon, and a great-many, were wound- 
cd and diſabled from the Service ; fo that ac- 
cording to the report of ſame Delerters, they 
began greatly tro murmur, eipecially the Milti- 
tia, who had been forced thither after the Bat- 
tle of Aghrim, complaining, that their Wives 
and Children in their abſence, were many of 
them in: very great diſtreſs; and upleſs they 
might haye liberty ſpeedily to go and take 
care of them, rhey muſt periſh for want ! 
ſome of them urged the danger the place was 
in, and not likely to make a long refiftance 
againlt ſo powerful an Army, that had all 
manner of Recruits and Supplies at hand, as 
occaſion ſhould require it 3; when on the can» 
rrary, they were ſhur up within Stone Walls, 
and could reaſonably expect none. 


However, to difljpate theſe Diſcontents, ir 
was -cauſled ro be remoured abroad amongſt 
the Citizens and Soldiers , that the French 
were ſpeedily expected with large Succours 3 
but when ir appearcd very -difficult ro. gain 
Credir, that they could be thar way effectu- 
ally relieved, . by reaſon -we had ſeveral Fri- 
gats carrying a confiderable ftrength of Guns, 
and Men upon the. River ro hinder their co- 
ming up that way ; likewiſe a Prevailing and 
Victorious Army in the Field, to obftruct rheir 

|  pute 
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putting in Succours by Land ; it was then to 
quiet the Clamour, promiſed by Monieur 
D' Uſſon, the French Governour , Thar the 
Militia ſhould be diſmiſſed if Snc-cours did 
not come from France within twelve days. 


Bur he failed rhem : or had he intended to 
have ſent them home. the difficulty of gerting 
away would have been very grear, if nor im- 
po:tible, had they nor firſt had leave from the 
General ; for it was apprehended they would 
have rthraſt our a great many uſele(s People to 
ſave their Proviſion, which occaſioned a warch- 
ful eye upon the Pafſes, thar few cond pet 
away without permilſion' 3 yet ſome rhey 
thruſt into an Iſland in the River, being moſt- 


ly Proteitants, where they muſt have ſtarved, 


had not our Men in compaſiton fetched thent 
off. 


During this care, and rhe vigorous carrying 
on of the Siege, further care was likewiſe ra- 
ken for the ſuppreſling the Parties abroad ; 
whereupon 300 Horſe and Dragoons were 
ſent ro re-inforce thoſe that were abroad , 
and bring into ſubje&tion the ſmall Garriſons 
the Enemy yer held our again Their Maje- 
ſties in Kerry, and the neighbouring parts 5 
and fix Pieces of Cannon were likewiſe order- 
ed for that Service ; ſothat upon the approach 
of our Forces, moſt of them firrendret with- 
our oppoſition, and all the Country round a- 
bour became free and open, ſo that the Coun” 


try 
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try People brought in their Proviſions, and o- 
ther Neceſlaries, ro the great refreſhment of 
our Army ; and meaſures were taken for fet- 
ling thaſe parts jn their Obedience, the'Pcople 
appearing cvery-where to be highly pleaſed,as 
now being under a better aſſurance of ſafery 
from plunder, and the furure Inconyeniencies 
of a War, that had waſted almoſt all they 
had 3 ſo thar contrary to the uſuat manner in 
this caſe frequently uſed, rhey were ſa far 
from fiying, for the moſt part, with the little 
ſubſtance they had left, rhat the Villagers, and 
others that had raken Refuge there, mer rheir 
Conquerours with Tears of Joy , and wekeo- 
med them as their Deliverers ; Peace. and 
Reſt being ever moſt ſweer and pleaſant ra 
thoſe, who precipitating themſelves unadyi- 
ſedly into Misforrunes, have had leifure to 
confider their Error 3 and by the ſharp con- 
vincing Arguments of Suffering, have known 
what it is ro be raſh , in undertaking what 
they could not reaſonably expet ro go tho- 
rough with.. againſt the prevailing Arms of a 
powerfut Nation, contending with which hve 
land has always been ſucceſlefs. 


Things being thus ordered, the Out-Par- 
ties, unleſs ſo many as could keep rhe places 
taken in Obedience, returned. ro the Camp, 
carrying thirther ſome Priſoners of Note ; and 


amongſt. others, the Lord Caſtle Conne! was 


brought thirher ; where notwithſtanding the 


advancing of the Seaſon, the Soldiers ſhewed 
much 
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much reſolution and cheerfulneis in. their Un- 


dertaking, to carry on their Works, and ma- 


nage all other Marters for the accompliſhment

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and rhough the. Enemies great G\tns-Gin the 
Walls, 'Caffles, and' Towers gf the Town, 
kept. a continual thundering ; yer the great 
ſhot did nor obſtruct the progreſs they made 
m their advances. 


Qn the 3cth of Augn# Nine Motrars play- 
ed againſt, Limerick, whole Bombs ſer! fire'to 
ſeveral Houſes ; bur the Hame was ſoon ex- 
tinguiſhed. * | Ol 

The nexr day Nine Pieces of Cannon were 
bent upon the Bridge to ruine ir, and hinder 
thereby the Enemies Communicarion with 
their Cai :- And that Night two Morrtars 
more. of eighteen Inches Diameter, were plas 
ced in Battery ; and two Batteries, one of 
Fourteen, and the other of Ten Pieces, all 

wenty four Pounders were finiſhed , and 
lome Deſerters came over, 'who.gave but a 
melancholly Account of the poſture of Aﬀairs 
in the Town, as to their being badly armed, 
and wawſe proviſioned. 


Naw whilſt the Siege went ſucceſsfolly* on, 
upon Advice that a great Party of Rappares

Our Cannon and "REES, continuing to play 
againlt Limerick, the former Dragon thirty 
Yards of the Wall of the Eng/;ſb Town on the 
North-Ea#-tide , diſmountmg: the Enemies 
Cannon, and laying them in Rubbiſh, whilſt 
the latter ſer fire ro-three of their Magazines, 
one of Brandy, and two of Biskets 3 rhe Fire 
laſting till Morning, and doing great damage, 


1o thar ro ſave their other Provicons, they ha- 


{tily removed them to more diſtant places ; 
and their Horſe that encamped along the Ri- 
ver, being removed by the Guns of our Fri- 
gats, encamped between the Town and Kzla- 
(co, that they might be at hand to defend the 
Paſlages 
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Paſſages of the Shannen. And now the Gene | 


ral reſolving the Army ſhould paſs the Shan- 
70n, in order to attack the I1r:;/- Horſe in the 
County of Clare, -and'ro{ireighten the Town 
on thar fide the berter ro coneeal the Deſign, 
a ſhew was made, as if he intended 'to ſhip 
away the heavy Cannon, and'quit'the ſmall 
Caſtles 'and ourward Fortifications ; which the 
Enemy taking for his being abour to raiſe the 
Siege, gave 2 great Shour for Joy. Bur thar 
Night our Men laid the Pontons over the R+ 
ver, abbur a Mile above the Town, 'and ear- 
ly the next Motning the' Royal Regiment-of 
Dragoons, 'with a Detachment of Horſe and 
'Foor, had paſſed over 'undiſcoyered by the 
Enemy : bur as ſoon as Brigadier Clifford 
who lay with four Regiments of Dragoons x0 
guard the paſſage, perceived our Troops had 
gained the Banks, he brought down his Men 
on Foot, their Horſes being ar Graſs ; bur at 
the firſt charge they fell into diforder, and 
from that to open flight. | 


Being purſued by our Men, a great many 
of them were killed, ſome raken Priſoners in 
the flight, moſt of them flung away their 
Arms, and left their Tents, Baggage, Saddles, 
Bridles, and other Accoutrements to be divi- 
ded amongſt our Men, with rwo pieces. of 
+ Cannon, and the Standard of Maxwe!l, 
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The Enemies Horſe that encamped higher 
near Kz/la/oo raking the Alarm, drew our ; 
bur it was only to ger time to take down their 
Tents, and cover their Baggage ; for as ſoon 
as our Troops advanced rowards them, and 
had paſſed the firlt Defile, they haſtily marched 
away in ſome diforder towards the Moun- 
tains. 


On the 1 5th of September, the Lord Ciburn 


-as he was quitting the Trenches, was killed 
with a Cannon Bullet ; and the next day 


Capr. Taaf came over from the Enemy, giving 
an Account, Thar the Town was almolt rui- 
ned with our Bombs and great Guns ; and 
that they had nor above ten days Bread for 
Subſiſtance, the Garriſon not conſiſting of a» 
bove 6006 able Men. 


Whilſt rheſe things were doing, Col. Michel- 
burn marched witha Detachment of his Regi- 
ment, 5o0o of the Militia, 2 Troops of Dra- 
goons, and 6 Field-pieces, encamping at Drum- 
cheifle, and then advancing towards lego, 
which again was in the Enemies hands, bear 
in their Our-Guards, and being joyned by the 
Lord Granard, who a little before had redu- 
ced the Caſtle of Balymonr, that Garriſon ap- 
prehenfive of the danger they were in, capitu- 
lated almoſt upon the ſame Articles that were 
allowed to 0 er including in the Capitu- 
layon the Caſtles of Ballaby, New-Town, and 

i Coſthe- 
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Caſtle-Bourk, which, were to be raken care of, 
provided they futrendred within four hours 
after Sutmmmohs ; ahd'herewpon' the Fort on the 
43th'of Seprenber' was delivered np, and 606 
Mer matched out under 'the Command ' of 
Sir Te#ygue © Regan, ah} left in the place ſix- 
reen 'preces of Catition,' xhd Coll. Miche/barn 
was Cconktirufed Goverttour : And now to re- 
turn again ro Limerick, 


"  Whilk the Siege was yet carried vigorouſly 
'on; rhe Genera? with Lieutenant General Scra- 
'gehmore, being 'on the other fide of rhe Shan- 
03 with 5000 Horſe and Dragoons, 'and a 
propotrionable Derachmenrt of Foot marched 
1nto the Counry of Clare with 12 Field-pieces, 
and feven or'eight days Proviſion, ro oblige 
'the'' Enerntes Horſe ro ' fight, 'or drive them 
further from Limerick ; whereupon they nor 
only avoided coming ro Action, but many of 
' them difperſed and disbanded, fo that their 
'nuntber daily lefſetied. 


Brigadier Leviſon with 250 Horſe and Dra- 
goons, had fallen upon rhe Enemy in Kerry, 
where they were about 3ooo ſtrong, and 

ronted them, killing a great many,” and ta- 
king divers Officers Priſoners 3 by which 
means Their Majefties Forces were entire 
Maſters of the County : So that the General 
being.now on Clare ſide *of Limerick, with a 
ſftrong Body of Horſe, 10 Regiments of Foot, 
and 14 Pieces of Cannon ;' the reſt of rhe 
Army 
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Army remaining under the Duke of Wirtem- 
berg for the Securiry of the Works on the 0- 
ther ſide, on the 22d of September abour Noon, 
our Troops drew up before the Eng!;/h Town, 
though the Enemies Cannon played upon 
them all the while from the Caſtle and ſeveral 
Towers, as alſo the {mall ſhor from the Flan- 
kers and Outworks. 


Abour Four in the Afternoon, rhe General 
ordered a Detachment to attack the Fortr near 
Thomond-Bridge. Whereupon the Enemy ſenr 
rwo great Derachments our of the Town, to 
ſupport and defend thoſe thar were in the 
Fort : bur our Men marched on with ſuch 
Courage and Bravery , that notwithſtanding 
this Re-inforcement, they bore down all be- 
fore them, purſuing with hot execution the 
flying Enemy over the Bridge, and brought 
ſuch a Terrour upon the Ciry, thar Monſieur 
D' Uſſon, the French Governour of Limerick; 
durſt not lower the Draw-Bridge to let in his 
own Men, dreading leaſt ours ſhould enter 
with them 3 fo thar crouding on the Bridge 
in great numbers, our Men by perpetually 
pouring their Vollies of Short amongtt then, 
made a miſerable ſlaughter 3 inſomuch, thar 
from the foor of the Bridge to the Draw- 
_— nothing was to be ſeen bur heaps of 
dead Bodies diſcolouring the River with 
Blood, and Six hundred were computed to 
be killed in this Action, and about One hua- 
dred and thirty taken Priſoners ; amongſt 
whom 
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whom was Coll. Skelton, who being very 


much hurt, died ſoon afrer of his Wounds ; 
and our Men during this hot diſpute, being 


very much expoſed to the fire of the Town, 


were abour Three hundred of them killed and 
wounded, but none of Note. 


This reſolute Enterprize of our Men brought 
ſuch a Terrour upon the Garriſon, that in the 
Afternoon a Parley was beaten round rhe 
Town, and Notice was given, that the Peo- 
ple were very much enraged againſt the 
French Governour for ſuffering ſo many Men 
ro be cur off, by keeping them our of the Ci- 
ty; that they had inſulted, and could hard!y 
be kept from ufing Violence. 


The beating this Parley, was to defire a 
Ceſſation of Firing and cafting in Bombs ; 
which was allowed till Nine the next Morn- 
ing, when the Collonels Sarsfie/d and Wahop 
came out, and defired the Truce might con- 
tinue a day longer, and that they might ſend 
to the 1500 Horſe commanded by Sheldon 
in the County of C/are, ro know , whether 
rhey would be included in the Capirularion, 
which was allowed, and on the 25th of Se- 
ptember Call. Sheldon, and ſome of his Officers 
came to our Camp, and had leave given him 
to go into Limerick, and conſult with the Of- 
ficers in Garriſon ; and the next day Sarsie!d 
and Wahop came out again, and dined with 
the General , and Hoſtages were propoſed - 
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be exchanged, which being concluded on, the 
Lord Cutts, Sir David Collier, Collonel Piper, 
and Collonel Tiffany were {ent by the General ; 
and the Town ſent our the Lords W-jtmearh, 
Trimelſtown, Lowth, and Evagh ; fo that the 
Ceſſation was continued, and the Garrilon 
{ent our their Propoſals ; but rhey were iuch 
as the General could nor approve of ; and 
therefore inſicad of an{wertig then, he ſeur 
in twelve Articles which be would allow ; and 
not to be unready ro jpenak his mind in 5 
ther Language, in calc the Truce ſhould be 
broken by their refuſal, he ordered the Care 
non and Mortars to renam charged on thcir 
Barceries, ready to fire upon the firſt Come 
mand ; which mice the Befi 1eged more roatv- 
nable in the;r Demands : fo that the Commi- 
fioners for the Treaty coming forth again 1ke 
ſame day, had a long Conference with thote 
appointed to treat with them by the Genera), 
and became more muderate. 


A very good proſpect of Accommodation 
preſented ar this time 3 for we had of thcir 
Priſoners taken in the la't Ation, 2 Licure- 
nant-Collonels, 2 Majors, 9 Caprains, 5 Lieu- 
tenants, and 6 Enſigns. And this being likely 
to be a Gencral Treaty for the Settlement of 
the Kingdom, the Lords Juſtices ſet forward 
from Dublin to be atliſting at it, and arrived 
in the Camp the firſt of Ofober, and after 
ſome Conferences with the Commiſſioners on 


tne part of the Garriſen, and their Troops in 
I 2 the 
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the County of Clare, the Articles of Surrender 
of the City of Limerick, and the Caſtles of 
Clare and Roſs, with all other Places and Ca- 
{tes that were at thar time in the hands of the 
Iriſh, were on the Third of Ofober Concluded 
and Agreed on, and Signed by the General 
and Lords Juſtices on the one fide, and by the 
French Governour, and the Perſons depured by 
the Garriſon on the other ; and thereupon a 
Stone Fort, and one of the Gates was pur into 
the General's hands rhe ſame Evening ; and 
rhe next day five of our Regiments marched 
into the Triſþ Town, it being among other 
things agreed, That the French, and ſuch as 
are willing to go beyond the Seas, may con- 
tinue in the Eng/;/p Town and the Illand, till 
they can be tranſported, and Shipping are to 
be got ready for thar purpoſe, 


Abour the time of this Agreement, News 
came, Thar divers French Mcn of War, with 
T ranſporr-Ships, were en the Ccalt, and en- 
deavoured to put into ſome places, though 
very diſtant from Limerick ; bur either not 
well knowing the Harbours, or being feartul, 
as having no certainty of whar had happened, 
they continued cruizing, being {cen ſometimes 
off one place, and ar other rimes off another, 
as being doubrful and uncertain of rheir enter- 
prizing any thing to the end for which rhey 
came 3 as perhaps, having intelligence, that a 
Squadron of our Mcn of War, under the 
Command of Sir Ralph Delaval, was making 
L0- 
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towards Ireland, to prevent any evil defign 
they might have, notwithſtanding the Capitu- 
lation, conſidering on our part, that the French 
Maxim is much the ſame with that of the Oz- 
tomon Port, viz. To confider nothing againſt 
their Intereſt ; bur in the firmeſt Peace to take 
all the advantages of open Hoſtility, where a- 
ny thing offers that may render their Attempts 
ſu cceſsful. Burt whether they ſooner or later 
had an account of what had nappened at Lz- 
merick, and thar with the rendering up that 
important place, all their Meaſures had been 
broken; conſidering in thoſe Articles, the few 
places of no conſiderable ſtrength were in- 
cluded, we determine not 3 bur certainly ſo 
it happened, they attempred nothing worthy 
of note on the Coaſt of that Kingdom, bur 
kepr out at Sca as well as they could. 


Durirg the cruizing of the French, we had 
ar length certain knowledge, that they had 
Notice of what had happened, viz. thar Lt- 
merich had ſubmitted, and with it all thoſe 
Places that yer held our, if in the time limited, 


they, by ſurrendering, took the benefit of the 


Articles agrecd on, which occaſioned a great- 
er ſecurity in them, as to the fear of being at- 
racked by our Men of War ; becauſe in one 
of the Articles it was agreed, thar ſuch of rhe 
Iriſh and French as had a mind to leave the 
Kingdom, and go for France, might ſtay to 
expect a free paſſage thirher, withour inter- 
aprion , and then they more boldly appeared 
1.3 upon 
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upon the Coaſt of Kerry, being diſcerned from 
the Hills and Cliffs, ro be abour 25 Sail of 
Men of War, with fome Fire-ſhips, and 25 
Tranſport-ſhips, and thar it mighr be taken, 
that their Detign in coming at firit, was no 
other than ro carry off the French and Iriſh 
that were unwilling ro ſtay, Monſieur D' V/on, 
the late French Governour, took his frit op- 
portunity, to give Notice of their being there 
ro Major-General Tal/maſh, who had been 
appointed by the General to- Command ar 
Limerick 3 and upon mature deliberarion, it 
being thought more convenient to ſuffer ſuch 
as would tranſport themſelves in French Ships, 
than rruit any of ours in the Enemies Port on 
that Account, ar lait it was agreed, that the 
Tranſport-fl-ips mighr come into the River 
Shannon ; bur the Men of War and Fire-ſhips 
to keep our ar Sea 3 and that thoſe Tranſport- 
ſhips ſhould have liberry totake on Board fuch 
as would freely imbark. 


In the mean while, divers Ir;ſþ Gentle- 
men, and Perſons of Quality, who it was 
by ſome ſuppoſed, would have embraced this 
voluntary Exile ; conſidering, perhaps, how 
the French had infulred them in their own 
Country, and expecting worſe Treatment 
when they ſhould be more abſolutely under 
their Juriſdi&tion, reſolved not to trult their 
kindneſs by leaving their Native Country, but 
rather choſe to rely upon the kindneſs of a 
Generous Prince, whoſe Word in all things 
; is 
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is inviolate, and rhereupon ſpontaniouſly came 
in, and took the Oath of Fideliry ro Their 
Majeities, nor were the Rapparees, who are 
accounted the molt obſtinate of the Irifþ be- 
hind hand in this ; for divers of their Chiefs 
conlidering their Safery depended upon a ſpee- 
dy Submiiſion, thought it their beſt way to 
lay hold of the Grace offercd, leaft ſuch a fa- 
vourable opportunity might for ever be our of 
their power 3 and thereupon reſolving to lay 
hold on it, laid down their Arms, and ſub- 
mitred ro Mercy, cauſing many others of their 
Subalrernates to do the like, and bring in their 
Arms ; inſomuch, that Roads thar a little be- 
fore lay unfrequented by Travellers for fear of 
this rapacious ſort of People, were again tre- 
quented, and thoſe thar had been fo terrible ro 
them, now proved their Guards in many pla- 
ces, to protect rhem againſt ſuch as yer held 
our, by which means the face of things feemed 
wonderfully changed, and a Canntry that a 
little before had been fo: bloody a Scene of 
War, now promiſed , 'and-.gave a large pro- 
ſpect of a durable Peace attendcd with Plenty, 
and a greater advancement by Trade than e- 
ver, in conlideration of a greater aſſurance of 
Security given, eſpecially ro the Proteſtants, 
by the glorious Succeſs of Their Maſjeſties 
Arms, than has been in the former Reigns. 


Alrhough Sarsfield, Sheldon, and others, 
who centered their Fortunes and Intereſt in 
the late King, who had mainly raiſed them 


by 
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by his Favours, expected tro draw after the 
greater part of the Diſciplined Soldiers to be 
diſpoſed of in the Service of the French King, 
as alſo ſome of the Gentry and Nobility ; yer 
they miſſed of their aim. 


Marters being thus brought to a Concluſion 
in the Kingdom of Ireland, care was taken to 
put our Troops into Winter-Quarters, who 
by ſuch extraordinary Enterprizes ſo ſwiftly 
ſucceeding each other, were tomewhat hara(- 
ſed, and required for the recovery of their 
Strength and Health, more Refreſhment and 
Eaſe than the Field could any ways afford 
them, 


And in this ſuch order and care was taken, 
that none ſhould be endamaged in the Quar- 
ters 3 but if any ſuch thing happened by any 
Opprefſion or Unrulineſs.of the: Officers or 
Soldiers, the Party grieved,. upon Complaint 
to thoſe appointed to _infpect and regulate theſe 
Afﬀaics, ſhould haye ipgedy redreſs 


Thar the fears of the Countries abour L:- 
merick might” be at an.eftid, the French and 
Iriſh that reſolved for France, were furthered 
by the Erg/iſh, by way. of Friendly Atiiitance, 
for rheir Embarquemenrs, on ſuch Ships as 
were ordered or allowed to carry them to 
their defired.Ports. 


The 
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The Lords Juſtices received an Account 
on the Firſt of November, from Major-Gene- 
ral Ta/maſh, That the French and Iriſh mar- 
ched our of rhe Engliſh Town on the Firſt of | 
the ſaid Month, and part of them embarqued 
on the French Ships that were permitted tro 
enter the River Shannon, in order to tranſport 
them. 


The General, after rhe many glorious 
Succeſſes that Crowned Their Majeſties 
Arms under his Command in ſo ſhort a 
time, arriving at Dublin, was received feye- 
ral Miles from that City, by a great Body 
of the Gentry on Horſeback ; and approach- 


ing through the loud Shouts and Acclamarions 
of the crouding People, was received at the 
Gates by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen in 
their Formaliries, and highly welcomed, and 
the Ceremony performed upon the occaſion of 
his coming to thar Capiral City, ended witha 
general Joy, and the higheſt marks of Reſpect 
to a Perſon who had been fo ſerviceable to 
the Kingdom. 


His Majefties Birth-Day, and the Anniver- 
 fary of the Pouder-Plor, were likewiſe obſer- 
ved with all imaginable Demonitrations of 
Loyalty, and Marks of Firmneſs to the Pro- 
teltanr Religion. 


Nor 
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Nor were ſome of the Papiſts wanting to 
expreſs their ſatisfaction to ſee the Hero, who 
had been ſo mainly Iaftrumental in reſtoring 
them thar Peace rhey had ſo raihly forfeited ; 
and had leiſure during almoſt a three Years, 
to repent. of the trouble they had given the

However, ſeeing fair Words and Promiles 
could nor gain ir, they reſolved ro reduce ir 
by force, beginning within a day or two after 
their appearance before it, to break ground, 
and run their Trenches, drawing up a Demi- 
culverine, within a Furlong of the Town, 
with which they battered rhe Market-Houle, 
and did ſome damage to other Houſes ; bur 
the Carinon from the Town playing among 
them, did conſiderable Execution ; and to 
hinder their nearer Approach,the Beſieged ſal- 
lied, and beat them our of their "Trenches, 
killing abour Two hundred Men, amongſt 
whom was the French General Mamorz, and 
others of Note, with little loſs on our fide, 
and of Nore, only Lieutenant Mac Phedry was 
killed. 

The Beſiegers finding this way little availed

And now to do their Work more effectu- 
ally, they placed rwo Mortar-pieces, and threw 
* in divers Bombs, which did tome damage to 
the Houſes and People, whereupon the Be- 
fieged fallied, and killed ſeveral of rhe Enemy 
at Penburn-Hill, loſing only two of their own 
and eighteen wounded. The fame day a 
Shot from the Town, broke and diſmounted 
one of their Pieces on the Barrery, and killed 
the Gunner, whereupon they drew a Trench 
-a-crols Findmil-hill , from the Bog to the 
River, and there raiſed another Battery, ti- 
ning the Hedge wich Dragoons-; bur ar the 
ſame rime the Befieged fallied in a conſidera: 
ble number, and dividing one part, made 
them Maſters of rhe Trenches and advantage 
ous Ground, killing about Two hundred 
whilft the other Party beat the Dragoon

' a incs of an old Houſe, and retired Ws 
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Town cautious how- he truſted them any | 
more. E-- 

The Befiegers by this time grown weary 
of continual Duty, and the danger they were 
expoſed ro, drew off their main Body, and 
"| encamped on a Hill abour rwo Miles from 
the Town, yer left it entirely beſieged, 

On the Fourth of Fune, a Squadron of Vo- 
luntier Horſemen, who promiſed upon Oarh 
to do grear things, ſupported by a Detache- 
menr of Foot, made an Atracque upon the 
Windmil-work, reſolving to force the Line, 
coming on with loud Shours and Huzza's ; 
bur were fruſtrated in their Enterprize, be- 
ing bear off with conſiderable loſs, Four hun- 
dred of them were accounted to be killed ; 
and to ſecure their Retrear , the Foor car- 
14 ried Faggors at their Backs, and thoſe that 

had none, hoiſed the dead Bodies, and car- 
_ them away on their Backs to, dead the 
ane. 
On the part of the Beſfieged the loſs was 
very inconſiderable, only Capr. Butler preſſing 
roo eagerly after the Enemy was taken Prifo- 
ner, and a few killed by a great Shot cotning 
over the River. 


Theſe ſeveral Defeats and Diſappointments 
of taking a place they before had thought fo 
caſe, thar the French General upon the firſt 
' . View, ſwore he could beat down the Walls 
3 with'Pot-guns, ſo enraged the Enemy, thar 
| they were reſolved to make all the effort 
I - 4naginable, and the next Night played Bombs, 
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ſome of them 273 pounds, which broke up 
the Streets, beat down ſeveral Houles, and 
killed divers Perſons ; which occationed ſome 
Conſternarion, and the more, when their Stores 
of Proviſion began ro fail, and Famine to 
encreaſe, fo that they needs muſt have been 
diſheartned, had they nor been encouraged by 
the diſcovery of thirty Sail of Ships in the 
Lough, which were ſent to their Succour 
from Eng/and, under the Command of Ma- 
jor-General Kzrk, with Provifion, Men, and 
Ammunition ; but the River being chained 
up with a floating Boom a-crols ir, and Bar- 
teries of the Enemy on the Bank, he could not 
only for ſeyeral days get up, bur had much 
ado to have Communication by Lerrer ; yer 
the hope of Rclicf ſo near at hand, kept up 
the Spirits of the beſieged, and encouraged 
them tro a vigorous defence, though many 
died daily for want, 

Monfieur de Roſen, the French Marſhal, by 
this time arrived in the Enemies Camp, and 
underſtanding the little progreſs they had 
made in carrying-on the Siege, fell a ſwearing, 
By the Belly of God, he would not only demoliſh 
the Town, but bury the Beſieged in their own 

. Ruins. Bur upon the Arracques he made, 
found no better Succeſs than the reſt : and 
the Lord Clancarty, who they ſaid was deſti- 
ned by an.old Prophecy to rake the Town, 
making an Artracque, and being bear off with 
orcat loſs, Lieutenant-General Hamilton, who 
had 'falftified his Truſt to King 1/lliam, and 
reyolted to the Enemy, upon his being ſenr 
| _ from 
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from England to pacifie Matters in the begin- 
ning, came to make large Offers, but was 
rejected by the Beſfieged with Indignation 
nor was Roſen's Promiles and Threats regard- 
ed : whereupon he pitched upon a French 
Politick, imagining that would infallibly do, 
viz. he cauſed all the miſerable Protettamts 
to be gathered our of the Countries round a- 
bout, and driven halt naked ard ftaryed there 
ro periſh, if the Belieged refuſed ro ſuccour 
them , whoſe Wants, though they pierced 
| their Hearts, having very ſlender Proviſion in 
the Town, they could not relieye, and there- 
fore kept rhe Gates ſhur againſt them, yer fi- 
ring among the Enemies Party that drove 
them, four or five of them fell dead with the 
Shot : and now there being ſeyeral Priſoners 
in the Town, who had ſeveral Relations of 
Note and Command in the Enemies Camp, 
the Governour, and the reſt, cauſed a Gal- 
lows to be ſer up in the ſight of the Enemy, 
threatning to hang the Priſoners thereon, if 
thoſe miſerable People were not ſuffered to 
return to their Habitations, yer leave given 
them to write to their Friends, tro know what-. + 
they would do on their behalf : Roſen return= © 
ed them no Anſwer ; bur Hamilton returned.” 
them a ſlight one : however, this Stratagem - 
prevailed, and the People were permitted to 
return : which proved advantageous to the 
Garriſon : for amongſt them Five or Six hun- 
dred poor Starvelings were ſhuffled our, and 
ſome able Bodies raken in. 
Another Stratagem they had to ſhoot Let- 
X ters 
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ters into the Town in the dead Shell' of 
Bomb, zz. not filled with Pouder, as imagi 
ning the Governourgand other Superiour Of 
ficers kepr their Propoſals from the Soldiers 
bur this enraged them the more, and it wa 
made Death ſo much as to diſcourſe of a fur 
render. About the Thirtieth of Fune, Majc 
Baker died ; yet the Defence continued as vi 
gorous as ever, and divers Sallies were made 
though the Garriſon through Famine, Diſeaſe 
and Loſs was lefſened near one half, and rhe 
Famine increaſed ſo faſt, that Horſe-fleſh wa 
fold for Eighteen-pence the Pound, and but 
little of that to be had : A Quarter of a Dog 
thar fed upon the dead Iriſh, ar Five Shillings 
and 6 d, his Head at Half-a-Crown, a Car ar 
45. 6 d. Rats, Mice, Tallow, Greves, and 
all noyſome things that could be poftibl 
eaten, proportionably 3 ſo that in the wholc 


Town there was but Nine lean Horſes left 


and 4 Pint of Meal, and a little Tallow ro 
each Man, when Providence ſo ordered, 
whilſt they were at their Devotions, News 
came, thar Ships were making their way up 
the River ; which to their great Joy and Com: 
fort proved true : for Major-General Kr 
having Notice that the Town could hold out 
no longer, ordered rhe Mout-Foy and Phu- 
nix, and Mount-Foy guarded by the Dart- 
mouth, to force their way at any hazard, 
which they did through the Showers of rhe 
Enemies Shor, and found the Boom broke ; 
one of them however ſtruck upon a ſhelve, 
yet the Stock of her Guns ſer her free again, 
a 


J and they came ſafe to the "Town, bringing 

f Life ro a dying People : which the Enemy 

J perceiving, thought ir to no purpoſe of ſtaying 
longer before ir , leaft they ſhould receive 
worſe diſgrace, bur in ſome confuſion raiſed 
their Camp, firing Culmore, and divers other 
Places in their Retrear, breaking for haſt ſome 
of their grear Guns 3 and had a Party of the 
Innkiling-Men, and ſome of the Gariſon up- 
on their Rear, who cur off, or took Priſoners 
the Straglers, with ſome Booty 3 the former 
having before defeated Lieutenant- General 
Macarty, they likewiſe threw about rwelye 
Carr load of Arms into the River for want of 
Carriages to bear them off; and loſt before 
the Town in a Siege of one hundred and five 
Days, for ſo long ir laſted, between 18 and 
19000 Men,and among them too of their beft 
Officers. 

i And now pardon me, Reader, for inſiſting 
fo long upon this particular, which I conld 
nor lightly paſs over, fince ( if we conſider 
the Weakneſs of the Place, few of the Men 
that defended trained up in War, the Scar- 
City it endured, and rhe time ir held our a- 
gainſt a powerful Army, backed by almoſt a 
whole Kingdom) it may very well compare 
with the moſt famous Seige that ever was 
mentioned in Hiſtory. 

Major-General K:rk ſoon after theſe Suc- 
cours got in, came to London-Derry, and was 
received with all the Demonſtrations of Joy 
a People in fo ruinous a Condition, could be- 

JF ftow ; and having viewed the Walls and _— 
INCA 
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rifications, bleſſed himſelf ro think, thar ſudfſh ;& 
ſlight Works could ever have been detendedfh je 
fo long againſt ſuch an Army. 

Things in London-Derry being ſettled as well 
as the ſhortneſs of time would permit, it was 
_ . agreed, That Mr. Walker ſhould go for Eng- 

land, and preſent his Majeſty with an Addrels 
in his own, and the Names of the principat 
Perſons that had been in the Town during the 
Siege ; where he was very graciouſly rece 
ved, and his Majeity, as a Mark of his Fa- 
vour, for the ſignal Services he-had done him, 
ordered him 5000 Pound, and 3 Promiſe © 
his further Regard/ Whilſt this Siege laſted, 
the Innzkilling-Meh and others of the Prote- 
ſtant Party abroad were not idle, bur a De- 
rachm-nt of 600 Men were ſent under rhef,,. 
Command of Collonel Szewarr, got into the 
Iſle of Inch ; and hearing the Tr;ſþ had Fort 
fied themſelves in Tuly, he ſent a commanded 
Parry of fixry Muſquetters, and beat them our, Lf | 
when more Forces coming to him, he and o- 1a, 
ther Commanders raiſed ſome ſmall Forrifi- 
cations in the Iſland, and there ſuccoured a fhya: 
great many Proteſtants who fled from the E- 1 
nemy with rheir Cattle and Subſtance, and Ie, 
others that had been ſtriped of all, and came hx 
naked ; bearing divers Parties of the Ir:ſÞ that þ 
attempred to force him from his ſtrength; and HI 
the Duke of Berwick being ſent this way with Ky 
1500 Horſe, attempted to farce Ralfamulin, We 
where a {mall Party of -onr. Men quartered ; 
bur having timely riorfte., gerting to their © 
Arms, and Barrocading tlie Streer, the Ene- 
my, 
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my, after a ſharp Diſpute, drew off with the 
Ml ofs of 240 Men ; and on our part only 
car jeutenant Coningham, and a few private Soul- 
liers, and a Lieutenant wounded : Howeyer, 
ery defirous to bring theſe Parts into Subje- 
ion, nothing was omitted that Threats or 
\lurements could effect ; but neither of them 
prevailed againſt rhe ſteadfaſt Loyalry of the

UF Ithappened that the Lord Ga/moy being a- 
I, broad with a:Party, rook Captain Dzxic Pri- 
oner by ſurprize in his Father's Houſe, which 
ouſe he ſer on fire, and with him- broughr 
away Cornet Charlton : but hearing one Brian 
Mac Kinghor Mac Gurrie, a Captain of the 
I7ſþb Army, had been taken by our Men, and 
as Priſoner ar Cran, he ſent to the Governor 
> of the Caſtle, to offer Caprain Dixie in Ex- 
” change, vowing upon his Honour, ſo ſoon as 
urrie came, Dixie ſhould be ſent chem : This 
as well accepred, and Gurr:e was ſent, bur 
almoy thereupon ordered the two Young 
entlemen to be rryed by a Council of War, 
Ir receiving a Commiſſion from England ; 
nd being ſentenced, had orders to prepare to 
ye the next day, bur in the mean time great 
Kadeavours were uſed, and Promiſes made 
of Life and Preferment, if they would 
m Papiſts, and adhere ro King Fames. -Bur 
ey generouſly rejectcd the- Otfer, and pre- 
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ferred their Religion before the ſaving there 
Lives : and alchough Mac Gurrie interceededF 
mainly for -them, and reproached rhe Lord! 
Galmoy with the Stain of his Honour after his 
ſolemn Promiſe in Writing ; yet he would 
hear nothing on their behalf, bur cauſed them 
to be hanged upon one Rufſe/'s Sign -Poſt, 
whilſt he made merry there; and nor content 
with their Lives, he ordered their Heads to 
be cur off, and rofſed ro the Souldiers to play 
at Foot-ball with, which when they had mil- 
uſed for a rime, he cauſed to be ſer up on the 
Market-Croſs at Belturbet. 
This made, I ſay, the reſt more cauteousf 
to truſt their Mercy; whereupon the French 
General Ro/ne, reſolure ro Subdue them, cameſ-®! 
within the fhor of their Cannon ro encourage} 
the Souldiers that were gathering '-in thoſe 
parts againſt them, but a Shor had ſpoiled 
his Undertaking, had it not fallen a little roo 
ſhorr, yer ir beat up the Stones, which wound- 
ed him in the Leg, and his Horſe in the Bo-P 
dy, and killed two Troopers, inſomuch, that 
frighred with this Diſaſter, he gave over the 
Atrempr : Bur greater Actions than theſe ar-f 
rended the Fate of Ireland ; the Engliſh Army 
ſo long expected was embarqued, and cameff 
on with a fair Wind, being diſcovered ſome 
Leagues ar Sea, by the longing People who 
watched for it on the Shore, and proclained its 
Arrival by their loud Shours and Acclamariong 
of Joy : And on the 13th of Augu#, 16896 
Duke Schombergh, who commanded the For+- 
ces, landed at Carickfurgus ; and after a ſhorrF*

enquiry into the State of the Kingdom, he 
dnt rwo Regiments ro Belfaft ; and having 
-d&freſhed himſelf, and that parr of rhe Army

make both the. Prince and his People formidable to all ſuch, 
as perhaps would otherwiſe be watching Opportunities, and 
forming projects to moleſt and injure them. All are afraid-of 
a ſharp Sword, eſpecially when they ſee-it, drawn in the Hand 
of 'one that; knows how to. uſe it, JOEY 2 
He that reads the ancient Hiſtories of this Kingdom, will ſoon 
find how conſiderable a figure the Kings of bs ve made 
inthis quarter. of the World, - To ſpeak: in Scripture Phraſe 
{ Ezra 4- 20.) There have been mighty Kings over us, who have 
ruled in ſeveral Countries beyond the River, and Toll. and Tribute and 
Cuſtom was paid unto them.. Mighty and fierce Kings, who carried 
their Arms beyond Seas, and managed their Warlike rug at 
Fes with Honour to themſelves, and Advantage to their Peo- 
ple 3 
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ple; conquering and triumphing where and when they pleaſed. 
Nay they themſelves ſought out work for their Swords, and cut 
their way through the greateſt oppoſition to foreign Trophies. 
Our Alliance was then courted by all our Neighbours; and 
happy were they, whom we vouchfafed to ſmile upon. But thoſe 
days are long ſince paſt ; and for thoſe ſeveral Reigns it had been 
happy for us if we could have been quiet at home, and compoſed 
our inteſtine Differences: Our Princes of late having come ſo 
far ſhort of the Glory of their famous Anceſtors as if they had 
not ſprung from. their race, Though now and then even in the 
midſt of oor Confuſions and National Quarrels the Martial Spi- 
Tit has rouzed it ſelf and appeared, and given ſome little EC- 
ſays of what the Enghſh might do again, had they a Com- 
mander anſwerable to their Courage, and worthy to engage 
them in-thoſe Heroick attempts, by which they formerly won 
ſo many Lawrels. But yet perhaps it may ſeem to our Neigh- 
bours no little piece of our. Happineſs , that we of late have 
lived ſo quiet, had fo gracious an interval from thoſe publick 


Troubles that have exerciſed both their Valour and Patience. 


Our late Civil War' indeed, let ont a, great deal of that Proud 
Blood, that might have ſince made us Quarrelſom and Conten- 
Tious with our Neighbours; thovugh in the mean while we e- 
Terniz'd our Infamy in the moſt unlucky contentions. It was 
without all doubt and diſpute the Deſigns and Treachery of 
the Popiſh Party here, and their Correſpondents and Abetters 
abroad, that drew that War upon us, and involved the Nation 
in Broils and Blood. Since that was ended, we have had little 
Fighting Work (till this laſt Year) but what-we were put upon 
by ſuch as were more our Enemies than they we fought with- 
al. Nay we have had but too many and too viſible demonſtra- 
tions, that the Papiſts, 'whoſe intereſt in this Nation was in- 
tended to be weakened and cruſhed by the Civil War, (things 
having gone otherwiſe, than they who laid the Scene foreſaw,) 
have in reality and truth gain'd conſiderable ground upon us 
thereby ; as if the Story of Antexs had been really true ; how- 
ever they have let us ſee the Moral of it verified to our Coſt and 
Sorrow. ' For when we thought our ſelves compleatly happy, 
even to envy, by the Reſtauration of the Royal Family, 'with 
our former Laws and Government, we were inſeaſibly falling 

| into 
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into the moſt dangerous unhappineſs imaginable, For indeed 
fo powerful was the Popiſh Party at Court ; fo ſly, ſubtil and 
treacherous to take us at all advantages, that our Peace and 
outward Quiet gave them but the fairer opportunities and hopes 
of enſaaring us into greater difficulties, and: more inextricable 
vexations. To them we- may juſtly and. without any breach 
of Charity, attribute our manifold Diviſions, and mutual Jea- 
louſies. 4 Whiſperer ſeparateth chief Friends, as the Wiſe 
man remarks; and the worſt of Whiſperers and Makebates 
have thoſe Men been amongſt the Proteſtants; who had never 
been thus irreconcilably at variance about things of ſo {lender 
Moment and Conſideration, had there not great Art and Policy 
_ been uſed to inſtill the Principles of Diviſion into all Parties,. 
and fix them into their very . Natures. But we know who uſe 
Divide & impera for a Motto. s 
It is not my deſign to rip up the ſeveral advances the Po- 
Piſh Intereſt made under Charles the Second; nor tounrayel all 
the Villanies of that FaCltion under the auſpicious ( but unſuc- 
cesful ) Influences of the Popiſh Succeſſor. Ir is enough for my 
urpoſe to obſerve, that thoſe People were in the greateſt hopes 
imaginable of gaining every point they deſired, and thus by 
degrees reducing the whole Nation: to a greater Slavery, than 
ever the Spaniards in Eighty eight dreamed of, though thoſe 
have the repute 'of the ſevereſt Maſters in the World at leaſt 
had ſo, before Lewis XIV. became the Boutefu- of Europe, By 
right and wrong, by fair means and foul, by Flatteries and: Me- 
naces, by every method that the Devil or his eldeſt (I ſhould: 
Fay hus moſt docible )) Scholars the Jeſuits, could invent to work: 
upon Men's AﬀeCtions, they endeavoured to decoy. us to our 
ruin; to decoy us ( I ſay ) and make us further our own ruin: 
and deſtruction, becauſe their ſtrength was not to be rely*'d on 
to-deal with. us., as the Catholick French ſerved.the Proteſtants, 
. How terribly the Foundations of our Government were ſhaken: 
.at home, and with. what Vigor thoſe unjuſt Aſſaults upon our All 
have been ſeconded from abroad,. ſince their Mines miſcarried, 
. and, blew up without effefting what they intended for, we. all 
are ſenſible enough : And. how. ſeaſonable our deliverance was 
from thoſe great and threatning dangers, that then almoſt difpi- 
rited- us, all that have any ſenſe of ſo precious a Mercy, ( the- 
More precious, for not being conſigned to us in. blood ) _ 
need

needs'to the glory of God, and his :ipraife, whom Gott vouchafed

I know ſome difaffeted Spirits 'envy and' matign his Majeſtic's 
Honour, and ſet themſelves to depreciate all he has ( under-God) 
done'for us, and will hardly /allow the late Revolution the name 
of a Deliverance; of ſuch 1 would" only demand a ſolution of 
this ſhort Queſtion, Whether” we are not now in a ſtate/and 
condition mach.preferable to that, wherein the late King left 
us at 'his Abdication? And whether the Nation be not in'a 
fairer way for regaining it's former happineſs 'and glory, than 
it ever was under the late King,/ conſidering the ftrange'projets 
that were then on foot, and the Hepgal and arbitrary Methods, 
that were taken to effect them ? 'T am ſure no man can anſiver 
wn the negative, unleſs he be conſcious to himfelf, that he is-one 
of thoſe, that hinder the ſettlement-of the Nation, \and would 
rejoyce'to fee us enſlaved to tlie moſt barbarous 'of Patrons, 
It is true the Nation is not yet fully ſethed ; there are a com- 
pany of diſingenuous and diſſatisfied 'Spirits amongft us, 'whoſe 
buſineſs it is to hinderevery thing from/ moving as it ought to 
do, that moves not npon- their ewn hinge: Men that woul4l 
never be perſuaded of the fatal \confequences of an Irruptt- 
on of Popery- ; nor wifl yet be:convinced-by the ſtrongeſt Lo- 
xick, but that it is unlawful eo ſubmit toany Government, be- 
cauſe it was the Royal Will and Pleaſure of the late King to 
abdicate his Office, and leave 'vs to Anarchy and Confufion.

whoſe tidy it'is, 2nd indefatigable endeavour; $5 retiie Erer 


thing to- it's juſt-order; that was diſtempeted in the 1a Retpny 
=nd who has atrcady made conſiderable progrels in this great RE- 
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fair, and might have made a much, greater by. this time, had 
ſome People been as Loyal, as they ſhould bez. nay had they 
ſtood to their diſtinguiſhing Character . of Paſſive Obedience. 
But it is the greateſt Injuſtice in the World to accuſe our Prince 
for not making us as happy as we would be, when we orr ſelves 
obſtru&t the Methods of our own growing Felicity. It muſt 
be confeſſed our Deliverance is nor yet. ſo perfe&ed, but that 
there remains juſt cauſe for doubts and fears : But I have ofc 
heard it urged by Divines as good and ſound Doftrin, That 
men muſt contribute to their own welfare, or elſe they in vain 
expect the Bleſſing of God. Were the whole Nation as unani- 
mous and loyal, as it ſhould be ; nay were all thet call them- 
ſelves Proteſtants, ſo ( for it is impoſlible co bring in the Pſey- 
do-Catholicks ) we ſhould ſoon be rid of whatever now ſeems 
our greateſt grievance. ' For what fears need Ezgland at Unity 
with it ſelf be ſubject to? And as for thoſe large; Taxes and 
pecuniary Contributions, that at . preſent lie. {o heavy on 
us, they would ſoon- be at an end, when the cauſe ceaſes, that 
requires them. We are unhappily plunged 'into a War ; but 
this, as a leſs evil, was to be choſen before the other miſchieſs 
our Enemies deſigned us. Upon the good ſucceſs of this War 
depends our proſperity for many years; if we miſcarry and 
France prevail, we are in a fair proſpect. of being: ngdone ; 
for I queſtion not but the whole Nation would be put under 
Military Execution ; he that was ſo cruel and barbarougs to Ca- 
tholicks, cannot ſpare Hereticks. But now how ſhould we ho 
for good ſucceſs in our foreign Attempts, vnleſs we. bs cn 
and willing to aſſiſt his Majeſty in our own detence 

The main and principal deſign of thoſe Papers ( though ſe- 
veral other things are glanced and touched at) is to reconcile 
the Natior to thoſe; Expences, that now ſeem ſo neceſſary for 
the management of the War, - People would be happy in a 
free Trade, in. ſecyrity of their Religion, in an caſie and gen« 
tle Government z Ou pet when they ſee an Enemy ready to rob 
us of all thoſe, nay of all that is near and dear tous, ſome. 
us are not aſhamed to grudg his Majeſty a little Mony to-pro- 
tet and defend us withal: As if the ordinary Revenues of the 


Crown were ſufficient for fo extraordinary an; occaſion. His 


Majelty is none of thoſe, that call for. unueceſſary Supplies : 


We all ſee how. valt a charge he has been at upon our ACFOURES 3 
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the Work has proſpered pretty wel} nnder his hands hitherto, 
and we may therefore conceive good hopes, that the reſt, which 
yet remains and is behind, will by his prudent and induſtrious 
management do ſo too: Bur yet as there 1s a great deal to be 
done © before'all the malicious Projefts of our Enemies be over- 
thrown, andonr Security be eſtabliſhed upon a dnrable founda- 
tion; ſoit ſeems unreaſonable to think of carrying on ſo great 
a Work without great Disburſments. He that withes a Tower, 
ſhould firſt compute the Coſt and Charge of building ir : And 
to what purpoſe ſhould we wiſh for Peace, Security and an im- 
pregnable Safety, if we will be at no charge to procure them ? 
We might as well have ſuffered and been ruined at firſt, as only 
to be reſpited a while, and made to taſte the ſweers of a De- 
liverance, and then deſtroyed, 

But becauſe I ſee thoſe Payments ſtick: fo in ſome People's 
Stomachs; I*-think 'it will be well worth the while, if we pro- 
duce ſome particular Arguments to ſatisfie us in this point, and 

rſuade thoſe, that will liſten to Reaſon, not- only of the equi- 
tableneſs, but the neceſſity of them, And the Arguments that I 
ſhall make uſe of, may be 'drawn from ſuch Topicks as theſe 
that follow. | 
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T. Unleſs we liberally contribute towards the Expence of the 
preſent War, we can hope for no Peace, Happineſs, nor Security ; 
the carrying on the Work, as now begun, againſt our Enemies, 
being the only. way Cin all human proſpect) to ſecure us againſt 
their Attemps, and ſettte ns upon a foundation of Quiet, France 
was once an underling Nation,expoſed on all ſides to thoſe Incon- 
veniences and dreadful Miſeries, with which it now has gathered 
the Conrage and Confidence to threaten others. Whilſt ſub. 
divided into many little Principalities, and canton'd into little 
Dukedoms and Earldoms, the Kings had work enough at home 
to uphold their Majeſty againit ſo many. Antagoniſts, as were 
ever and anon bearding them, and wraſtling with them for the 
Sceptre. Long indeed it ſtrugled with it's Fate, till Heaven 
was pleaſed ſo far to compaſſionate it's ſufferiags, as to vnite 
the whole Nation under one head: Since which, though now 
and then the Throne has been ſhrewdly ſhaken by inteſtine 

broils and Factions, yet 'it 'has never felt thoſe horrid Convul- 
fins of State, that before it was ſubjet to, ' So-that of late, 
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what by the Policy of their Princes, the Induſtry- of their Mi- 
niſters of State, the Subtilty and Inſinuations of the People, 
( who were deſignedly ſcattered here and there all over Ewrope, 
to promote their great Maſter's ambitions Ends, and to be 
ready, when the Child was come to the Birth, . to aſſiſt and help 
it into the World ) and what by the open aſſiſtance of ſome 
of their Neighbours, ( who have ſince been well requited for 
their Kinda? and the underhand Leagues and Praftices of 
others, and the ſupine Negligence and ftupid inadvertency of 
the reſt ; what by thoſe Methods ( I ſay ) and ſome lucky hits 
and propitious aſpetts that ſmiled upon the Genius of that Na- 
tion, the Power of France has bzen reckoned ( and not much 
amiſs ) the moſt formidable in all Zxrope. Whilſt our Swords 
were ſheathed in one anothers Bowels in the late Civil Wars, and 
have for the moſt part ſince been worn more for ornament than 
uſe, theirs were imployed in cutting out a, way for their Glory 
in Germany and Flanders : Mazarine,who laid the original Projects 
of the preſent greatneſs of France, was then catechiling his 
Pupil, and inſpiring him with that Ambition, that has juſtly 
rendred him infamous and .odious by thoſe, Methods he uſed 
to raiſe his Fame and Glory. .' The keeping up ſo many ſtand- 
ing Forces, and thus continually exerciſing them in the prafti 
cal part of War, has made them by long experience as com- 
pleat Souldiers ( to ſay the leaſt) as any in Chriſtendom, not 
excepting even the Poles and Germans, France is a Country both 
populous and plenteous, affords Soldiers. enough for their. Kings 
to do what they will withal.. And though it is true,.: the  pre- 
ſent King has much damaified his Nation, ( more than ever 
he thought of, I believe; ) by theſe imparallel'd Severities, or 
Barbarities rather, againſt the Proteſtants ; yet the Country 
though depopulated and deſolate almoſt in ſeveral places, and 
miſerable etiough quite throughout, , is not ſo exhauſted, as ſome 
fancy : Witneſs thoſe vaſt Armies on foot, and thoſe Forces im- 
ployed this laſt Summer both by Sea and Land againſt England, 
Ireland, Holland, Germany, Savoy and Spain ; , all which Coun- 
tries the proud Semnacherib ſet at defiance, and thereby ſhewed 
how little he feared that conjunction of Arms, that from every 
varter threatned him. And this his confidence proceeded moſtly 
om the conſideration of his own ſtrength, more than the ' 
weakneſs of his Enemies, the meaneſt of which was not con- 
= * temptible 
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temptible. "Indeed his Nation is abundantly harraſed by: 


thoſe unjuſt and unneceſſary Quarrels, and has little ſatis- 
faction in thoſe late and new Attempts ; becauſe to be ſure 
they bear 'the burden for the preſent, and can never hope 
for any happy iflve of thoſe Injurious and Bloody enterpri- 
zes, in which the Chriſtian Turk has now engaged all his 
Dependants, But yet as things now ſtand in Farce, I look 
upon the People as ſo deſperate under the power of this Ty- 
rant, that they are ready for any thing he can command 
' them to. For (1F,) their Trade is to all intents and purpo- 

- ſes quite tvlined, every thing of French Growth and Manifatture 
being abſolutely prohibited both in Ezgland and Holland, the 
- preatelt (and indeed the only conſiderable) Trading Nations 
In the World. Nor do I ſee, how that Plenty that is now at 
fo low at Ebb there, can ever flow again to any height under 
this Prince”, till -he has cut: it ont ſome new Canale with his 
Sword, His Pride imiakes him diſdain to move his Neighbours 
for a Peace ; and ſhould © his Proud Stomach come down to do 
it, he would (as I gueſs,) only be Lavgh'd at, and not much 
better for his Pains For who will ever truſt him, or eater.in- 
To any League and Alliance with him, that knows his Perfidious 
Humour, 'and how weak the Bond of every Covenant and Oath 


Ts with him > Lewis 14th, being really the Sampſov, whom no- 


thing can hold any longer than he pleaſes. Inſtances of his 
Treachery and Perjuty are ſo numerous and frequent, that all 
Eu#0pe has long rung with his Abilities in that kind,. to his Ho» 
wot be'it-Tpoken 3 fo that there is no need to mention parti- 
evlars. Bot now his People being thas reduced to extream Po- 
verty ahd Miſery, what will they not do in hopes of eaſe, and 


their former Plemy ? If they Conquer, their Maſter becomes. 


Lord of Erope ; and if this will not give them ez, nothing 


will: Tf it be their Fortune to be overcome, they cannot be. 


Tuck worſe than than they . now are 3. they can but fall under 


the power of ſome Arbitrary and Mercileſs Huff; ſome Tartar: 


or Canibal, or wild T»dian, like their preſent Maſter : In a 
word, they can be but what they already are, Slaves and Beg- 
gars, Nor indeed cat: they ſuffer fo much from any body elle, 
23 from him; there fot being (thanks be to God,). any.Prince 
of this ſide of the World, o ſo ſavage and inhumane a Tem- 
yer. And perhaps they may fall into the Hands of _ 

h gentle. 
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gentle and moderate Hero, who may treat them as Friends, and 
'uſe them as Chriſtians ; and that would be an happy change 
for them. However things go, they need not fear falling ouc 
of the Frying-Pan into the Fire. So that though both the King 
and People of France are reſolute to run the risk of bringing 
the Arms of all Exrope about their Ears; yet it is evident it is 
upon different Principles; he out of Ambitious Malice ard Vain= 
glorious Madneſs; they out of Hopes to better their Circum- 
ſtances, however ſquares go. (24.) As their Trade is ſunk, de- 
cayed and ruin'd, ſo the Eſtates they otherways have, are ſuf- 
ficiemly oppreſſed and ſqueezed for the maintenance of thoſe 
unreaſonable Qnarrels; the Taxes and Impoſitions not only 
being very high, but they that have Plate being forced to 
bring it in for the King's Uſe. The Confiſcation of the Pro- 
reſtants Goods, could not but amount to a vaſt Sum, and fill a 
great many Coffers ; but what is got on the Devil's Back, will 
g0 away under his Belly ; all is ſpent, and more muſt be had.. 
There are no more Proteſtants of Eſtates that he can gripe 
and grind to get a Farthing more ; the Merchants have no: 
Trade to advance his Cuſtoms ; ſo that the burden of all lies 
npon the poor Country : which renders the common People, 
and even thoſe of the better ſort, deſperate enough, as well 
as miſerable, Nor is there any way to ſave one quarter of the 
little that remains of their Eſtates, after all thoſe Extortions- 
and ExaCtions, but by giving the King the other Three, that 
he may puſh forward his bufineſs at once, and get the better, 
if he can, and thus eaſe them of thoſe Burdens they nof?! ſo- 
lamentably groan- under.. Though in my opinion, they 
have little grounds to hope for any great good from him ; 
(let every thing fall ont as he would have it,) that has e-- 
yer treatzd his Enemies like Dogs, and his Friends like 
Slaves. | 
All which being ſo, the French ſo reſolute, their King having 
brought almoſt an inevitable neceſſity upon himſelf and his- 
Subjects, of managing a War againſt all his Neighbours, it is 
impoſſible for ns to be quiet, unleſs we-be as reſolute and for-- 
ward as they,. The French King has drawn upon us,. and in-- 
volved us in the ſame neceſſity of defending our:{clves, as him- 
lf of aſſaulting us. Things arc grown to that paſs, that: 
Frauce. and England cannot ſtand long thus ; tadeed the happi- 
- neſts. 
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neſſes ſeem. at preſent inconſiſtent ; if Lewis make his People 
happy-, it muſt be by our Ruin ; nor can we, or any of our 
Allies be happy, however have no Aſſurance of our Felicity, no 
Security, no laſting Peace, till that Proud and Arrogant Mo- 
nzrch be in ſome meaſure, humbled : And this all the Confe- 
derates ſee and find by experience, every one for their own 
parts. France is now at its grand Criſis, and if it prevail 0- 
ver one of us, it is in ſo much the fairer way for ſerving its 
ends of the reſt ; for the plain truth is, the felicity and quiet 
of Exrope depends upon the proſpect of the downfall of the 
French exceſſive Pride and Greatneſs, God forbid any of the 
Confederate Princes ſhould deſire to deſtroy that Nation, or 
ſhould entertain the leaſt thought of Retaliating the Miſery 
upon it, that their King has cauſleſly inflicted upon ſuch Parts 
of his Neighbours Rights, as Providence, (for Reaſons beſt 
known to it ſelf, ) has ſuffered to fall into his Hands ; but yet 
in this, I hope they are all of a mind, that it is neceſſary to op- 
roſe themſelves to the inſolent Greatneſs and Pride of the 
French , and that for their common Peace ; and wreſt the 
Sword out of the Hand of ſuch a Furioſo, as can find no bet- 
ter employment for it, than the <ffuſion of Chriſtian Blood, 
Lewis 14th, has juſtly by his Baſe and Unchriſtian Prattices, 
brought upon himſelf and his Nation the Odium of all Europe, 
and it's Curſes too ; all which cannot fail of bringing down 
ſomething more than ordinary Vengeance at the laſt : And we 
may juſtly hope, the time is near, when that Curſe ſhall take 
place, ( Hab. 2. 7,8.) Shall they not riſe up ſuddenly that ſhall bite 
thee, and awake that ſhall vex tee, and thou ſhalt be for Booties un- 
to them? Becauſe theu haſt ſpoiled many Nations, all the remnant of 
the People fhall ſpoil thee ;, becauſe of Mens Blood, and for the vio- 
lence of the Land, of the City, and of all that dwell therein, And 
that- the work may be cut ſhort, it behoves us to affiſt. Our 
concern lies at ſtake 3 no Peace and Safety in proſpect, whilſt 
things continue as they now do; but continual Troubles and 
Vexations, and Gharge and Moleſtation. France is an Enemy 
ſtrong enough to be a Plague to all its Neighbours, (as it has 
been of late) till we by plain force make the 2fonſrerrs feel 
the ſharpneſs of our Swords, and thus let out part of that 
Hot and Frantick Blood, that now make them ſo extravagantly 
inſolent and unpeaceable. And as the calming the Courage of 

YM his 
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his moſt Unchriſtian Majeſty is the beſt way to ſecure our Nas 
tion in Peace, and deliver us from the fears of all foreign: 
Wars and Troubles; ſo it is likewiſe the only rational and 
feaſable Method to eſtabliſh the Government - in itſelf ; there 
being at -preſent no Parties or Faftions amongſt us, Enemies 
to the Government, or ſorry for the long wiſhed for Union of 
Proteſtants, but ſuch as depend upon the power of Fraxce. TI he 
Papiſts have ever by all Judicious Perſons , been counted the 
moſt dangerous Faction in England, more eſpecially becauſe of 
their acknowledgment of a foreign Power and ſuperiour Au- 
thority,. which it is like enough they would call in to their Af- 
ſiſtance, if they had opportunity ; which foreign Power is the 
Pope; or rather it was he ; for of late his Unholineſs has loſt that 
Malicious knack cf ſetting Princes together by the Ears, having 
now adays little power to ſuccour any ; and therefore his In- 
tereſt is little regarded-, nor. his - Alliance much courted. But 
the foreign Power on which the Papiſts now depend, and have 
done for theſe feyeral Years, is the French; at whoſe Uſurpa- 
tions in Jrelard, they heartily rejoycedz. and. at whoſe coming 
upon our Coaſts this Summer with their Fleet, they were rea- 
dy to leap out of their Skins for Joy ; till for their indecent 
Mirth and traiterous exultations, ſo many of them leaped out 
of their Houſes and Liberties into the Jails, as they well de- 
ſerved. Theſe (and their Friends in Maſquerade amongſt us, ) 
are the People that obſtruct the defired Union, Peace, and 
Concord among{t us both in Church and State. And the main 
confidence they have of gaining by our Animoſities and Dit- 
ferences, Is grounded upon their hopes. of being conſiderably 
recompenſed by the French for their Labour and ſecret Service; 
and thus by degrees bring us into a worſe than eZpyptian Bon- 
dage and gubjection. It has been the great Monſrenr's way, if 
he found any SubjeCts diſaffetted to their Government, to en- 
courage them to Rebel and Revolt; witneſs his Sicilian and 
Hungarian Intreagues; and it were well if we had not inſtances 
of this nature nearer home. The French Gold has of late done far 
more miſchief here , than the Popes. Bulls; and (1 am afraid) 
abſolved more People from their Oath of: Allegiance to. their 
; preſentMajeſties, and animated them to Treaſon and Rebellion. 
But  were' the, power of Frazce once cruſhed, thoſe People would 
haye no Crutch to lean on, under the pretence of Lame Legs, 
and 
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"a1d"lamer Conſciences; but muſt be forced to go upright in 
their Obedience to the Government, as well as we : They would 
leave Flotting, if they could hope for no Hands from Abroad 
to take their parts, and excute their Deſigns. Treaſon lan- 
guiſhes and dies, when it wants the hopes of Power to ſuc- 
'cour and help it ont. The Papiſts would never have plotted 
at Home againſt Q. El;zubeth, had they not been mightily en- 
couraged from Spain; nor againſt K, James I, had they not ho- 
ped for aid and ſiccour from the other ſide of the Water, And 


what was it that ſet them on work again fo lately here, bur. 


the French Deſigns and Encouragements ? The beſt way to re- 
duce the Papiſts to Loyalty and good Nature, is to cut off their 
commerce with our Enemies ; and the way to do that effettnal- 
ly, is to put one Enemy out of the wicked capacity of abetting 
and aſſiſting another : Thus may they both perhaps in time, 
become our Friends; however the band of mutual dependence 
being once broken , they are both more eaſily dealt withal. 
Perhaps if the Papiſts here were once under the ſo much de- 
ſired and admired Government of the French, they would not 
have much fairer Quarter, than thoſe Germans, who are never 
a whit the gentler dealt withal, for being of the French King's 
Religion ; (or perhaps the. true reaſon why they are ſo inhu- 
manly abuſed is, becauſe they are of ſome Religion , when he 
is of none.) Perhaps they might be rewarded as the Meſſineſes, 
or as Turin and his Proteſtants, who kept him in the Throne 
againſt all the attempts of the Prince of Conde and his powerful 
Faftion. But all is loſt, that is put into a riven Diſh. And 
I heartily wiſh we had all the French Proteſtants here, in lieu 
of our Engliſh Papiſts. But this I ſay, the way to ſecure our 
Peace both at Home and Abroad, is to pull down the Pride 
of him, that threatens us Abroad , and undernfines us at 
Home, 

And thus we ſee the neceſlity of the preſent War, in order 
to our future Peace, Quiet and Security. Now becauſe ſo great 
a War cannot be managed to any-purpoſe, without a great power 
of Men ; nor thoſe maintained without proportionable aids of 
Mony ; it hence follows , that if we deſire Peace and Safety 
afterwards, we muſt ſubſcribe and contribute for it now'; and 
the more liberally and generovſly we do'that now, the leſs ſhall 
we have to do afterwards, | JUTs ON $65 
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II. Why ſhould not we be at leaſt as ready to contribute for the 
carrying on ſo neceſſary a War for our own P*ace and Happineſs, 
as our Enemies (who are harraſled even to ruin almoſt by continual 
Levies and Contributions) for our Deſtruftion ? If we would have 
Peace,we mult pay for it ; and how great ſoeyer the Price of it be, we 
may afford. to give as much for our Liberties and Properties, as the 
French to take them from ns. The French indeed have as little reaſon 
to brag of,or pride themſelves in their Maſter's greatneſs, as ever any 
People had, ſeeing it is raiſed upon the Ruins of his own Country. He 
has indeed ever (till of late) aCted vpdn the offenſive part, but ſure- 
ly has been the moſt unlucky Warriour that ever pretended to 
draw Sword; his Wars having been ſo far from bearing their own 
Charge, that the whole Nation is undone with contributing to their 
Maintenance, He never had better. Armies than now , nor leſs 
to maintain them with : The Charge of continually Paying Two 
Hundred Thouſand Soldiers and Seamen is vaſt, and will unbowel 
the biggeſt bellied Bags, though his Pay be not extraordinary. The 
Trade is ſunk there ; for the Engliſh and Dutch who fetched away 
the greateſt part of their Commodities, and were the beſt Chap- 
men , by- a ſeaſonable piece of prudence have prohibited thoſe 
Goods, by which he got the greateſt part of his Revenues, and 
his People the main of their ordinary Maintenance; this was 
well cut off, or otherwiſe he might have in a-great meaſure main- 
tained the War againſt us with our own Money. And conſequent- 
ly, the Nation being far leſs Populous and Wealthy (lince the ex- 
pulſion of the Proteſtants) the Ioad of maintaining the War muſt 
lie heavy and grievous upon thoſe of his own Subjects that are ſtill 
able to Contribute, Continual Levies, Contributions and Taxes, 
are no mean Grievances ; yet all theſe are ſubmitted to in hopes 
of finding their Accounts afterwards in thoſe Disburſments. Now 
unleſs we oppoſe their Fury and Violence, and endeavour to re- 


* preſs their Inſcience, what Nation in the World can we imagine 


will become more miſerable than England? Can we fancy we can 
ever enjoy even the ſhadow of Felicity, if the French be ſuffered to 
brave us every Year, as they have done this laſt > And if this 
Braggadocio humour of theirs have put us into ſo many Frights, 
and occaſioned ſo much diſturbance amongſt us, what an Hell muſt 
it be to lie at their Mercy? And yet almoſt the whole Country is 
in Arms to elevate it's Maſter's inglorious Name above the Clouds z 
no Induſtry is omitted, no Stratagem unattempted, no Stone left 


unturn'd to undo us, no Labour ſpared, nor Charge neither z open 
| (S Force, 
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Force, and private promiſes moſt diligently uſed; nay, the Devil 
himſelf is Conjured up, and ſent amonglt us, the Devil of Mam- 
mon, one that is always more ſucceſsful , and can enumerate more 
Victories, than Aars or Pallas, having often conquered where the 
greateſt Heroes have been ſoundly deaten. [ncluf2m Danaen turris 
ahenca, &c. We are (under the Providence of God,) as ſafe by the* 
Walt of the Sea, that begirds us, as if the Frier had immured us 
in Brazen Citadels ; bat yer this French Gold finds a way, or makes 
one, and flows in upon us, and ſubdues us ; though it is probable, 
they that have to do with Lewis, and receive his Gifts, will gain 
as little at the long run, as they that deal with the Devil : both 
fawn and flatter for a while, but DeſtruCtion is the deſign and end. 
It is by ſome Hiſtorians obſerved, that. Philip of Macedon got more 
by Bribery and Preſents, than he could ever have hoped from his 
Sword ; and in this he gave the hint, and ſet the Copy for Lewis 14, 
whoſe Piſtols make no report, but yet do us more harm, than ever 
he can have the vanity to think all the Thunder of his heavieſt 
Canon can do us.So that what with the expence of keeping ſo many 
Thouſands of Men in Arms and continual Pay, and what with the 
expence of Bribing the Servants of his Enemies , and maintaining 
Factions and Heats amongſt them, the account muſt needs ariſe to 
a prodigious Total, He has long (as itis ſuppoſed) been prepared 
for this Engliſþ and Dutch War ; has train'd up Seamen, and kept 
them in Pay for this purpoſe ſeveral Years; for this was the wav 
to be ſerved to purpoſe, and be really ſtrong upon occaſion : but 
we know he has no Fund anſwerable to ſuch vaſt outgoings, The 
Spirits of Building and Miſſing have had large power over him 
His Preſents to the Grand Seignor and his Viſiers and Baſſa's have 
been many and coſtly ; Teckley too has had his ſhare of French Ma- 
ney z all this for advancing the intereſt of his ſworn Brother at 
the Port, and keeping the Germans low and buſy. Caxdinal Furſtem- 
burg's buſineſs coſt a good round Sum, though to no purpoſe ; and 
no little Treaſure was ſpent at the laſt Ele&tion of the Pope, in 
Bribing "the Conclave (though unſucceſsfully) to eſpouſe his Intereſt, 
and further his ends. I wiſh he had never angled in England with 
his Golden Hooks ; but it is ſure enough we have had plenty of 
them. But that which has been the greateſt charge of all to him, 
is yet behind : The ſeverity of his Government has occaſioned ſo 
many Malecontents in his own Kingdom, and ſo full of ſuſpicions 
and jealouſies has he ever been, leſt his People ſhould ſtruggle for 
Liberty from his Iron Yoke, and vindicate themſelyes from his 
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Tyranny, that he as been neceſſitated all along to keep up ſtanding 
Forces in times of his greateſt Peace ; (if he may be ſaid to have 
ever enjoyed any Peace, whoſe Reign has been a continued Scene 
of Turmoils and Quarrels, and Rapine and Blood ;) nay , more by 
three parts than his Anceſtors, who did the greateſt exploits, ever 
had in their Muſter Rolls in times of War, This was charge no 
gueſtion ; but it had been leſs, had he only kept them for his own 
ſecurity : but the Charge was unmeaſurably enhanſed, when he 
employed them abroad. No coſt was ſpared to make his Artempts 
ſucceſsful, nor any charge too great to ſecure what he had thus un- 
juſtly rifled from his Neighbours. Incredible Sums have gone to the 
Fortifying his new Conqueſts, and making his Cities and Caſtles 
impregnable ; though when he had done all he could, he was for- 
ced to abandon moſt of them, and throw away good Money after 
bad, in demoliſhing what he had been at ſo vaſt expence to ſecure. 
All his Treaſure and Incomes being waſted in thoſe vain and ac- 
curſed Projects, in doing and undoing ſo much unneceſſary work, 
he fell long ago to prey upon the Eſtates of his SubjeQs; and ra- 
ther than not be maintained in his wicked Extravagances, he flies, 
Vulture like , to ſpoil the Church. Strange ways of Spending, 
muſt have ſtrange ways of Repairs and Supplies. So that the 
vaſt load of the maintenance of the preſent Wars, that inviron 
him on all ſides, (he being a Second 1ſhmacl, whoſe hand was 4- 
gainſt every Man, and every Mans hand againſt him,) muſt now 
lie upon the Country, and be ſapplied by way of Taxes and new 
Contributions, And with thoſe the People are abundantly op- 
preſſed , being forced to gratify an Ambitious and Blood-thirſty 
Tyrant in his moſt unreaſonable and extravagant Demands for 
the injuring and deſtroying his quiet and loving harmleſs Neigh- 
bours. If they therefore be forced to contribute ſo laviſhly, to 
enable their Maſter to undo us ; well may we comply with the 
juſt and equitable deſires of a kind and indulgent Father of his 
Country, when he demands thoſe Supplies of us only for enabling 
him to defend and protect and cover. vs from the worſt of all E- 
- nemles, except that Apoſtate Spirit'of Darkneſs, who prompted 
this Monſter of Mankind to ſuch unprattiſed and inconceivable 
Villanies. If the French beſtow almoſt their whole Eſtates upon 
their. Maſter, in hopes to be repaid out of ours, (at New-Ne- 
_ .vermaſs,) I haye better hopes, we may well-part with a fourth or 
fitth part of ours, to ſecure the whole, had we neither Liberty, 
nor Lives, nor Religion (which - a good Chriſtian is dcarer than 
2 all 
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all befides,) to put into the Scale to make our concerns more 
weighty, and balance our Expences, 


III. The Country has not been burdened with any Contribu- 
tions of this nature this ſeveral Years, till juſt of late; and there- 
fore may the more contentedly ſubmit to them. We all know 
very well, that for Ten Years together, there was not one Peny 
laid by the Parliament upon Land by way of Aſſeſſment ; the ordi- 
nary Impoſitions ſpon Goods,. with the Exciſe upon Liquors, and 
the Hearth-Mony , defrayed all the Charges , and ſupplied all 
the neceſſary occaſions of the Crown; Land going Scotfree, and 
paid nothing. Nay his Majeſty has parted with a conſiderable 
Branch of his Revenue, when he let go the Hearth-Mony, which 
brought in Yearly ſo vaſt a Supply to the Treaſury. By which 
generous Aft he ſhews ns, how loath he is to burden his People 
any further than needs muſt, or abſolute neceſſity requires. But 
now when the neceſſities of the Crown call for freſh Supplies, no- 
thing can be more reaſonable, than that we ſhould chearfully al- 
low them ; eſpecially having lived ſo eafily , and with ſo little 
Charge of late. Had we indeed been harraſſed and oppreſſed 
for the laſt Ten Years, as the French have been, we ſhould have. 
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more colour and reaſon to grudge the large Supplies that are now 


called for ; but yet Neceſlity has no Law , and we ſhould ſtill be 
forced either to give them, or fare worſe for our Refuſal, But 
now having been ſpared ſo long, we have little reaſon to complain 
or murmur, though the preſent Contributions lie ſomething heavy 
upon us. I know leiſurely Payments are commonly accounted 
leſs burdenſom, though much larger, than thoſe that we are for- 
ced to contribute to once or twice for all : But yet as I think 
there never was ( however in this laſt Age ) more occaſion for 
ſpeedy and plentiful Contributions, ſo all things cofſidered, and 
this eſpecially, that we have been at little or no Charge this great 
while upon thoſe acccounts, we ought both patiently and gladly 
for our own convenience to joyn in them, and ſubmit to them, 
The Landlord that hath purſed ſo much of late, may very well 
disburſe a little more than ordinary upon ſo extraordinary an'oc- 
caſion , where their All lies at ſtake; and the niggardly Supplies 
ſome would allow, are only like to continue (and fo in a ſmall 
while enhanſe and augment) the Charge, rather than alleviate or 
abate it. It is commonly ſuppoſed upon Computation, that King 


Charles the Second had between the Years Sixty and Eighty, - 
muc 
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much Mony granted and paid, as all Exglard is worth z; the Taxes 
were almoſt continual, one treading upon the heels of another z and 
yet few repined at all this, though the Mony did us as much good 
as if we had thrown ic into the Sea: Why then ſhould it be thought 
ſo extraordinary a matter, for the half of one years Revenue and 
Income to be paid in| two or three years; eſpecially when the Oc- 
caſions are ſa importunate and preſſing > I know indeed ſome Fa- 
milies may be in ſo 1ll and low circumſtances, that they will be 
ſore ſtrained and ill able to part. with ſo much in ſo ſhort a time; 
It. is confeſſed the burden will lie heavy upon middle Fortunes z but 
I queſtion not, but ſuch have made a conſiderable advantage of 
the late eaſe and reſpite they have had ; and therefoce it 1s no In- 
Juſtice to deſire them to refund part of their former Profit at this 


extraordinary juncture, 


IV. Eſpecially confidering, though the liberal Supplies, which are 
now ſo abſolutely neceſſary may for the preſent ſeem grievous and 
* burdenſome ; yet the ſucceſs and amendment of our Trade, as well 
as our Peace and Security, depending upon this War, not to give 
them, would ſhew us uncharitable and wanting to our ſelves and 
our own good ; and the ready granting them will ( in all probabt- 
lity ) advance us ſo much the mare e're long ; we ſhall find within 
a while find our Accounts ſufficiently in thoſe disburſements. It is 
true Liberality, as well as Frugality, never to ſpend what may be 
honeſtly and ſafely ſpared, nor ſpare what ought to be freely and 
generouſly ſpent. We are now engaged in an expenſive War, which 
' has been gradually approaching us this many and many a year. 
' The French have made long preparation for it, becauſe they de- 
ſigned it ; and that 1s the reaſon they are now ſo well able to 
manage it. ,Our Princes were deſirous to keep us in ignorance of 
this, to cover this intended blow from us, and hoodwink us, or lull 
us aſllcep-in a ſupine Security, that we ſhould not perceive ir, till it 
ſhonld come ; I do not ſay they abetted the miſchief that was in- 
tended us. And this makes the Nation ſo unprepared to receive 
the Aſſaults, that are now made upon us by the ravenous Ambition 
of our potent Enemies. But yet (thanks be to God) it is not too 
late for us to prepare; Nay the ſhort warning we have had, has 
given them a pretty Eſſay of what treatment they might have ex- 
pected for their perfidious dealings with us, had we bnt had a lit- 
tle more notice of their deſigns. They have ( for all their Bra- 
yadoes ) little reaſon to boaſt of their exploits this Summer z and [ 

| hope 
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liope will have good reaſon to repent of their malicious Adven-- 


tures. before the next be half over. Some miſchief they have 
done us, but not the tithe of what the Frenchified Facobj:es ( in 
order to diſhearten the Country, and make People averſe to new 
Contributions, ) would perſuade us. But the advances we have 
made this year under his ſacred Majeſty's happy Condu&t have 

en very conſiderable and remarkable, But yet as long as France 
continues an Enemy, and ſo potent an one as it now is, we can 


never hope for a free Trade, no more than we can be aſſured of 


a ſtable Peace or Security ; and yet unleſs we have a free Trade 
and be ſecure, I cannot ſee how the bad and dead Times we ſo com- 
plain of, ſhould ever amend or revive, or the Country riſe to it's 
former Wealth and Intereſt, At preſent things are but in a du- 
bious poſture, and it is ſome Peoples Maſter-piece of wicked Po- 
licy and Ingenuity to infuſe worſe Thoughts and Conceptions of 
them into their Neighbours, than are conſiſtent with the happineſs 


we already enjoy, and the glimps of that greater Felicity, we , 
hope to be Maſters of within a while under his preſent Majeſty. 


Bur the truth is, we have been ſo long under the influence and 


aſcendent of that Tyrant, who has juſtly obtained the Name of 


the great Troubler of the World, and is now unjuſtly our profeſ- 
fd and declared Enemy, that though we are in part delivered and 


emancipated, yet we ſcarce know whether weare or no; and there: 


are a party of Yob*'s Comforters amongſt us, that would diſcourage 
us, and make ns believe we are as deep in the mire as ever ; and 
this they do to obſtruct and impede our proceedings, and hinder 
us from aſſerting the Engliſh Liberties to that height, that moved 
his preſent Majeſty to undertake our cauſe and expoſe his ſacred 
Perſon to ſo many dangers in our juſt quarrel, But the only way 


to make us happy,as we are a Nation, mult be for us oo joyn unani-- 


moulſly and couragiouſly with our Head in making our way to that 
Trade and Security by the Sword, which we formerly had without 
it. Lewis XIV has now forced us to draw it, and; he will force us 
ro keep it drawn as long as he pleaſes, unleſs we can wreſt his out 
of his Hand, We may thank him for the Expences we have been 
at of latez and the only way to put an end to them, is to;puſh 
home our buſineſs at once, and go ts neem with our Work. 
If we linger and hang back, we both diſcourage and affright our 
felves,and' he too gains'an opportunity to undo vs: for the World 
has had littie experience yet (though it has known him above 
this fifty years) of any great Clemency or Mercy he hath had, when 


iy 
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It. has been within the ſweep of his venemous tail to do miſchief. 
We muſt hope for no peace nor ſafety, as long he buſtles and ſwag- 
gers and heCtors in Exrope at this rate, Arrila the great and furious 
King of the Huns was by many entitled the Rod and Scourge of 
God for the barbarous ſeverities he uſed in /raly and elſewhere z 
but how ſmall a Red was he in compariſon of Lewis XIV > Who 
may not ſo properly be called a Rod cr Scourge, as a Scorpion. 
But when God has done _with thoſe Inſtruments, wlerewith he 
chaſtiſes others, he uſually throws them in the Fire, ' And we hope 
therefore this fury has almoſt done his worſt, and muſt within awhile 
be afflicted himſelf for furthering and taking delight in the Aftlicti- 
ons and Preſſures of his Neighbours. Our only confidence (next to 
the Mercy of God) of future quiet, and the other happineſles that 
are attendants thereon, ſprings and ariſes from this proſpect, that 
if we exert our Forces againſt him and ſhew our ſelves men, as we 
may and ovght, we ſhall be able to win and raviſh it from him, 
whether he will or no. It 1s a lazy temper for Men to wiſh and 
would, that which they will be at no charge to obtain, The only 
way of leſſening and ſhortning the charge of the War, is for us to 
put his Majeſty into a Capacity of righting us and our Cauſe againſt 
him that is the aggreſſor, and making a good end of it, as ſoon as 
he can, Peace and Security are the Nurſes of Plenty, Wealth and 
Honour 3 but an obſtrution of Trade as naturally impoveriſhes 
a Nation, as an Atrophy leads to a Pthiſis. And therefore though 
we may be forced to buy our Peace and Security at ſuch a rate, as 
ſeems now dear and high, yet when we come to have our ends ſer- 
ved by it, we ſhall find and ſee the reemburſements will make an 
ample amends, and pay us the beſt intereſt for our mony. I know 
not what any Man can propoſe to himſelf, that wonld have the 
French to domineer over us and abuſe us, as they have done of 
late ; unleſs he would have us imitate the Geroeſe, who for de- 
fending themſelves from the unjuſt Arms of his moſt Unchriſtian 
Majeſty, were forced to ſubmit, and trot to Parjs and beg the De- 
viPs pardon for being in the right and reſiſting wrong, If we are 
ſo enamoured uf the French Yoke, why do we not let him in at once, 
and thus ſee if we can oblige him to Friendſhip 2 1f we have a mind 
to be Slaves and Vaſlals and to try whether he wil make us ſuch or 
no; let us declare for him, and do him ſome Service that may me- 
Tit our acceptance, and admit us to that honour. But I am afraid 
the moſt of ns know him too well to truſt him any longer than we 
need care whether we truſt him or no. It is an ordinary. ſaying a- 
| mong 
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mong the Turks as well as Papiſts, That Faith us not to be kept with 
Hereticks or People of another Profeſſion : But we all know that the 
Blade of whom we are ſpeaking ſo far ſcorns to be a Slave to his 
Word, that he keeps his Word and Faith with no body, no not 
with thoſe of his own Profeſſion. But if we really deteſt and ab- 
hor the rigorous and- mercileſs Severities, the oppreſſion and inex- 
cuſable Tyranny, with which he ſtudies to wear out the patience 
of his own People; let us ſhew our Deteſtation and Abhorrence 
by a ſtout vindicating our ſelves-from that yoke he is bringing or 
our Necks : Let us ſhew our ſelves Engliſhmen, ſuch as have a ſenſe 
of their Liberties, and Properties and Honours, ſuch as uſed to 
triumph o're France, and not to truckle toit. ( 1 Sam. 4. 9.) Be 
ftrong and quit your ſelves like Men, O ye Engliſh, that ye be nor Ser- 
wants to the French, as they have been to you; quit your ſelves like men 
"and fight. Never let it be ſaid, that we were too covetous, and 
would not buy the Peace and ſecurity of an Age for half a years 
purchaſe, but ſlipt our market till the price roſe, and ten times as 
much would not acquire it. ( Prov. 10. 4. ) He becometh poor that 
dealeth with a ſlack, hand. If we loiter and divide our ſupplies, we 
perhaps ſhall not only encreaſe the charge, . but when the Kingdom 
is lower, and our ſtock far worſe exhauſted, than it can be by thoſe 
Payments, be juſt where we were, if not worſe. { Prov. 11. 24. ) 
There is that ſcattereth and yet increaſeth ; and there is that withholdeth 
more than is meet, but it tendeth to Poverty, No People in the World 
now adays more happy than the Dutch, who in an odd end of the 
World and ſunken Country between two of the worſt Enemies in 
Nature, the Sea ard the King of France, are grown rich to Admi- 
ration and Envy ; and yet who are (or indeed can be ) ſubject to 
more Impoſitions and ExaCtions than they > Nevertheleſs they 
are opulent and plenteous in their Fortunes, and indeed keep the 
Caſh of Europe. It is a fooliſh as well as a fordid ſaving, that oc- 
caſions a larger effuſion afterwards: Like thoſe Monks, that for 
want of one Groat in paying a Fine to the King, were forced to 
pay ſeveral Hundred of Marks afterwards s and right enough ſer- 
ved they were. If we open not our Purſes now, I wiſh it be not 
too late to open them when we would, and would compound for 
our ſafety with a greater ſum. There is a critical opportunity for 
_ - every thing ; and our time for making Ergland happy or miſerable 
for ſeveral Generations ſeems to be now ; it is in vain to ſave and 
ſpare what will (and muſt ) have a going ſooner or later; and we 


may much better lay out our Mony for our own Peace and Securi- 
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ty to purchaſe our Safety withal, than be forced ts compound 
with our Enemies for it; who if ever they have us at advantage 
w1ll look ſo big upon the point, that all the Wealth within the 
four Seas will be too mean a Preſent to ranſom our Liberties and 


' Religion withal : The King of France's little Finger being thicker 


than the Loins of any Prince that ever weilded the Erngl;h Scepter 
fince William the Congueror, to this preſent day. I can never retlect 


- apon King John's baſe and impiqus offer of this Kingdom to A4:- 


ramumalim, but with the greateſt Horror and Indignation imagina- 
ble. Nor can we fall into the hands of Lewis XIV. without as 
dreadful conſequences ; no Turk uling his vileſt Slaves worſe than 
he does his loyal Subjefts. And therefore (in my opinion ) it 
ſtands us in hand to keep out of his clutches, if we can; and if 
a large Aſſeſsment or two will do it, he-deſerves a worſe Maſter 


_ (and there is but one worſe, and he not on this ſide Hell neither) that 


refuſes, We knoiv what vaſt ſums ſome of our Kings in the days 
of yore have got from their Subjects for nothing. When Henry 24, 
died, helefta Treaſure of nine hundred thouſand pound to his 
Son; a vaſt ſum for thoſe times, and worth five or ſix millions of 
our Mony at the loweſt reckoning. Which Lion-hearted Son of his 
( Richard 1ft ) not only fpent all that, but when he was taken Pri- 
ſoner in his return from the Holy War, (as was then called ) was 
forced to compound'with 'the Emperor and the Duke of Auſtria for 
his Liberty at the rate of an hundred and fifry thouſand Marks ; 
which Ranſom was exaCted of the Country ; and though it were a 
prodigious Sum, thoſe days confidered, yet the People little mur- 
mured at it, Hoe ghar Price was none of the beſt, nor his Go- 
vernment the moſt eaſie. 'Nay afterwards, the Archbiſhop of Car- 
terbuyy, who was his Treaſorer or Collector, made it appear upon 
account, that within the*term of 'two years he'had levied of the 
Kingdom for the Kings nfe eleven hundred thouſand Marks ; an in- 
credible Sum, conſidering the ſhortneſs of the time, the King's 
Ranſom being paid but juſt before,” And yet all theſe vaſt Sums with 
Yrs) others {and the'tota? of his oiyn Annual Revenues) were con- 

med'in teri yeats'time ;*rtic Kingdom after fo vaſt an effuſion of 
Gdltrfot being'any way in the teaft one ſingle farthing advantaged ; 
nor indeed being: from the very firſt in any proſpect of being ſo. 


What ought we'not to give for the Security and Peace of the whole 


7dom > Tfie' People then made large Contributiqns, becauſe it 


Was'the Kitg'SMind and Humor to go a gaſcomading in the Popes 


frels ; King William requires thoſe Contributions of us, becauſe 
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he has a mind to protect and defend his own Kingdoms,now endan- 
gcr'd by a Popiſh Faction, and an Atheiſtical Tyrant, from the in+- 
{olent Aſſaulrs of all that would diſturb our peace and quiet. The 
cauſes compared, I think we have at lcalt as good jreaſon to contri- 
bute as they had. -W 


V. We have all the Security his Majeſty can poſlibly give us, that . 
our Mony ſhall be truly and faithfully employed to thoſe neceſſary 
uſes, for which it is given, and no other. In ſupplying his neceſli- 
ties we ſerve and ſupply our own, becauſe he manazeth no ſeparate 
Intereſt from the Country, as ſome of our Princes have doxe. Mony 
is the Sinews of War; but his preſent Majeſty has no occaſions to- 
ſpend our Mony and thus enervate the Country ; he has none of 
thoſe vain ways to waſte what we give him, that have made ſome 
Princes that we know of, poor. He has no Penſioners nor Syco- 
phants ; no Paraſites nor Flatterers; no She-Leeches, no Children: 
to raiſe to Honors and Eſtates at our coſt, It is well enough known, 
that before his Majeſty accepted of this Crown, he was one of the 
richeſt Princes in Exrope, and could. have disburſed more Mony of his 
on than be that commands the J1ndies... But all this for our good.-is 
quite exhauſted. He came. to-an ; empty Exchequer, and a poor 
Crown, which is the moſt uncaſie, wear.in the, World. . Father Pere 
and his Brethren took care of our Mony,. whatever they. did of 
our Souls; the ane was ſooner conyerted to their uſe, than the other 
to their Religion and conſequently aþetter prize with them; .Nor 
muſt we think, -that the. little Mony ,e have given. has born the - 
charge of the War : - His Majeſty,has ſpent all he had amongſt. us, 
and deſires not 46.be optic becanle be bas no occaſion for Mo- 
ny. but what is common to him and. his People. Now we know how 
the Mony, that he has already had of us is difpoſed of. His Majeſty 
diſcains not to condeſcend below his,qwn, Honour and:Grandeur.to 
give a juſt and perfect. account to hisSubjets bow he has ordexed ir. 
' The Accounts. were made. up and laid beiore, the honourable Houſe 
of Commons forthe plenpry ſatisfaction of the whole, World.ig; this. 
particular, What we give. his. Majeſty. he beſtows at the bell Kean 
in providing for our defence, not for his own pleaſure or humor : 
He is none of thoſe that are bewitched with the Charms of:an.oqu-- 
lent Fortune, or dazled with the Luſtre of, a:Crojn, and thergunon 
fall to Luxury and glorious Eafe, and: progrels we. 'Kingd 
round for an expenſive Recreation. . He delights not 1n ſaiely : 
ſumpruous Palaces, nor conſumes his Revenues in ereCting or adorn- 

; ing 
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ing ſuch. He has none of thoſe State Tools, that were ſo largely 
-bribed of late for ſecret Service ; for why ? he can have his buſineſs 
done by better Inſtruments and more honourable Hands. He has 
none of thoſe coſtly Monſienrs or Madamoiſels about him. that 
ſome have had, to pick his Pockets and run away with half a Sub- 
ſidy. Effeminacy , Laxury and Gallantry (the ſummum bonum of 
ſome Princes) are the leaſt part of his concern ; no Prince in the 
World of his rank beſtowing leſs of his Time or Coin that way z 
and therefore we find he loves the Camp better than the Theatre, 
and encourages Soldiers more than. Players. He is none of thoie 
Popiſh Bigots, to maintain a conſcienceleſs Crew of hungerſtarved 
Sacrificers, till himſelf fall a Sacrifice to their Guile and Malice. 
No, no; our Mony (thanks be to God ) is better imployed now, 
and to wiſer purpoſes. And for Officers, that are imployed in the 
receiving and husbanding and expending his Treaſure,to his Honor 
be it ſpoken, who has made ſo prudent a choice, and to their Credit 
and Praiſe be it ſpoken too, who are ſo faithful to their Truſt ; no 
Prince was ever furniſhed with .a ſtock of honeſter, The greater 
ſtil] is our Security, that our Contributions ſhall not be embezil'd 
and ſquandred away to no-purpoſe, but the raiting a few jprivate 
Families ; but be laid out to the beſt ends, ſuch as may contribute 
to our Honour, Peace, Safety and perpetual Security. When Hen- 
ry 8. came to the Crown, he found in ready Caſh at leaſt eighteen 
hundred thouſand pounds; which (according to the rate that Mony 
then went at,and even as it goes now) was a large and Royal Sum ; 
this the Avarice of his Father ſcraped together ( vitiis & modis ) 
to ſet up his Son for a Prodigal z - who indeed threw it ſo laviſhly a- 
bout him, that in three years he was almoſt ready to ſhut up Shop 
for a Bankrupt. Such was his Bounty and Magniticence in times of 
Peace; for the. French War was not yet begun ; and when it did be- 
gin, he was to begin to gather Mony to maintain and carry it on; 
So extravagant are ſome People of that which comes of a free coſt; 
Princes often employing their thoughts how to ſpend their Subjects 
Eſtates, rather than how to husband and lay ont their Mony to 
any purpoſe, or for their Profit. But his preſent Majeſty as he came 
to a-poor. Crown, ſo he well and providently (as appears by all the 
management of his Afﬀairs ). conſiders the good of his People, not 
deſiring to ſpend a farthing of ours to any other purpoſe, than as 
It may in ſome meaſure or. other turn to account for our real be- 
nefit : He well knows and conſiders the hardneſs of the times and 
the general decay-of Trade; and thereupon (as it is eyident upon 
NS | a great 
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2 great many occaſions and in ſeyeral Inſtances ) endeavours fo put 
every thing to the furtheſt, and go the cheapeſt way to work to 
ſecure us it being no part of his Deſign to make us pay more for 
our Peace and Quiet, than it is worth; but only to be enabled ta 
execute that weighty Office, and diſcharge that Truſt as he oughc 
to do, for which he aſcended the E721; Throne, He manages his 
Wars himſelf in Perſon, expoſing himſelf to Fire and Sword, as 
well as the meaneſt Centinel, not deſiring that. the vileſt Soldier in 
his Pay ſhould venture further than himſelf dare lead on, He gives 
Order for every thing himſelf, which is till the beſt and cheapeſt 
way to have his work done as it ſhould de. He puſhes the War 
forwards with the greateſt Expedition that is conſiſtent with our 
fafety, and a ſecurity from making falſe Steps. In a word, he doth 


all that can be done by Man, towards the making us Happy again, 


though it was none of his fault that we were involved in ſo much 
miſery, And thus he ſeeks to engage our Love, and tie our 


Aﬀections to him by the ſtrongeſt Bonds of Allegiance and Grati-. - 


tude. 


VI. We have no reaſon to complain of paying for our Peace: 


and Security now, ſeeing two or three Years ago, we were ready 
and willing to have given a great deal more for it, than is now 
deſired of us for the eſtabliſhing of it. When King James and 
his wicked Inſtruments were in the height of their Majeſtick Ty- 
ranny, Seizing on part of our Liberties and Properties, and threat- 
ning a formidable Invaſion on the reſt, what would we have given, 


nay, what would we not have given, to have been delivered from. 


thoſe fears and dreadful apprehenſions, that were at every turn 
ready to overwhelm us ? Thus when the great Gulf expanded its 
horrible Jaws in the midſt of the Forum at Rome, and the People 


were admoniſhed to throw in whatſoever was the moſt precious to 


them; then was many a Golden Bag ſacrificed, and many a Rich 
Jewel thrown quite away : But yet all would not do, there was ſtill 
ſomething more dear'and precious than all thoſe trifles, and that was 
.it the Devil would have been at ; viz. their precious and ſweet 
Lives: And ſo the audacious Knight, who. gave himſelf for his 
Countries good, plainly interpreted his meaning. This is but too 
applicable to the matter in hand ; for if Mony would have con- 
tented the Jeſuitical Harples,and have bribed them to let us bequier, 
no Charge would have been judged too heayy to have procured and 
eſtabliſhed our Security. "And ſhall we now deſpiſe our Peace, _-

cauſe it is ſo cheap, though miraculous > Do we grudge to disburſe 
a little Mony for confirming our Protection ? It was generally be- 
lieved long ago, by the moſt judicious of Men, that Jreland would 
never be reduced, or recovered out of the Papiſts Hands without 
Blows ; the courſes that were then taken there to ſecure them of 
the Government, gave but too juſt reaſon for that opinion : And 
yet unleſs ir were reduced, all People could ealily conjefture what 
a Thorn it would prove in our Sides, and how much Diſturbance 
might from thence upon. any occaſion be given us. So that had the 
buſineſs of the Prince of Wales never come upon the Stage, nor been 
thought of, but King James had died quietly in his Bed, and lefr 
the Princes that now more deſervedly fill his Throne, to have aſ- 
cended thither by the common courſe of Succeſſion, yet it was eaſi- 
ly foreſeen, Ireland would never have owned their Authority with- 
out compulſion. We know. full well, how upon ſome other occaſions, 
that obſtinate and tumultuous People have oft endeavoured to ſhake 
off the Engliſh Yoke, though it has never'galled them, nor were 
they ever before ſenſible of that Happineſs that has waited upon 
them under our Government. Nay, we know they have ſeveral 
times attempted to ſurrender the Country to any Body that they 
thought Enemy enough to us, and ſeemed in the leaſt inclined to 
accept of their offers. And the like attempt was not now unjuſtly 


feared and ſuſpeCted ; more eſpecially ſince that Iſland became a 


Neſt to ſuch diſaffefted Perfons, as have under the mildeſt Prote- 
Kant Government here, ſtill been ſhewing their Popiſh tricks, Plot- 
ting and Contriving Miſchief, and ſo oft near-the accompliſhing 
their baſe Deſigns. When the Native Jriſh, who have treated the 
Engliſh as oft as they had opportunity, with all the Treacherous 
Cruelty and Barbariſm, to which Hell and Rome could improve their 
innate Blod-thirſty Humour ; when theſe (I fay) were advanced 


to Honour and Dignity, and made to domineer over thoſe whom 


they watched but a convenient opportunity to extirpate, and all 
this by the Authority of their Prince; and when they were encou- 
raged, backed , ſeconded and prompted on to their Bloody and 
Rebellious Intriegues by the Engliſh Papiſts, a raſcally Crew of 
whom flocked thither, and reſted there in hopes of Prey and Miſ- 
chief, to be made Rich with the ſpoils of ſome meritorious Maſſa» 
cre; and all this Inſolence not only connived at, but countenanced 
and abetted and authorized, by ſuch as only had power to Repreſs 
it: What could be thought of ſuch prodigious and monſtrous Me- 


thods and Practices, or what. could they be judged to portend, (for 
 - 


as: 


every Body thought them unnatural and ominous z) but a general 
Revolt from us ; eſpecially the French being fo 'able and ready to 
aſliſt them, as they have fince done ? And yet nothing could have 
been of more dangerous and pernicious conſequence to our Peace 
and Safety here (bating only the French irruptions upon us, ſo 
" dreaded in the laſt Reign,,) than to have that Kingdom diſmem- 
bred from this. So that whatever Proteſtant Prince had ſucceeded 
\ to this Crown, and by whatſoever Title, it had in effe&t been the 
{ame thing ; for an 1riſþ War was as inevitable, as the Proteſtant 
and Popiſh Intereſts are diſcordant and unagreeable ; and the charge 
we ſhould have been at upon the account of reducing it, could hard- 
ly poſlibly have been avoided. Nay, it is morechan a little probable, 
our Charge might then have been much more heavy, than now it is 
like to be ; his Majeſty (whom God preſerve for more and more, e- 
minent Victories of this kind) having taken all imaginable care, 
( though at the utmoſt peril of his Royal and Sacred Perſon, ) 
to cut the work as ſhort, and give as ready a concluſion to thoſe 
Wars, (and the concomitant charge, as could poſlibly have been 
expected from any Prince in the World, that had the parallel In- 
conveniences and Hazards to encounter and force his way through. 
This by the byz though this Digreſlion is far from being imperti- 
nent to the matter in hand. But yet conſidering England as a Nation 
unconcerned for its dependencies, but only regarding and providing 
for its own Peace and Quiet at Home, they that reflect upon the 
fears and dangers that of late ſhewed themſelves in ſo menacing a 
ſhape amoneſt us, I little queſtion but they would have been ready 
to have compounded with France and Italy for the ſecurity and 
continuance of our Religion and Laws, and have paid a confide- 
rable Ranſom to relieve them from the Jaws of that Deſtruftion 
that was formed for them, if Mony wonld haye don. the feat: 
But I never heard of any Inſurance Office that was ſet up upon 
this account. One of the three Eſtates of this Realm was in a fair 
proſpect of being cruſhed to nothing by the dead weight of an Ar-= 
bitrary Power : Part of the Clergy was Suſpended, and the reſt 
every day looked for the ſame treatment, for not complying with 
the King in a thing ſo unconſcionable and illegal, as no Power could 
have impoſed upon them, but ſach an one, as pretended and arro- 
gated to be Obeyed without Reſerve. But had the whole Clergy com- 
plied as readily, as ſome out of Ignorance, and ſome from other 
Principles did, it is a vain thought to fancy things would have ſtop- 
ped there; greater and larger lengths were to be gone, than were 
Con- 
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conſiſtent with the being of Proteſtancy ; and the complying with: 
ene illegal method and practice, would bur have animared our E- 
nemics to have pricked us forward upon ſomething that ſhould have 
been worſe, If like Aſſes we had patiently ſuffered that Load to 
have ſetled to our Backs. without grudyging, more ſhould preſently 
have been laid on us, and more ſtill (as long as we were for Paſſive 
or Active Obedience) becauſe it was reſolved our Backs ſhould be 
broken, and if one thing would not do it, another ſhould ; one 
oppreſſion here being but. the unhappy Prodromus gf another and 
greater ; though perhaps we could not then have been ſo caſily ex- 
tricated out of thoſe perplexities and difficulcies, Gf things had gon 
much farther) as now we are; I mean neither with that ſafety of 
Honour nor Conſcience, For it is evident beyond denial or diſpute, 
that the utter ruin of the Church of England, as then by Law eſta- 
bliſhed, nay and the ruin of the whole Proteſtant Name and Intereit 
amongſt us, (though the Diſſenters were prettily chucked under the 
Chin, and careſſed with a flattering Indulgence, ) was abſolutely re- 
ſolved on and determined. Only becauſe the Projetts were not yet 
ripe for booted Apoſtles and the French faſhion of Converſion, there- 
fore every thing was tried, that might make one Party ſubſervient 
to the undermining and overthrowing another ; that being thus 
weakened and diſpirited by mutual animoſities, and irreconcilable 
Diviſions, the Conqueſt over us all might be the more quick and 
feaſible, This was ſo plain, that every man of common and ordi- 
nary ſenſe, ſaw to the bottom of the grand deſign ; and according- 
ly their fears were neither mean nor pannick : Every one ſighed 
and murmured in private, for the impending ruin. For when one 
of the Three Eſtates was thus run down, as it almoſt was, . (ſaved 
only by Migcle, and as a Firebrand plucked out of the Burning,) 
what could the other two expect, Þut in time to be ſhams of theſame 
fate and miſery ? Fam tra res agitur, paries cum proximns ardet, Every 
one. was concerned; and even thoſe, who in their Hearts bare nogood 
will to the Church of E22/ard, could not yer diſſemble their affrizht- 
"ments and horrour, when they ſaw her thns nſed and trampled on 
; EE > they knew full well (without the Spirit of Propheſy,) thar 
the ſame fate would within a while overtake them too : The Jeſuits 
being their Friends (or bearing the Vizard of being ſuch) only to 
ſerve a turn, but inwardly the moſt rancorous and malignant Enc- 
mies-in the World ; ſuch Enemies, as make no diſtin&tion between 
Foes and Friends, that will not lend their rtmoſt aſſiſtance to pre» 


mote their rapacious and ambitious ends. The whole Nation thin 
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lying under ſuch dreadful, but juſt apprehenſions of Miſery, all Mens 
Minds being ſhaken with ſo horrid a proſpect of the Preveing of 
Popery and Arbitrary Power, no Body would bave retuſed to have 
complied in the largeſt Contriburtons to ſecure us. But no Security 
was to be dreamed of, or koped for, till his preſent Majeſty appear- 
ed for our Deliverance ; and by the miraculous guidance of a Mer- 
ciful and gracious Providence turn'd all thoſe fears upon their 
heads, thar firſt deviſed them. But ſince Almighty God has raiſed 
us up ſo great a Deliverer, we have all the aiſurance imaginable of 
enjoying withoht trouble or diſturbance whatever we were before in 
almoſt hourly fears of being Robb'd and Spoild of by Catholick 
Ruffians. We know full well, how ready and inclined his Ma- 
jeſty is to eſtabliſh our Liberties and Properties, as well as Religion 
by any Law, that can be propoſed to him for that purpoſe ; our ex- 
perience tells us this, by what he has done for us already : And his 
own ſentiments and judgment in matters of Conſcience, aſſure us 
he can never entertain the leaſt thought of betraying us into the 
hands of -the Enemies to Proteſtancy ; nay, we are ſufficiently con- 
vinced, that he will never attempt the leaſt alteration in thole little 
things, which are now eſtabliſhed by Law (though thoſe have been 
the. unhappy occaſions of dividing us, and both blemiſhing the re- 


port of our Prudence, and hindering onr. real Intereſt,) without 


our Conſents, and the concurrence of our Repreſentatives. And as 
for invading any Mans property, we have leſs reaſon to be afraid 
of that ; the Laws being now returned to their priſtine force and 
vigour under him, againſt all ſuch as by pretence of any Commiſ- 
fion or Anthority whatſoever, commit the leaſt injury. And though 
I have often thought, and am fully perſwaded in my Conſcience, 
that if an Arbitrary Power be allowable and juſtifiable in any caſe 
(as all confeſs it is now and then in ſome few and extraordinary 
contingencies, where the Laws have not made ſufficient proviſion, ) 
it may be juſt and rational in this, that the Prince ſhould compel 
thoſe People to contribute towards their own ſafety, who will not 
willingly underſtand they are in danger, or that their Purſes ought 
to be opened for their Security ; yet here, (as in all other caſes) in 
the greateſt exigency of State, his Majeſty by his legal Methods, 
declares his abhorrence of ever uſing a Power, which may ſo ealily 
_be abuſed and degenerate into Violence or Oppreſlion, or become 
-an ill preſident to future Ages : He is no Invader of any Man's Right 
upon any occaſion whatſoever ; no, not when he has the moſt play- 
ſible pretence for fo doing, - Nay we ſee how willing he is rather 
; to 
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to recede from: his own Rights, - than make the leaſt encroachmens 
upon ours... He uſes none of thoſe add rapacious Artifices to get 
Mony, that ſome of our Princes have-extorted large Sums from 
their. Subjeds by ; he oppreſies no Man, but deſires our Aid in a 
Legal, and Parliamentary. way , the faireſt and equitableſt of all. 
He has no Empſons nor Dualeys, no Inſtruments of Rapine and Ex- 
tortion to play the Spies upon his Loyal Subjects;/ and hook them 
to compoſitions for their Peace, before they break it. He deſires to 
be no Richer, than ſo that he-may be able to Protect us; and his 
not uſing any Illegal Methods, evidences his intire: dependance and 
reliance on the love and generoſity of his People ; who if they 
have any; of that reciprocal kindneſs which they ought to have, will 
never let him fare worſe for {o doing, but-wilt readily conſent to 
furniſh bim. with all the Supplies he'requaſts of -us.' 'So that upon 
the whole, being thus reſcued and: delivered from all thoſe Fears 
and Troubles, that of late ;ſurrounded and' were: ready to'/over- 
whelm us, and for the removal of which we would gladly have Con- 
tributed much more, than will now do- his Majeſties buſinefs'and 
the Nations, we may.reaſonably enough ſtraiten our ſelves alittle 
for the cſtabliſhmegt,of our Safety and. Detiverance.'' His Majeſty 
-baving ſpent. ſo.conkdgrable aSum-af- his own,to advance/the work 
of our Happineſs thus far,” all the Wonld would cry ſtame'of us 
ſhould we now grudge at-the charge of 'Perfefting and/Compleat- 
ing the great Waork,; upon; fo; fair and ſolid a Foundation.”''' *'* 
For theſe andthe ;like Reaſons; it ſeems to me very juſt 'and e- 
quitable,. tha | ; wHliggly ſubmitito pay our:fhares of all

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Cuſtom to whom Cuſtom, Fear to whom Fear, Honour to whom 
- Honour. Our Saviour upon the firſt ſight of the Image and Super- 
ſcription upon Ceſar's Peny, determined and reſolved in favour of 
the Prince, that he was to have his Dues as well as Gad Almighty.; 
intimating likewiſe in that Divine Anſwer of his, that Tribute ts 
2 due to thoſe Higher Powers,to whoſe Charge and Care Providence 
has committed us ; and that we ought in all reaſon to contribute to- 
ward the Support and Maintenance of that Government and Au- 
thority (of what fort ſoever tt be) by which we are protected in our 
own Dues and Rights,and maintained in Peace, and guided in Juſtice. 
Theſe conſiderations well weighed, and impartially reflefted on, 
will, I have good hopes, do ſomething towards reconciling thoſe 
Peoples Minds, that now feem fo difaffefted to the preſent Taxes 
and Paymeatrs, which indeed are as abſolutely neceſſary, as Peace 
and Tranquility are lovely 2nd deſirable, Ir is too great a preſump- 
' tion upon that Providence,that has already been ſo kind and gracious. 
to. us,far beyond our Deſerts, and almoſt as far beyond our expefta- 
tions, to think every thing ſhall fall out according to our Wiſhes. 
and Deſires, without laying.our ſelves ont to obtain what we eſteem 
our Happineſs. Though. Almighty' God appeared in a wonderful 
manner to. bring his. own Choſen People out of the Iron Furnace of 
Egyptian Servitude and Bondage, and- infatuated all the Counſels,. 
and diſappointed all the Deſigns of their Mercileſs Oppreſſors, and 
all this in order to bring them to the Land flowing with Milk and: 
Honey, according:to his promiſe to their Fathers ; yet when they 
were delivered,it was his:pheafure to'let them: find their way thither 
on their-own:Feet 3 nor.could they juſtly expe&ever to arive there, 
without - ſeveral Conflicts and Hazzards : For by. thoſe it was hisde- 
ſign in ſome meaſure to make a Trial of them, and fee how they 
would carry themſelves, and whether-by theif Faith, ' Patience and: 
. Endeavour , they. would in any tolerable-me we ove them- 
ſelyes worthy of fo great an att of Merey-and” Mt. lificence, as he 
was going to. bleſs them withal. And accordingly we find, that the 
fluggiſh, moroſe, querulous part of them by their infidelity, impa» 
tience and perverſeneſs; forfeited their ſhares of Inheritance. in the 
Promiſed Land ;; their:Garcafes fell in the Wilderneſs, between E- 
gypt and Canaan; it was:a mercy God-ſufferetthem' nor'to return 
to the-ſuaring Idolatry iand-Superſtition of the former, and 4 
ſore Judgment (though juſt enough) that he wonld'never ſuffer 
them to taſt the ſmeet and ravifhing contentments of the latter : 
But yet after all this, their Childreo, whom they feared and com-

plained ſhould become Preys and Miſerable , were brought in z 
and upon them did God beſtow the Mercies , which the Parents 
made themſelves unworthy of. The only way for ns to prevent the 
" like miſcarriage, is to be,wile in time ; for the plain truth is, as far 
as our circumſtances concur with the Iſraelites, we may (without 
running the risk of being counted falſe Prophets or Boders 
of Ill News, ) make a juſt eſtimate of our future Felicity or 
Misfortunes. An opportunity is now put into our Hands, of 
raiſing the fortune of our Nation to a greater pitch than it has 
been at for ſome Ages; and though the affairs of all Exrope are 
ſtrangely embroiled and perplexed at this junfture, yet an impartial 
Obſerver of things and circumſtances, ſhall find nothing amongſt all 
thoſe, that ought to diſcourage or affright us; every thing almoſt 
C on the other hand ) conſpiring ( by the ſpecial conduct of the 
ſupream Orderer of all things no doubt ) to favour our deſigns 
and Intereſt, and draw us good out of evil: Only if we be not 
wanting to our ſelves and our own cauſe, and ſuffer our ſelyes. 
to be more ſmayed and byaſled by groundleſs Fears and Jelou- 
fies ( hatched on purpoſe by our Enemies, and nouriſhed and diſ- 
ſeminated by falſe Friends and with deſign to keep us in a diſ- 
compoſed and diſcontented poſture than guided by Reaſon and 
the due conſideration of our own true and real intereſt. If 
we take not Time by the Forelock, we ſhall repent too late when 
he ſhews us the hinder and bald part of his Skull, Wealth, Wit,. 
Courage and Strength are ordinarily reckon'd up as the four great 
Champions, without whoſe Aſſiſtance no War can be proſperons 
or ſucceſsful. .We are now under the guidance of a Prince, who. 
has abundantly ſignalized himſelf for the ſecond and third of 
theſe; and the fourth-is at our Command by the mediation of 
the firſt, So that if we miſcarry,-as we have none to lay the blame 
on but our ſelves, ſo it will be found in the iſſue our own ſhoul-. 
ders will. be .oo little and weak to bear it's for we ſhall not only 
involve our ſelves in greater” and more deplorable difficulties: 
than before we ſtuck in, but ſhall become the unhappy Inſtru- 
ments of involving our Neighbours and Allies in the ſame Mi- 
ſeries: who deſtrve them ſo Much the leſs than we, as they are 
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
